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PREFACE. 




^F all the variotfs Kinds of 
1 "Af**^ Knowledge^ which 
j the Mind of Man is fram~ 
' to comprize-, there is 
none more laudable in it- 
felf or more beneficial in its Nature^ 
than the confidering the Laws of other 
Countries^ and comparing them with 
our own. The Law in every Country 
is the Civil Prudence of that Country^ 
and according as it ir well or ill con* 
trivedj a Nation is efieemed wife, or 
viherwife. 
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IT is a €dmmon^ and I believe a 
very jufi Notion that no Country in 
Europe has better Laws than Ours ; 
but in order to fay this like a Man^ and 
not like a Tarrot^ it is neceffary that 
we Jhould know^^ at leaft in general 
Termsj what the Laws of other Conn-- 
tries are. 

FRENCH Literature has of late 
Tears gaitCd a high Efteem in Britain ; 
we read and we admire their Hiftori- 
ans, their Poets, and their Critics ; / 
thought therefore Ifhould do fomething 
agreeable to the Tubltck^ if 1 brought 
2 heir judicial "Proceedings to the View 
of an Englilh Reader j for I can fee 
fio Caufe why we fhould be fond of fi cap- 
ping into a French Theatre, and not be 
equally well f leafed to fee their Coaits 
m Juftice. 

IF Racine andMoYitxc. have obtain-- 
ed high Refutations^ by refrefenting 
jnfily the Taffions of Mankinds the 
Judges of France have with equal Right 

\ac^uired to themfelves an extraordi- 
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nary Fame throughout Europe for the 
Clearness of their Heads^ and the 
Soundnefs of their Hearts. 

IT is but a little while ago that the 
Parliament of Paris gave Inftances of 
as fublime a Sprit of Virtue^ as ever 
adorned the Senate of Rome j and if 
we ca(l our Eyes back into the Gloom 
of Antiquity^ we ^fball find that the 
Jujiice of this Affembly was of old fa 
confpcuous^ that Foreign Trinces re- 
forted hither^ as among the Greeks to 
the Areopagus, in order to have theif 
Di^erences decided* A noble Tejii^ 
tnony of the Superiority of Wiidom i?- 
ver Power. 
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TH E following Sheets contain cri^ 
mittal Cafes of an extraordinary Na^ 
ture^ and are as well fitted to inflruS^ 
and to entertain^ as our State Trials, 
or any other Collections of that Kind. 
The Heart of Man is the fame in all 
Countries^ and if we confiaer Hijiories 
of this fort in a Moral Lights in order 
to difcover the Connection between Cau^ 
fes and Effcth^ in the Conduct of [t^^^ 
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unhaffy TeofU, as mtfiaking Wicked- 
nejs for iViJdom^ Jeek Ha^fifiefs in a 
\ Road where it is never to 6e found, ex- 
f€£i Qrafes front 1 horns ^ and Hgs 
frmn Thijtles. 

if "jL-e conftder tbefe Cafes in 
\ght^ which is of alt others the 
mtable, we cannot fail of reap- 
er ^ieafure and improvement ^ 
^roffeB^ not of human Mi- 
j~-_,-, ^..^of the ^ufiice of the Laws 
of Ytii.ch^-and the Wifdom of Trovi- 
dence in adapting ^unipmet.ts Suita- 
ble to all Ojjences, and in bringing Of-r- 
fenders, in (pile of all their Arttfices^ 
to feel the Tunifhments which wilfully, 
and with their £)■£/ open, they full 
down upon themjelv£s, though they 
■vainly imagine they may elude the 
Blowy and ky joining Cunning to Vice, 
procure that Safety which is only an- 
nexed to Virtue^ 

BUT then, in order to thefe Re- 
fle£fions, it will be nece^ary to have a 
Jirevious Idea of what may be called 
/^tf Oown Law of t'rance, and this 
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I /hall endeavour to give within the 
Compafs of this Preface, 6y confidering 
as jiiccinctly as Imay^ the two follow^ 
ing HeadSj under which^ I prefume 
whatever relates to thejidfequent S'ri-- 
als will be comprehended. 

L THE Nature of Crimes y and 
their Tunijhments^ according to the 
French Law. 

11. THE Judicatories before which 
they are cognizable^ and the Methods 
of their Proceedings. 

A Crime is an A£t committed againft 
the LawSy it may be committed^ jay 
the French Lawyers, four ways^ Ke, 
Verbis, Literis, 6c Conienfu, by A&^ 
ingj Speakingy Writings ar Conjenting. 
Crimes are varioujly divided^ hut that 
Divifion which Juits pur Turpafe beji 
is into Capital^ i. e. Crimes incurring 
Death ; and not Capital^ i. cfuch as in^ 
duc^ lighter Tunijhments^ with thefor^ 
mer of t4)efe we have chiefly to do in 
the following T^es. To proceed ^^ 

[ b 3 ] mesho- 
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methodically as we may^ let us begin 
with Homicide. 

Homicide/;^ general fignijies an 
AS^ whereby the Life of a Man is 
taken away. This may be done four 
ways^ voluntarily^ imprudently^ necej^ 
farily^ and accident ly ; to begin with 
the laft^ and fran^ thence to ajcend to 
the, firft. An accidental Homicide is 
where a Man kills another without ei^ 
ther Dejign or Faulty that is^ neither 
through Intention nor Folly ^ in this 
Cafe it is evident there is na Crime^ 
and therefore by the Law of France 
it is unfunifhed. Necejfary Homicide 
is where one Man kills another in De- 
fence of his own Life^ that of his fFife, 
Children^ Father^ Mother ^ &c. &r in 
J) e fence of his Goods ^ when he is at^ 
tacked by a Thief this alfo is not Cri-- 
minal^ and therefore he who kills a 
Man tn this way^ has no need even of 
Letters of Remijfton. Imprudent Ho- 
micide is where one Man kills another 
without apparent Defign^ but through 
an A£i of Indijcretion, fuch as throw- 
ing a Stone out of a Window^ or firing 
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a Gun in the Street^ this Being in fame 
Degree criminal^ is funijhed in France 
not capitally^ hut according to the Dif^ 
cretion of the "judges^ after conjldering 
the Circumfiances with which fuch a 
Homicide is attended. Wilful Homi- . 
cidc is where one Terfon kills another 
wilfully^ 6Cc. with Intention fo to do. 
And this is either licit, where the Law 
allows iiy or illicit, where the Law 
forbids it. 

AS to the fir fi., a Father is allowed 
to kill his Daughter^ if he [urPrizes 
her in the A5t of Adultery^ a Husband 
may in the fame Cafe kill his Wife^ 
and an Officer may kill his Soldier^ 
fleefing on his Tofty committing an Act 
^ofTreafon^ or refufing to obey him on 
any important Qccajion. 



Illicit voluntary Homicide may be 
committed with Arms^ or by Toifon^ 
in either Cafe it may be performed by 
ones own Hand^ or by that of another. 
Voluntary Homicide committed in the 
Heat of Tafton^ is fometimes remiffa* 
bUy where the Terfon killed appears 
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to have Been flagrantly the ^ggnfjor^ 
But where a Man with Malice Tre- 
^enje kills another^, by the Editt of 
Henry iL dated in July, 1554, it is 
declared^ that fuch a T erf on Jhall fuf-- 
fer Death ufon the Wheels and that 
' this Tunijhmentpall not be commuted^ 
and by the fame Edi^^ not only ^ffaf- 
flnation is rendred Captain but the 
very Intention to ajfaj/inate^ tho' never 
carried into Execution^ an Inflame of 
this the Reader will meet with in the 
hfl Cafe in tbrs Booky viz. That of Ma- 
dam Tx^tx,. 

THE Duel is held bs the French 

Laws more Criminal than Aflaflina- 

h^ tion itfelfy becaufe this is a voluntary 

^Saerijicey which the Duelifts rnaie of 

their Eflatesy their Honour s^ their 

LiveSy and their Souls^ to Vanity or 

JRevenge. Anciently indeed thefe in 

the Nature of Affeals to God were 

permitted by Kings ; but Henry IVth, 

ff glorious Memory y in the T^ar \6o^^ 

forbid them in all Cafes by an Edict ; 

. his Son Lewis XII Ith, fublijb'd no 

Ufo than fix in his Reign^ to frevent 

this 
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this fernkious TraBice j Lewis the 
XlVth, of haf}y Memory^ by his -E- 
diS of 1643, ^pfointed allDiJfuies of 
Honour to be terminated before the 
Marelchals of France, and ftrilfly for^ 
bid Challenges^ or Recei'ving Challen^ 
ges^ this Edi£t was fufforted by ano^ 
ther in September, 1051, fiill niore fe^ 
vere^ and J he fe Remedies f roving in-- 
effetfualy V third Edi3 was fublifbed 
in the Tear 1 67^, feverer Jii/ly by the 
o^jth Article of this Editt^ fueh . as 
are contumacious^ are declared inca^ 
fable of all Succejlons^ fuch Lands as 
fhould belong to them^ vefting in the 
Lord of the Manor ^ to be Po^ejfed by 
him in the Name of the Kingj their 
TrofitSy however y being apply a to cha^ 
r it able Ufes^ from the Day of the b>en^ 
tence^ without hope of Refiitution^ and 
by the 34th Article of the fame Edi£fy 
Leave is given to the Relations of at 
Terfon killed in a Duel, to make them--, 
felves "Parties within three Months tO" 
the Vrofecution againfi him who killed 
their Relation^ and on Convi^ion^ the 
Eftates of the Terfon , condemned are 
imnediately veiled in fuchTrofecutorsj 
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without any farther Courfe of La^u^^ 
the neareft Relation of the Tarty de^ 
€eafed being in this Cafe preferred. 

BT the ssth Jrticle of that EdiSf^ 

Trofecutions thereon are not to be ex^ 

tinguijhed by the Death of "Farti^Sy 

Trefcription^ or any other Means what* 

foever. 

THE R E is yet a Sort of Homicide 
not reducible to any of the foregoing 
CafeSy it is thisy where a fromanj by 
bafe FraSiceSy procures Abortion, and 
thereby deftroys the Fruit of her Womb 
before it appears to the World; 

- THE Romans diftit^uipedh tbit 
Cafe between fucjh as cmfed their Chil-- 
dren to p£rifb for the Sake of Money ^ 
and^ fuch as did it to revenge them^ 
felves on the Fathers of fuch Children ; 
the fir ft they funifhed wtth Death, the 
latt^ with iJanilhment only: The 
Law of Moles made another DiftinSi-' 
OHy viz. whether the Child had quicken-- 
ed before the Abortion, in which Cafe

they looked on it as a Capital Offence y 
otherwife not. 

THE Chriftian Religion, purer than 
that of the Jews, teaches us to regard 
it as a Murder^ whether the Child be 
pkk or no^ for this plain Reajon^ thai 

• a living Soul is either way prevented 

from coming into the World. 

KING Henry lid. /5j his Edi3, 
in the Tear 1556, punijhed the Con-- 
cealment of icing with Child^ or being 
delivered^ with Death, leavings how^ 
ever^ the Manner thereof to the Di^ 
region of the Judges \ and to tlye End 
that no Body might plead Ignorance 
of this Edia^ King Henry HI. by ^- 
nother EdiB^ i/t the Tear i486, com-- 
manded all ReUors of Tari/foes to read 
it openly in their Congregations after 
Mafi, once every three Months j Sur- 
geons were al(o forbidden by the fame 
EdiH to bleed young Women without 
the Knowledge of their Fathers^ Mo^ 
thers^ or other Relations \ as alio Wo-^ 
men^ whofe Husbands have been long 

absent > 
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aifentj without the ex^refs DireUion 
0f a Phyfician. 

TJRICID E is a Murder of the 
tnojt atrocious Sort, it confijis in mur-^ 
dering^ or procuring the Murder of 
Father^ or Mother^ Grandfather^ or 
Grandmother y by Violence ^ Toijon^ or 
any other Way^ this is the firiSt Defi-' 
nit ion of P;^rlcide ; but the Law alfo 
comprehends fuch as take away the 
Lives of their Brother s^ Sijters^ Un^ 
clesy AuntSy &Cc. as aljo fuch as Coun-- 
fely Aidy or Abet Paricides, the Tunifb^ 
ment attending this Crime is Death, 
according to the Difcretion of the 
Judges i but it is ufual to break fuch 
Wretches on the Wheel. 

THE Trince being the Father of 
his People y murdering him is the high- 
er kind of Paricide, as Paricidc is the 
highefi kind of Murder ; but becauje 
this Crime affeSs the Statey as well ds 
the Trince , fever al Rules are admits 
ted in France for the Tunijhment of 
this Crimey which do not take Tlace 
ijt Ref^eii to any other. \. The Inten- 

\ tion 
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tien is here fufficienty though no Effects 
at all Jhould follow. 2. Not only Ac^ 
complices^ as well as Authors^ but 
even the Concealers of Juch Tlots arc 
held Guilty of Lezc Majcfty. g. jP«r 
nijhment not only extends to the ^^r- 
fons guilty J but to t^eir Children^ who 
are however Innocent^ banijhed the 
Realm. 4. Death does not in thisj as 
in other Cafes^ flop the Trofecution^ 
^erfons may be accufed and condemned 
in their Graves.

TOISONING, by the Law of 
France, is confidered as a kind of Mur-^ 
derj more Criminal than that ferfe^ 
t rated by any Weapon \ as to the Laws 
againji this Offence ^ it would be need^ 
lefs to repeat them here^ fince they are 
fon/idered at large in the Cafe of Ma^ 
dam Brinviliierc. 

IN Cafes of Self-Murder^ the Tro^ 
ceedings^ according to the Law of 
Fiance, ,are very jolemn and extraor^ 
dinary ; for on a Stiggejlion that fuch 
a Thinz has happened^ the Judge is 
bound I '^ name a Curator for the dead 

• r <^ 3 ^^^^^ 
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Eody^ who is to take nf^n him the De^ 

fence thereof and to {ufiain the Office 
of an Advocate jor the DefunB. Ihis 
Curator takes an Oath well and trnfy 
to perform his Office^ andy as far as 
in his ^ower^ to defend the Memory 
of the Dead^ Then a Tracers is com-' 
menc^d againfi the Curator ^ as a^ 
any other Criminal^ with this 
r£nc£ only^ that the Curator is not '^- 
fofedto any Soft of Shame. The Tro^ 
€efs being endedy Sentence is j^ronoun- 
cedy not againfi the Curator^ but the 
dead Body^ or if that be not to be had^ 
then againfi the Memory of the Terfon 
deceased. The Curator however may^ 
if he fleafesy bring an Affeal \ nay^ 
the Relations of the' Deceafed may 
oblige him to bring it^ and the Superior 
Courts may^ if they fleafe^ name ano- 
ther Curator. All thefe Ceremonies 
4ire fo ejfential^ that if they are omit^ 
$ed^ the Judgment is ipfo l^adlo nully 
and the Judge who pronounced it is 
liable to great Damages. 

JU the Tear 1506, the (Mowing 
£^Ji Mj^penedy a Phy fician and a Cap- 
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tain happened ta be Tri[aners together 

inthe Conciergerie, where they quarrell^ 

eJ^ ths Phyfician jnatch'd up a Knife j 

and \\ab'd the Captain, \d that the 

Wotuid proved Mortal^ upon this the 

Phyfician was put iftto Irons ^ and 

thrown into a Dungeon^ where through 

Shame and Defpair he firangled him^ 

Jeff with his Shirty the Judgment a- 

gainfi his Body^ after the c^ore-men-' 

tioned Formalities^ was thisy that he 

Jbould be drawn on a Hurdle from the 

Trifon^ and then be cajl into a Com-- 

mon^bore. 

IT is to be obferved^ that if a Man 
be out of his Senfes at the Time he de- 
ftroys himfilf b^ fbaU not be treated 
as a Suicide. 

IK the Tear 1550, a Fooly who was 
Jbmetimes a little in his Senjes^ hanged 
himfelfy the Judge of the Tlace con- 
demned the Body to remaiu on a Gib* 
bety which was accordingly executed y 
the Wife and Heirs of the Deceafed 
brought an Apfealy the Sentence was 
r ever fed J the. Body ordered to be bu^ 

[^c ^\ fie* 
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ried in Holy Ground^ the Lord of the 
Soil confirained to deliver u^ his Ef- 
fects to his Relations^ and his Widow 
and Heirs had leave to ptblijh the Ar- 
ret made in their Favour^ to wife off 
any Difgrace that might be refle&ed 
on them by the former Sentence. It is 
a Maxim in the French Law^ that ex- 
treme Indigence pall be held Madnefsy 
and freferve the Body from any other 
Mark of Ignominy^ than that of being 
buried out of Holy Ground. 

Thefts and Robberies are funijhed 
in France according to the Circumjian- 
ces that attend them. A fimfle Lar- 
_^ceny is funijhed with whippngy bump- 
ing the Shoulder with the Mark of a 
Flower de Lis, or Banifhment for a 
certain Htkc \ but if this be done in a 
Churchy the Tunijhment is more (ever e 
if of hojy IhingSy fuch as a Chalicey 
fife, then it is Death without Remif- 
Jion. 

. IF Pick-pockets are caught in the 

Fatty in any of the Chambers of Par- 

"iment^ Jit ting the Courts^ they are 
^^ triect 
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triedj convicted and condemned ufon 
the Sfot i if a Servant robs his Mor 
Jicfy tha' of ever fo fmall a Matter^ the 
Crime is generally ffeaking fumjbed 
with Deaths becaufe from the Circum^ 
fiances of Things ^ Majiers are con^ 
grained to difendfo much on the ¥ idea- 
lity of their Servants^ that it is imfof^ 
fible to do too much towards keeping 
them within the Bounds of their Duty^

THE Law of Vxzxictfunijhes ve^ 
ry lightly a Theft committed merely to 
fatisfy extreme Want^ becaufe it fup- 
fofes that the Trofecutor^ if he had 
known the Necejdity of his Neighbour ^ 
would have given him what he took. 
Thus far of fimfle Larcenies^ let us- 
now cmfider Thefts of a gr offer Ka^ 
ture. 

.Thpfts accompanied with aggrava^ 
ting Circumfiances are ftiled in French 
Vols, and thofe who commit them Vo- 
leurs, /. e. Robbery and Robbers. Jt 
would require e great deal of Time to 
treat this Matter accurately^ I Jball 
content myfelf therefore with obfcrv^ 
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^W, that the Thraje Vi & Arn^is, in 
the ErYglilh Lawy is exPreJJive ef the 
Eflence of that Crime which the French 
fiyle Vol. By an Ordinance of Francis 
the Firft, all Criminals of this Sort 
are to be broke alive, and placed on the 
Wheel J this Ordinance dtreEfs. 

^^ Th A T their j^rms'fhill be broke 
^* in two Places, as alio their Ribr^ 
" Legs and Thighs^ and that they ftiall 
" be placed on the Wheel alive^ that 
«< they may have as much Time to Re^ 
*^ fenty as God Ihall pleale to give 
^ them/' 

tHE Conftruftion of this Ordf- 
pance, as to Terfom^ has of late Times 
Extended very far ^ thd in Regard to

rebated. Firft,/^^ Ordinance itfelffaysj 
that the Rcbberies punifbed thereby 
tnuji be committed in the Night, which 

. in our Law conjtitutes a Burglary ; but 
the French Lawyers hold that Robbe- 

' lies committed in the Day are within 
the 'Meaning of this Ordinance. 
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Secondly, tbe Ordinance mentiims 
mbing of Accomplices, which hntH 
ever the French Lawyers conceive to ite 
^fo totally comprehended therein^ that 
theyfunijh as fever ely him who has 
the liaft Knowledge or Share 'in a 
Robbery^ as he who dHually commit- 
ted //, imd hence it is that the Maker 
^f a falfe Key, is accountable for the 
Ufe of it^ and if it be employed to 
commit a Robbery, fuffers Death as 
well as the Robber, tho' he know no^ 
thing of the Matter.

Thirdly, th^ the Law direSts the 
Breaking of the Limbs to be while the 
Criminal is alivCy it is conceived that 
this is at the Dilcretion of the Judges^ 
and therefore they pafs Judgment as 
they fee fit. 

Fraudulent Bankrupts, tho\ they 
arenot often f unified with Death, yet 
are they frequently treated with great 
Severity, according to the Ordinances 
of various Kings, particularly of ^^^

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THERE is a very extraordinary 
Cafe in ref^St to this Crime, rtjforttd 
in the Journal du Palais, w^. May 30, 
i<$73. That Francis Mercier nnjas cotp^ 
w&ed of becoming a fraudulent Bank- 
rupt, and John Baptitt Dcfvcs of af^ 
fifiing him as an Attorney with his 
Council and Advice for the iettor carry-- 
ing on ofthefaid fraudulent Bankrupt* 
cy J the Judgment fronounced^ wasy 
that the faid Mercier and Delves Jhall 
each of them mate the Amende none* 
rable naked in their Shirts^ with Ropes 
about their Necks, their Feet barCy 
each with a burning Torch of tv>o 
bounds weight in his Hand ; Mercier 
with a Label on his Breaft, containing 
thefe ffordsy A Fiuludul^nt BA^ic- 
KUPT ; Defves with a Label containing 
thefe Wordsy An Abettor, Counsel- 
lor, AND Adherent of this Bank- 
rupt, AND A Concealer of his Ef- 
fects. They Jhall be conduced to the 
Great Stairs of the Pubis, wh^r^ the 
faid Mercier kneeling an his Knees Jhall 
declare with a loud Voice, that maii- 
cuQuily and fraudulently he became a 
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Bankrupt, with Intent to cheat his Cre- 
ditors, and with that View inierted 
fictitious Entries in his Books ; in like 
Manner the [aid Defves Jhall kneel 
and declare^ that he advifed and aJ[&ft-> 
ed the laid Bankrupt, and that he con- 
cealed the EfFeds of the laid Mercier ; 
of which Crimes they Jhall both declare 
their fine ere Refentance^ and that they 
demand Pardon of Gody the Kingy 
and the Jujtice of the Realm. 

THET Jhall then be conduBed by 
the Executioner to two other TlaceSy 
where thej Jhall make the fame Dec la-- 
rations y they Jhall ft and two Hours in 
the Pillory for three Market- Days fuC'-^ . 
ceffivelyy after which they Jhall be fent 
for nine lears to the Galleys, their 
Effects to be foldy and afflied to the 
Payment of their Debts, ana their Ter^ • 
fonsy after the fat d nine Tears Service 
in r^^ Gallies, to be liable to Imprilbn- 
ment, if their Creditors Jhall think fit^ 

THERE is yet another Sort of 
Capital Crime hitherto not ffoke^ 
ofy and that is^ Violating a Womant 
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k^anviSted of blaff heinous Eocfreffiom^ 
was condemned to make the Amende 
Honorable at the great Gate of the 
Cathedral of Paris \ after which he had 
his Tongue bored through with a Red- 
hot Iron, his lA^s^it to t,he Chm^and 
to his Nofe j afterwards he. was ac^ 
quaint ed by the Hangman, that if af-- 
ter fourteen Days he was found in the 
Dominions of France, hejhould ^^ hang- 
ed without any farther rrocefi. 

M. Lange, in his Nouvelle Pratique, 
Civile, Criminelle, 6Cc. Complains^ that 
tho' there are now many Blalphemers in 
that Kingdom, yet iew are puniftied : 
What would that Gentleman fay^ if he 
lived in a Country -, where if one may 
be allowed to pronounce from Practice, l 
Blafphemy is fcarce thought a Crime 
at all? 

IL WE are now comg to the fecond 
Voint we promifed to confider^ viz. the 
Manner of proceeding againft Crimi- 
i nals in France. With Reffeh to thisj 
there is one general RulCy viz. That 
rfer/ CiimQ Ihould be puniflaed in the 
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Place where it is committed ; hut t9 
this Rule there are many Exceptions 
arijim from the Nature of the Crim^ 
the Quality of the Priibncr, and the . 
Quality of the Profecutor. 

Crimes which have any Relation 
to the State, are cognizable only by 
the Royal Judges, /. e. Such as derive 
their Authority immediately from the 
King ; other Offences are judged with-^ 
out Appeal, by the ordinary Judges ; 
there are three Sorts of Terfons frivi^ 
ledged in France. 

'FiiiiJT' Eccieliafticks, over whoni 
the Civil Magiftrates has no Toyuer^ 
excep in capital Cafes, wherein as the 
Kings of France have wifely diftin^ 
guifhedy it would be f ref onerous ^ to rif-^ 
mit to the ccclefiaftical Courts, fince the 
Church cannot ^unifh with Deaths * 

TH E fecond friviledged Set of Teo^ 
fie are Gentlemen, • w^# have A Right

THE third Rank of friviledg

be ufon his Oath, and where the plat^ 
ter requires ity he pall ^^. confronted 
with the Witneffes. Where the Proofs 
for and againji the Prifoner are in 
Equilibrlo, the Judges m0^ order the 
Prilbner to be fut to the Qucftion, thai 
isy to the Torture. 

JILL Judges, having the Tower 
of Life and Death, hav.e Tower alj^ 
to fut to the Queftion. Terjons of 
great Dignity, yiv55i af 4^^ very young, 
very old, very ficfc, v^ry infirm, and 
Women with Child are' exempt ; the 
Proofs muft be ftrong, and the Crinpe 
Tnujt be capital, where a Terfon is ad-^ 
judged to the Qucftion. 

THE Crinfinal is to be examined 

by the Judge, before he is fut to the 

Qoel^ioDy which Examination he is to 
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fign, or refufe to fign, then he is to Be 
tortttred tn the Trefence of the Judge. 

THE Torture is iiferent in the- 
feveral Provinces of France. At Paria 
the Method is to Caufe the Priibner V 
Body to Be exceffivety extended, and 
then to oBlige him^ or her^ to drink: 
three or four Pots of Water ; in the 
extri^dinary Torture this is refeat^ 
td. 

IT is oBfervaBlOy that in all thefe 
Proceedings much CircunifpeSion is «- 
fed^ and all necejfary TTtme afforded 
for the Profecutor, to make gooj his 
Complaint, and for the Prifoner to ju^ 
^ify his Innocence; 

Appeals are likewife allowed from 
inferior Judicatories, and where the 
Concerns of other Perfons interfere in 
a criniinal Pfofecution, they are allow- 
ed to malice them [elves Parties in the 
Caufe, and to ^aas th^feefit^ for 
their own Security.

JT is ajtift, thaigh a general Ob- 
1 fcjration, that nothing is more 
F v'onder&il than that Variety which 
[ appears in the Faces, Voices and 
I Airs di Men, whereby they are dif- 
',:ju^uifhed one from another, aw* 
ftat prodigious Confiifion avoided, which were it 
"(Aerwife, would abound throu^oul itveWoMi 
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S ^metimes indeed Nature ieems^to d^re&fifomthi 
general Rule> and as Lopiz de Vtga ob&rves, beiq 
weary of dcfigning new Faces, fhe now an( 
then copies with admirable Exadlnefs, forae 9 
thofe which (he had formed before. An Acciden 
of this Sort gave Occafion to the Tranfaftion I air 
about to relate, than which nothing of its Kin( 
was ever more melancholly or extraordinary. 

MARTIN GUERRE, bom in Bi/ca^iH 
about e/even Years of Age married, in the Monti 
oi January, 1559; Berirand dt Rols oi Artiguti 
in the Diocefe oiRieux; the Girl was muchp 
his own Age,and equally diftinguifhed for Beautyani 
good Senfe. This Couple lived together in re 
fpeft to Fortune, comfortably enough, being ii 
their Circumftances raifed fomething above the Dc 
gree of Peafants. For nine or ten Years th 
Husband Martin lived conflantly at Home wit! 
his Wife, though for the firft eight or nine, bu 
in uneafy Way ; for notwithftandinjg he had th 
ftrongeft Defir6 imaginable to eryay his lovd 
Spoufe, yet in all that Time he found it impo 
fible, whereupon he took it into his Head that I 
was bewitched, and that his Impotency was tl 
Effea of fome Charm. He perfuaded his ^ 
too that this was really the Oife ; and the pa 
young Woman was fo well fatisftrdl, tiiat il 
lived with him with very cordial Mk£!6aa^ no 
Handing the Suggeftions of her Friends, that II 
might lawfully leave hun ; to wtixh ihe ^xaoftamt 
anfwered that her Love was not fii^fitlsA^ imd tb 
ihe would not fbrfake her EJud)and, 

X 
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In the mean Time however, (he neglcfted 
not fuch Means as the good old Women advifed 
her to, for the diflblving of this Charm, At laft 
Martirfs ^Viihes and hers had dieir EfFedt, for. the 
Caufe ceafing, which was his tender Age, an 
Ability of Confummation followed in his twen^ 
tilth Year ; fo that on the tenth Year after 
their Marriage, Bertrand had a Son named Sanxi. 
Not long after this, Martin having put fome little 
Cheat upon his Father, in Refpeft to a Quanti- 
ty of Com, thought fit to withdraw to avoid the 
Effefts of his Anger. Yet at firft in all Pro- 
bability, he did not intend to abfent himfelf long, 
but being either charmed with the Liberty which 
he enjoyed, or having conceived upon fome Ac- 
count or other, a Diflike to his Wife, from which 
neither Beauty nor Wit can always exempt : He 
for iight Years together neglefted to give the 
leaft Notice to his Family of his Condition, or 
where he was. Such a Behaviour as this might 
well have exafpera ted a young Woman, and inclined 
her to ad in fuch a Manner, as might hnvQ done no 
Honour to her Husband ; or at leaft, a Neighbour- 
hood might have eaiily taken an Opportunity 
fix)m thefe Tranfaftions to have ir^ured the Cha- 
rafter of a Woman in Bertramtz Circumftances. 
But fuch was her good Fortune, or rather fo un- 
exceptionable was her Carriage, that fhe neither 
did any thing which deferved Blame, nor pro- 
voked the Tongues of thofe who are ready to 
Tdame People without Reafon. 

A T the end of eight Years came one Arnaui 
du Tilb of S^sias^ commonly called Panfette \

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as he had exa^ly the fame Features,S tature and C 
pledion of Martin Guerre^ he was acknowle 
for the true Husband of Bertrand de Rols^ b) 
Spoufes/iwr Sifters, his Uncle, her own Relati 

This Man was very perfect ir 
Tale, having known Martin Guerre Abr 
and having learned from him all the little Se 
which were between him and his Wife, the te 
.Converfatbns they had had, and thofe hi< 
jDates of private Events which are generally 
Xhe rrfoft facred Mifteries of the Marriage Bed 
ja Word, he had fumiflied himfelf fo well, 
Martin liimfelf could not have given a better 
count of his own Adventures, nay poflibly, 
would not have given one fo good. As for the \ 
Woman, flie lincerely loved her Husband, 
iighed deeply for his Abfence, and ardently wiJ 
his Return, fo that fhe ealily perfuading her 
that he who now appeared, was the true Ma 
Guerre^ yielded readily to his Embraces, and 
the Space of three Years had two Children by h 
one of which however died a$ foon as it 
born. 

The Impoftor all this while lived in full I 

feffion of all that the true Martin Guerre had, 

only in the Neighbourhood of ArtigueSy but ; 

in Bifcay, where he fold fome Lands to wl: 

Martin was Heir. Some People have fend 

ihat all this could have never been done, ifBertr 

had not aflifted him j becaufe however other I 

fons may be deceived, Wives are generally 

•well acquainted with their Husbands, to be i 

po&d on in fudi a manner. However, by fo 

M^DS or Other, Piter Gwrrt^Unck of Ad 
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t\n^ and fome other Perfons in the Town got ^ 
little Light into the Cheat, which by Degrees they 
Improved fo far, till at laft they opened not only 
their own Eyes, but alio thofe of Bertrand ae 
^h J fhe thereupon applied to the Magiftrate, 
and caufed him to be apprehended, prefenting a 
A'// of Complaint againft him before the Crimi- 
nal Judge of Rieux j and praying in the Clofe 
thereof, " That he might be copdemned to make 
" Satisfaftion to the King for the Breach of his Laws, 
" to demand Pardon of God, the King and her, with 
" hisHeadbare, his Feet naked and inhfe Shirt, with 
" a lighted Torch in his Hand ; declaring,- that he 
" had fallly, rafhly and traiterouily impofed upon 
** fcer, in afluming the Name and paffing himfelf 
" upon her for Martin Guerre^ for which he is 
" ferry and asks her Pardon j that he (hould be 
** further adjudged to pay her two thoufand 
" Livres for the Injuries he had done her'*. 

Many were of Opinion, that this Profecu- 
fion iprung from ibme Dillafte the Woman had 
token to the Man fhe Proiecuted j or that it was a 
Piece of Revenge on Account of fome Quarrel 
that had happened between them ; others regarded 
the good Charafter which hitherto fhe had born,. 
andobferving that fhe was naturally of a mild com- 
plying Temper, they im^ined that fhe was at firft 
eafily prevailed on to believe this Jmpojlor \ and a^m, 
as eaffly engaged to give Credit to the SuggefUons 
of Peter Guerre her Husband's Uncle, becaufe it 
is no uncommon Thing for Perfons of an indo- 
lent Difpofition, to aft like mere Machines, ac-- 
cording as they are influenced by others^

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O N the other Hand, Arnaud du 7?Z5 exclaim- 
ed againlt the wicked Confpiracy which his Rela- 
tions and his Wife had formea againft him. He 
laid that Fetir Gverre had trumped up this Bufi- 
nefi merely out of Covetoufnefs, and with a View 
io poflefi himfelf of his Efledls ; that he had 
drawn in his Wife, through the Weaknefs of her 
Underibnding, to be a Party in this black Afiair, 
and that a more execrabfe Villainy was never heard 
of than this^ which they had contrived. He alfo 
gave an Accoimt of the Reafons which induced 
him to leave his Habitation, and of his Adventures 
from the Time that he quitted it ; he aflerted that 
he ferved the King in his Wars between Jiven and 
iight Years, that aifterwards he lifted himfelf in the 
Troops of the King of Spain ; but that burning 
with an eameft Defire to return to his dear Wife 
and Family, he quitted that Service in a few 
Months, and made the beft of his way to Artigues. 
That on his Arrival he had the Sktisfaftion of be- 
ing received, notWichftandipg the. Alteration which 
Time, and the cutting off hiis Hair, might have 
made, with the utmoft Joy, by all his Relations 
and Acquaintance, not excepting this very Peter 
Guerre^ who had ftirfed up the prefent Profecution. 
That this Man W frequ,eiltly differed with him 
fince his coming Home, thpir 'Quarrels fometiiries 
having produced 'jfe^ws, ^d '^at once he would 
have killed hihi with a Bar of Iron, had not his 
Wife mterpofed. TKefe Particulars he digefted 
into his Arifwer to the JB/// of Comphinty preferred 
By Bertrand de "JR^/r, praying in the Qofe thereof, 
** That his Wife might be confronted with him, 
^* becaufe he could not poffibly believe that ihe was 

I y'^ *« ^et 
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" yet fo wicked a Woman as abfolutely to deny 

" the Truth. That his Calumniators might, ac- 

" cording to the L.aws of Equity, be condemned . 

" to fuffer thofe Punilhments they would have in- 

'^ ffided upon him ; that Bertrand de Ibis ihould 

" betaken out of the Power of his Enemies, and 

<< be faindred from diffipating his Effedb ; in fine, 

*' that he ihould be declared Innocent of the 

^' Crimes aliedged againft him, and the Profecu* 

'< tion be diimified with Cofts.*" 

Me fiiteiitted to a bng Examination before 
the Crimtnai Judgi^ who interrogated him as to 
Matters whidb happened in Bifiay^ the Phce of 
Martin Guerres Bn-th, his Father, his Mother, 
Brothers, Sifters, and other Relations, as to the 
Year, the Month, and the Day of his (Martin 
Guirres) Marri^e, his Fadier-in-Law, Mother- 
in-Law, dae Perfons who were prefentat the Nup- 
tials, tkofc who dined with them, thdr different 
Drefliss, die Prieft who performed the Ceremony, 
all the Itttk Circumftances that happened that Day, 
and the next, even to naming the People wha 
were prefent when they were put to Bed. His 
Anfmra were clear and diftinfl: to each of thefe 
Pohrts, and as if he had not been latisf/d with 
performing what the Judge required of him ; he 
fpoke of his own accord of his Son Sanxi, of the 
Day he was bom, of his ownDeparture, of thePer- 
fons he met with on the Road, of the Towns he 
had pafifed through in Finance and in Spaifh o^ ^"® 
P/ryfow he Jhad feen in both Kfaigdoms ; and that 
nothing might be wanting to confirm his Inno- 
cence, he named many Perfons who were able to

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The Court oxitvti Bertrandde Rolsj andfe-- 
veral other Perfons, whom the Accufed had cited" 
to anfwer upon InUrrogatories^ which they did, 
Bertrand anfwered in a Manner which agreed ex- 
aftly with aD that the Impoftor had. advanced, ex- 
cept that flie related the Story of his being he- 
witched for eight or nineYesirSy which he had o- 
mitted, andfhe was very particular as to theCircum- 
ftances thereof. The Perjon accufed was their 
queftioned as to that Point, and his Replies were 
fuch as tallied exaftly with whzi Bertrand hz&Miy 
he repeated all that had been done to free them 
torn that Enchantment, and never once flipped in 
tie flighteft Circumftance. He was next con* 
fronted with the- 0^z«j« he called his Wife^ and, 
with all the Witnejfes^ upon which he renewed his 
Demand, that fhe might be kept fafely and apart 
from hisEnemiesy which was granted. He ofiered' 
C3rtain Objeftions to the Credit of the Witnefles 
p oduced againfthim, and required that a Moni- 
tory fliould be publiflied, exhorting all Perfons tO' 
come in and -give what Light they could as to the 
Subornation of Bertrand de Rols, and the Cha- 
rafters of the WitneJJes he had impeached. This too 
was allowed him. But at the fame Time it was 
directed that an hiquifition fliould be taken at the 
feveral Places following,, viz, at Piny at SagiaSj 
and at Artigues^ of all the Fadls which might con- 
i^ern Martin Guerre^ and the accufed Bertrand de 
Xo/Sy and the Reputation of the fFitneJ/es. AH- 
the Difcoveries confequent on thefe Proceedings 
were perfectly favourable to Bertrand^ de Roby 
confirmed the Opinion which had been entertained 
©f her Virtue^ and proved that fhe had not loji her 
.. ._'i* Senfes. 
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o^«/?; during the Abfence of her Hulband, as the 
mpofior had fuggefted* 

In refpeft to the Accufed^ of near One hundred 
^nd fifty WiXiitSos that were examined, between 
thirty zxA forty depofed that he was the true Mar^ 
tin Guerre^ that thejr had known him, and con- 
verfed with him from his Infancy j tiiat they were 
peifeftly acQuainted widi his Peribn, Manners and 
Tone of v oice ; .and that they moreover were 
ronvinced of the Truth of what they aflertcd, by

On the other Hand, a great Number of Wit- 
nejfes depofed pofitiyely, that he was Arnaud du 
Tilhj called Panfette^ and that they were perfedt- 
y acquainted with his Perfon ^ Manners and Voice. 
The reft of the WitneJJis^ to the Number of ftxty 
md upwards, declared that there was fo ftrong a 
kefemblance between the two PerfonSy concemed 
in this Matter, that it was iiuiply" impaffible" for 
them to declare whether, the Afcujed was Martin 
Guerre y or Arnaud du Tilh.

The Criminal Judge of RieUx ordered two 
Reports to be made to him, one of the Likenefs 
or Unlikeneis of Sanxi Guerre to the Accujedy the 
other as to the Likenefs .of the fame Child to the 
Stffer's of Martin Guerre. , As to ihsfirjl it was 
found that Sanxi did ^Ot itsfernbte. the Accufed at 
all, and on ^^fecondy that he was very like his 
Father's Sijler'^. In fine, upon thefe Circumftan- 
ces, this Judge thou^t proper to pronounce iiis 
definitiT<{ Sentence j which was ^f^U^Oi?!^". ^ .ct 

B5 tHA^ 
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THAT Arnaud du Tilh is guilty ^ and Con- 
viSfed of being an Impojlor^ and for that Crime is 
eondenined to loofe his Heady and further that his 
Body be afterwards divided into four garters. 

This Judgment was (generally fpeaking) look- 
ed upon as too quick, and too fevere ; for without 
arrogating to hiilifelf fome divine Infpiration, Peo- 
ple were at a Lois to find but on what Ground* 
the Judge of iJ/V^^r founded this Decifion, Matters 
remaining in other Peoples Eyes fo perplexed, that 
few who were well acquainted with the Proofs on 
both Sides, knew not what to make of the Matter. 
The PubUck thierefore was fer from being dif- 
pleafed, thzX Jmaud du Tilh^ in Order to gain 
Time lat leaft, had appealed to the Parliament of 
Tholmfe ; upon Svhich, this extraordinary Caufe 
now making a great Noife, every One b^an to 
turn his Eyes with Attention. 

t'H AT Auguft Jlffembly^^ Ibon as they had 
tccdvcd prq)er fiifonhation of what had been 
done below, b^an to take all the heceflary Mea- 
fures for a further Enquiry, with the utmoft Cau- 
tion ; in the firft' Place they ordered Peter Guerre^ 
and Berttand de Rols to be confronted in open 
Court, with the Pcrfon whom they accufedi but 
fingly one after the other. In thefe Cmfrontations 
the ActuM mklhtaiDed fi> ftteuly a ' Countenance, 
Tptfnf ^th' fudi kii Aif Of Afliirance and Thith, and 
tmfWfihMl ev^' Q^ and

tranide Roh was fo great, that they created ftrong 
Su/pidons of their being perjured Pcrfons, and 
hVt Accufers. But as thefe Circumftances could 
iK)t be looked on as full Evidence, an Inqid/tthM 
was ordered as to the principal Fadts in Diipute^ 
with this Limitation, that none but new Witnef*' 
b ihouki be examined. 

This wife and prudent Ordiname of the Par^ 
Sament of Tholmje was fo far from procuring any 
new Lights, that it fenred only to render this in- 
tricate Afeir ftiil more obfcure than ft was before. 
Thirty new Witnefles were examined, nine or ten 
of thefe were politive that he was the true Mar^ 
tin Guerre ; Jeven or eight were as pofitive that he 
was Arnam du Tilh ; the relt having weighed all 
Circumftances, and being afraid of injaring their 
Confcicnces, declared pl^ly that they were not 
able to fay who he was. 'The Parliament were 
now more in Doubt than ever, they could not 
concur with the Criminal Judge of Rieux^ and 
yet they were afraid of difchaiging the Criminal j 
in order to pat an End to ib odd a Gauie, they 
fummed up the Proofs, cm both Sides. 

G N cwie Hand it appeared* that forty-five Wit- 
iiefTes had affirmed in Terras the moft expref?^ 
ihat he was not Martin Guerre^ bdt Arnaud du 
Tilh^ which they faid they were the better enabled 
to do, becaufe they had known both. Perfons inti- 
fnately, eat and drank with 'Acm, and converfed 
conlhuitly with them from their very" Childhood ; 
nay, £?me of them went itill father. 

B6 CilRBO*^ 
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CARBON BARREAU, Uncle by the 
Motlier's Side of Arnaud duTilh, acknowledged" 
that he was his Nephew, and obferving the Irons 
that were upon his LegSy cried bitterly, and be- 
wailed his Misfortune in having a Relation in fuch 
a Condition ; he faid farther, that he had in his 
Life-time been concerned in feveral Contradls withj 
his Nephew, and he actually produced thofe Wri- 
tings ITgned by Arnaud du Tilh. Moft of thefe 
Witncfle* agreed, that Martin Gmrre was taller^ 
and of a darker Complexion, that he was flender^ 
his Lcgs^ a little crooked, ftooping in the Shoulders^ 
his Chin forked and turning up, his kxwer Lip . 
hanging, his Nofe large and flat, die Mark of aa 
Ulcer in his Face, and a Scar in his right Eye- 
brow; whereas Arnaud duTilh was a dapper well- 
let Man, his L^s large and full, and he had nei- 
ther a flat Nofe, nor was his Chin crooked ; but 
in his- Face indeed he had the fame Marks with 
Martin Guerre 

The Shoemaker^ who uied to make Shoes for 
Martin Guerre^ depofed that Martinis Foot 
reached to the Twelfth Marij whereas the Foot 
of the Accufed reached no farther than the Ninth 
Mar It xvpon hi» Rub. Another Witncfs fwore 
that Martin Guerre W2& dexterous in WrefUing^ 
whereas this Man knew nothing of, the Matter:' 
y^n EJ>agnoJ^ who kept a Publick^Houfe, de- 
mhredi that the Accufed acknowledgedto him that 
he was not Martin Guerre, Valentine /Rougie de-- 
poJEsd^ that the Perfon accufed perceiving that he 
knsw him to be Airnauddu Tiliy made a Sign to 
lum with his Finger^ tb^t hefhould faynothing*. 
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John deLiberos depofed to the fame Effeft, and ad- 
ded, that the Accufed gave him two Handkerchiefs, 
with a drift Charge to give one of them to Jobrt^ 
iu Tilh his Brother. There were alfo fome hear-^ 
fiy Evidences produced. Two Perfons fwore that 
a Soldier of the Regiment of Rochforty paffing. 
through Artigues^ was furprized at feeing die Ac^ 
(ufed aflurne the Name of Martin Guerre^ de- 
claring aloud, and without Ceremony, that he- 
was a notorious hnpojior^ for that Martin Guerre 
was adhially in Flanders^ and had a wooden Leg^ 
in the Room of one he loft before Si. ^intin^ in 
the Battle of St.- Laurence. 

It was alfo remarked that Martin Guerre, be-» 
ing a . Bijiayner, had the Tone of his Country, 
the Bask being a Language very different not only 
from French, but from the Gafcoon, whereas the 
Accufed could not fpeak the Bask, but took Painft 
to mingle a few Words which he had learned of 
it with his /r^f A, repeating them with a vtfible 
AfledlatioB*, There was alfo a Cloud of Witnejfes 
who depofed, that Amaud du Tilh was-'from his 
Infancy very wickedly given, and that his Itapu- 
dence was from his Youth furprizing, that he 
was always Light-finger'd, a great Swearw*, one 
that had no Fear of God, and a fkgrant Blaf- 
phemer ; in a Word, that he was every way ca- 
pable of the Grime laid to his Chat^ge, and that 
an obftinate perfifting in Falfehood ^nd Mifchi^ 
was exadlly fuitable to his Charadler. Thefe 
Circumftances bore hard upon bim« 
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B u T on the other ffend, there were thirty or 
fbrty Witnefles, who fwore roundly that he was 
the true Martin Gnerre^ that they knew him in- 
timately, and remembred him from his Child- 
hood ; among thefe were the^r Sifters of Mah 
tin Guerre, who were all brought up with him^ 
and who had all ±e Reputation of being Womenv 
of. godd Senfe ; two of their Husbands, ^BroAers- 
in-Law to Martin Guerre, were likewife of the 
Number. Such as were prefent at the Nuptials of 
Martin Guerre and Bertrand de Rols, depofed in 
Favour of the Accufed ; Catherine Boere in parti- 
cular faid, that when fhe carried the Poffet after 
they were in Bed, flie faw Bertrand's Spoufe, and 
that the Perfdn now aecujed was the fame. 

All, or at leaft the ^eateft Part of thefe 
Witnefles agreed, that Martin Guerre had two 
Strokes under' his^Eye4)row, that his left Eye was 
Blood-(hot, the mil of his firft Finger crooked, 
tharbe-h^th!^>Wartson hs r^ghiHand, anid 
another on 'his 'little -fli^fr, all of "which were 
plasnly-to be fteli on: the Aceufid. 

It was alle«^?idahb.tn his 'Favour, that Ber- 
trofid ie'Rcls never had it in her mm Miiid to ac* 
<rafe him ; but oti the c^ntfary, was-perfuaded in- 
to it, sind wm'frigbtefidd thereto by ^otJiers. Peter 
Guerfeiiid married hkr -'Jkhf her, raind thefe two 
^having conceive a Spl^n-againift theiA^ijfe/, ^ 
all they could to fet ' him and Bertrand zi Vari- 
ance, that by the Contrivance of thefe Perfons, 
the Accufed was once taken up before for a Crime, 
*f ^-^ch he was not guilty, and that upon his 

being 
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being difcharged and coming hdrtie, his Wife (as. 
he called her) received him with all poffible Kind* 
nefe, gave him a new Shirt, waflied his Feet, and 
went to Bed to him ; whefe all things palfed be- 
tween them which is-ufual ahiiMig tnan^ PerfonSy 
-and yet the next Morning he Was hurried to Pri- 
fon hy'PeUr GuertCj by Virtue of a 'Paper figned 
by Btrtrand de ttoh^ tiie Night before, that is the 
l^ight in wMch fhe had expreflcd all this Fondnefe 
for hifti, hay, that (he had difcovered her Tender* 
jiels fince his beihg in Prifon, by fending him Mony 
and Cloaths. 

It would be trefpaffing too fiir on (he Patience 
of niy Readers^ to give them at laige thcPiead" 
ings 6f fhp Lffi^ers on this ^very -perplexed -Bufl- 
ndS. I fliall cohteiit'my felf therefore with faying, 
that nothing <:an'be moife neat or elegant, notWng 
ihore 'ftrong, nothilig more charming than the 
ZXfcouries of the y^/zw^y/^r on "bbth Sides, as they 
afe dtfcd 6y Mr. Cbra^ the brigwlal Reporter *f 
this'C^.; ' biit In S^'ght of all flieir Hirmngues, 
the Par^arfttfit ctiii^jxi^ in Doubt, and at latt 
OMifiderii^ the Nicety of Ae<3afe, and the Gon- 
fequences" which might attend it, in RcfjJedl to 
annullihg a Mtifriaie^ and ille^timatff^ a Childy 
they bci^ to ihclitte. to the Part of tlT« Accufed^ 
and hftdTh6iSghb^*f Ytverfirigthe Judgment of 
the Inferior jMj^. ^Ken of a -Sudden, as if he 
-had dropiied'CJ^it^f teeCtoUds, or rather had been 
■fed thTdter-By^in^lfflilhediate Iflterpofition of Provi- 
/dcncc, MarHn Goitre hinifelf appeared, having a 
wooden Leg ^ the .Soldier had faid ; he afferted, 
that he ca!i?!e frean-^w, -gave a diftindb Account 
ofthe^A^^'^who^iiadtekch'^^ ^IT" 
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fetiting a Petition to the Parliaminty demanded 
that he might be heard. 

The Court upcm this wonderftif Incident, 
gave Direftions, that he fhould be kept in fafe 
Cujlody^ that he ihould fubmit to an Interroga- 
tory in Form, that he fhould be confronted with 
the accufed^ with Bertrand de Rob^ with his Sijlers,^ 
and with the Principal Witnejfes^ who had depofed 
in favour of the accujid. He was interrogated in 
refpeft of the fame Fa6is on which the accufed had 
been queflioned, and his Anfwers were true in- 
deed ; but they were neither fo clear, fo pofitive^ 
nor fb exaftj as ±ofe given by the accujed. When 
he came to be confronted with him who had af-' 
fumed his Name; Arnaud du Tilh^ behaved- in 
fuch a manner, as ftruck the whole Jffembly with 
Amazement ; he treated Martin Guerre as an 
hnpojior^ as a Fellow picked out by Peter Guerre^ 
to fupport this Chara^er, and take away his Life ; 
nay, he proceeded fo far afr to fey in a high Tone, 
that he would be content t^ be hanged^ if he did not 
unravel the whole Mijlery^ and pnave all his Ene^ 
mies Cheats, He then afked Martin Guerre abun- 
dance of Qyeftions, as to feveral of his Tranf- 
adlions, to wliich Martin anfwered but faintly,- 
and with fome Confiifion i but_ the Commiffioners 
having diredled yfr«j«f/ <& Tilh to withdraw, put 
feveral Queftions to Martin -Guerre that were new, 
and had never been demanded j)cfore, and his An- 
. fwers were veiy fuU and fati^ftoryu then they 
called for Jrnaud du Tilb again, and queitioned 
him as to the fame Points^ to, the Number of 
ten or twelve j but all his Replies ;^ yW!^ fp cj^, 
and fo cprreipondent to yii^iJl^rfin Guerre had

The Cmrt refolving to clear up this unac- 
countable Obfcurity, dire<Sed that now both the 
ferfons were prefentj the four Sifters of Martin 
Guerre^ the Hulbands of two of them, Peter 
Guerre^ the Brothers of Arnaud du Tilh, and the 
chief of thofe Witnefles who were obftinate in 
owning the accufed for Martin Guerre^ fhould be 
called in, and dbliged to pick out him that they 
ihould now judge to be the true Martin, Accorcl- 
iagly all thefe Perfons appeared, except the Brothers 
of Arnaud du Ttlhy whom neither fair Words nor 
Threatnings could force to Court, which being 
reported, they were allowed to withdraw i it feem- 
ing an Aft of Inhumanity to oblige them to depofe 
a^inft (o near a Relation ^ all things being now 
fettled, the Perfons to be interrogated were cSrcfled 
to come forwards One by One. 

The /r/i who drew near the two Perfons 
claiming the Name; of Martin Guerre^ was the 
elde^ of the Si/ierrj who after (he had looked upon . 
them a Moment, ran to Martin Guerre^ embra- 
ced him, and having let fall a Shower of Tears, 
addrefled herfelf to the Commijftoners in thrie 
Words, .** See Gentlemen feid Ihe, my Brother 
" Martin Guerre ; I acknowledge the Error into 
•*, which this wicked Man {pointing to Arnaud du- 
" Tilh) drew me, and many other of the Inha- , 
" bitants of ArtigueSj and in which by a multi— 
" tude of Artifices he has made us perfift fo long'V; 
Martin all this time mingled his Titars with thofe . 
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of his Sijler^ and received her Embraces with the 
utmoft Afle<9ion. All the reft knew him as foon 
they faw him, and there was not one of all 
the Witnefles that did not acknowledge the Mat- 
ter was now plain, and that Arnaud du Titt> was 
an Impoftor, 

Last of all Bertrand de Roh was called in, 
fhe no fooner caft her Eyes on her Hufhand^ bat 
fbe turned pale, burft into Tears, and fell a 
trembllftg like Le&v» in a high Wind 5 (he ap- 
pl^oached him Howly, fell at his Knees, and taking 
hold of his Hand, after fome Moments ihe ad- 
dreffed berfelf to hba in Words the mod eloqnent 
iftiaginable ; becaufe xhej feefned clearly lb Asw 
from a foirit of Innocence and Truth. She f»id it 
was the £rr6r of hfe Sifters, was the original Orafe 
dl h^ Mi^ortune, that the llitng Paffien Ate 
had for him, aiul ber e&fneft iMire to fee him a- 
gain) that helped oH die 'CSieat ; fiie affirmed that 
5ie many Particularities which Ae Impoftir fe- 
peated, and the exafl Knowledge he had of alt 
tteit hdd ^ifed betw«figti tfiem, lor a while quite 
ck^ bifr Eyesi that as foon at (he difcov^^ her 
MiAake, ifhe would have inftftntly have put him 
to Death ^vith lier own HaSKb, if the Fear C3f 
GfOHi fcad mt wife-held her % that however fhe put 
\a!i\ ihto the Htodb of Jt^e^ and demanded by 
h«r 5BiH of Cottipla&iti that he flwuld be moft fo- 
vferely punilhed, th^ in Gpnfequcnce of her vigo- 
rous Profecution, he was condemned to be behead- 
edy and to have his B^ cut into four Quarters j 
which Sentence tlras nbt prevctlt5ed by any Tender- 
nefs on her Part, but by his own Appeal to the

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But Martin Guerre^ who had been {o fen- 
fible of the Teftimonies of the Love, Friendfliip and 
Tendemels given him by his Sifters, remained 
wholly unmoved by thefe Excufes of his Wife, he 
heard her indeed wi±out Interruption ; but then 
with ^n Air of Contempt, and putting on a fevere 
Brow, ** You may ceafe crying (faid he in a furly 
** To«ie) my Heart can never be touched by your 
" Tears, it fignificsnot your pretending to juftif^ 
•* yourfelf from the Conduft of my Sifters, and 
** my Uncle ; a Wife has more Wavs of know*^ 
" ii^ a Hufband, than a Father, a Mother, and 
** all Ml Relations put tc^ther ; nor fe it poffibfe 
** life ihould be im'pofed on, unlefe (he has a 
** Mind to be deceived ; you are the fole Gaufe 
** of thfe Mfefortuncs oiF my Family, and I QiaH 
^ never itopute my Difgrace to any Body but 
** you". In vain die Coftwhiffioncrs endeavoured 
fe enfefte what the uhfbrtunatje VMrand ife Rab

Though her Parents were not rich» 
yet flie infpired in the Heart of the young Gentle- 
man we fpoke of before, a Paffion fo vehement 
and tormenting, that he was unable to enjoy a 
Moments eafinefs when fhe was out of his Sight. 
He found means to introduce himfelf into her 
Company, and the Livelinefs of his Paffion, in-

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Hours before, now loft their Force, and the fair 
One from being the moft lovely of her Sex, ap- 
peared now the leaft agreeable. Conftraint cannor 
long be endured ; after a fe\v Days he left her 
abnipdy, and returned home to .his Father, to 
whom without the leaft Referve, he related the 
whole Series of bis Adventures, and the unlucky 
Event, by which they were clofed. The Father 
was a Man in mighty good Circumftances, valued 
Aiches much more than the fineft Quahties of the 
Mind: He was therefore extreamly chagrin'd at 
this Story of his Sons, and abfolutely difapproved 
the Match he had made.

that it was much dcmbted whether ihe could get 
aver them ; but her Conilancy was deilined ta 
iuRXMt thefe, and much ftronger Shocks. In or- 
te that a Delivery of fuch Confequences as tbis^ 
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might have proper TVitneJfeSy moft of this illuftrious 
Family were called into the Room, viz. the two 
Daughters of the Marechallefi by XhtfecondHuJband^ 
of which tf«/ when aged ^hoyitftxteen Years, mar- 
ried afterwards the Duke de Ventadmr ; the Lady 
A SdKgni^ Sifter to the Marejhal de St. Gtran^ 
die Count de St. Geran^ the Marquifs de St. ^tf/jr* 
€nt^ and the A^archionefs if Bouilk. Had it been 
poffible to fcrutinize the Hearts of this Aflembly, 
it would have been found, that the Thou^ts of 
the two latter differed widely from thofe of the reft. 

T H B Marchionefs taking Occafion from the 
Warmth of the Weather, obferved, that all tl» 
Company muft of Neceflity very much incom- 
mode a Ferfon in the Cmntejfes weak ConditioD ; 
putting on therefore a Look of Authority, wilb 
a counterfeit Air of Tendernefs, Ihe defired that 
adl who were not able to do any Good, mi^t 
retire out of the Room, and that no Body might tak» 
Oflence, fhepropofed diat the Marecballefs fhouMleai 
them. She did fo, and every Body followed her evm 
to the Ccxmt de St. Geran himfelf, there was no 
Body left but the Marchionefs^ the two ^uimms 
the Cmntijfes two Women, and the two young La» 
dies, whom they foon found Means to lend out of 
the Way, which was the eafier, becaufe th© 
eldeft of them was not above Fifteen, and there- 
fore it was not very confiftent with their Mo- 
dcfty, to be Speftators of a Labour. The Countefi 
was now wholly in the Hands of the Confpira- 
tors, who immediately b^n to take the Mea-> 
fures that they had concerted. It was about Se* 
ytti in the Evening, and the Countefs had for a 
v&j long Time, endured the (harpcft Pains ima- 
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ginable ; the Midwife therefore told her, that there 
was no Hopes of her being happily delivered, un- 
lefi they could procure her fome Repofe, in order. 
to recruit her Strength, in Confequencc of which 
Propofition, they engaged the Lady to take a cer- 
tain Potion^ which threw her into a profound 
Sleep, which lalled dUtbe next Day. 

During all this Time, the Count de St. 
Geran^ the Marechallejsy and all who longed to 
fee the Labour over, fcnt every Moment to the 
Door, to enquire how Things went, the Perfons 
Within, to avoid all Sufpicibn, gave them to 
Undertond, that every Thing went well, and 
that in all Probability their Vows were faeard^ 
They refiifed to let in feveral of the Servants ,$ 
i>Ut as for the Marguijs de St. Idaixanty he'fiui 
!X> and fio all Night, whifpering at the Chamber ^ 
[)oor to the Midwife, and to the Mardnomfi. dt "^ 
^miilij ihewing all that Hutry and Confunop, 
ivhich is natural to People trat^i&mg Things of 
h]3 Sort. At M the Cmnte/i was brought to~ 
3ed of a Boy in her Sleep, without having thi Iraft 
ftnowledge thereof, and without making die imal<^ 
eft NoiTe. That poor Child at the very Intent 
)f ivsf Birth, fell into the Hands of his Enemies^ 
ind neither its Tears nor its Cries could awaken 
ts Mother, to endeavour its Prefervation. Th^ 
arried it immediately into the Chamber of Myar 
DomOj who entered alio at that very Inftant, the 
Midwife tied the Naval-fhing, and the next Mo* 
nent attempted to take away its Life. She evea 
rwifted its Neck before the Perfons I juft now men- 
jonedl, cooldimtchbimoya. of her Haads, ^xA^Sn^ 
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poor Child carried the Marks of this Murdn 
Hands to the Day of his Death. 

I T is uncertain to whom the Prefervaticx 
tiiis poor Boy was owing, it may be the A 
ibionefs de BouilU^ could not bring herfelf u] 
the committing fo horrid a Crime, or perhs^ 
Major Domo had his Orders from the Marqidj 
St. Adaixantj to prevent its being munk 
There is Reafon to apprehend, that this^^< 
doubting whether the L^y would perform her ] 
mife of Marriage to him as foon as her Hull 
was dead, refolved to keep the Child alive, 
he might have it conftantly in his Power, to c 
pd bar to ad as he thou^t fit, through the '. 
of having Hi Thing? difcovered. However it ' 
BottEm having put the Child Into a little S^ 
liid it under h& Coat, and to carried it oi 
lus Chamber, without being perceived. He ^ 
then to the Atarjuijsj and ^ving fettled with 
what was to be done, he flipt out of a E 
which opened into the Caftk-Ditch, from wh 
he cjaid)ered up to a Terrafs, and croffir 
Bridge, got at lait into the Park, which had tvi 
Gbtes, the Keys of them bdng in his^ Po( 
then he mounted his Horfe, whidi for that 
po& had been left ready Brided and Sadled, 
rode as fafl as he codd to the Village of Echer 
about a League from St Geran where be ftq: 
tm a wet Nurfe one Claudia Gautierj had g 
the Child Suck ; as BauUiti durft not ft»y foi 
a Place fo near Home,, he oofied the Kive 
Port de la Chaifiy and came to thr Houfe of 
Beeottdy whofe Wife he got to fuckle the ( 
agaiDi then be purfuedhis Joruney through 
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rm. The Heat being excefHve, and the Road 
r dry, the Hnrk's Feet were fadly battered, and 
Child much incommoded, when BauHeu over- 
c by Chance a ff^aggoner on the Road, whofe 
ne was Paul Bithion^ of the Town oiAgueperce^ 
> was going to Riom^ with him he made an A* 
jment, to let him ride in his Vehicle with the 
Id, accordingly up he got into it, wi± the 
r in his Arms, and his Horlfe was tjred behind 

as he ttavelled, he told the Waggmir amongft 
er Things, that he would not take all diis 
^uble and Plague with fo young an Infant, if it 

not belonged to one of the firft Families in 
irbonmis. About Noon diey came to the Vil- 
\ C^, wherediey baited, and whiledieyremained 
ne, the Woman of the Houie at which they flop- 

fuckled the Child again. As the poor Infant 
5 in a very weak Condition, he ordered fome 
Iter. to be heated, and waflied it all over. The 
rggcmr having brought him pretty near Blom^ 
got out of the Carriage, aiKi having told the 
«: Fellow a felfe Place whaie he wmild meet 
\ again, went quite another Way ; pafSng by 

Abbey de la Voine^ he arrived in the Village of 
fcmtcux^ which iyon the Side of the Mountains 
Theres and la Voine^ where the Marchimefs de 
utile had a Cattle, to which fhe fometimes re- 
xi. The Child was there taken Care of, by 
'brieUe de Mainktj to whom BauHeu gave a 
MJths Wages in Advance, fhe had not kept it 
)ve ieven or eight Days, but the Man refufing 

inform her who was its Father or Mother, or 
lere ihe was to go to give an Account of her 
laigie, determined her to part with it j but uiaf»- 
ich as no Nurfe could afterwards be found ia 
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that Neighbourhood, who would take an Infant oi 
fuch Terms, it was by him refolved to quitd» 
Village of Defcoutoux J thofe with whom he tr»- 
veiled, took the grand Road towards BurgunJ^\ 
hat in paflihg through a great Wood, they had 
the Misfortune to lole their Way. 

It is very poflible the Bjadir may furmift^ 
that great Part of thefe Circumftances might have 
been omitted, and indeed, if one were to judge of 
ithis by other Hiftories fo they might ; but inaf- 
much as the fubfequent Proofe depend altog^dxr 
upon the feveral Steps taken in this Journey, awl 
•were reported by all the Perfons mentioned tnerdnj 
it was fit to give a diftin£t Account of this Bufi- 
nefi here, before we return to the Account of die 
Mather of this unfortunate Child. 

She waked about break of Day^ found her- 1 
felf very faint and weak, to the laji Degree^ .^xA \ 
entirely free from the Burden fhe had carried* \ 
Thefe were Signs which left her no Room to 
doubt her being brought to Bed, The Jirfl Wor& 
therefore that fhe uttered, was to demand, ff^at 
was become of her Child ? They afliired her that 
ihe was brought to Bed of none, and fhe as pofi- 
tively affirmed the contrary ; as fhe was v&y uih 
«afy, the Midwife thought fit to tell her, that 
fhe might be aflured, the Day would not pafs be- 
fore fhe was brought to Bed, and by all the Symp- 
tonn fhe had perceived in the Nighty that fhe would 
hxivi'g forth a Son. This Promtfe quieted the County 
and the Marechaliefs \ but did not at all fatisfy 
•the Countefsy who could never be brought to think, 
but that the Bu[xnej% was «w. 
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H E next Day her Face bathed in Tears^ 
with the moll difmal CrieSj Ihe befeechcd 

to produce her Child^ for that .it was im- 
Je to impofe upon her, or periuade her, that 
ad not been brought to Bed, The Midwife 
nded that the New- Moon hindered her being 
atly Delivered^ ancl that there was a Necejfity 
aitingits decline^ and then (he would be eaf.ly 
bt to Bed^ as sdl Thii^ were now in a right 
'. The Steadinefs with which the Countefs 
ted, that ihe had been already Delivered^ 
id have drawn every Body to her Side, if the 
ecbakjs her Mother^ had not £dd, that (be once 
7 2l JVoman^ who at the End of nine Months^ 
all the Tokens of an approaching Labour^ and 
ff2S not brought to -B^e/ in Jix Weeks. This 
tum'd the Tables^ the A^rquifs de St^Maixant 
the Adarchionefs 6q Bouille^ fupported it with 
heir Eloquence, and left nothing unfeid to 
lade the Countefs to be quiet. But it was all 
3 Purpofe, fhe would not be brought to yield 
le leaf. The Midwife perceiving now, that it 
a Thing impoffible to move her from her Senti^ 
'J, refolved to make all Things eafy by her 
thj in which fhe intended to involve* her beft 
nds and neareft Relations, by intimating to 
1, that unlefs her Ladyftiip could be perfuaded 
ike fome violent Exercife her Child would be 

The Countefs herfelf declared it was to no 
x)fe to put fuch Things into her Head, and 
Id not hear of doing any thing of that Sort ; 
aft however, the Tears and Intreaties of her 
'her and her Hujband prevailed, and being put

Mrs, Pigarcau took all the Pains imaginable^ 
to educate this unhappy Infant, Ihe provided vcw 
rich Thmgs for it and put it to Nurfe, in the Vlt 
Jage of Torcy near finV, to a Woman whofe Hujh 
band's Name w^Paillardj telling her thfit it waaa. 
G^ of polity ^ and that her Fortune wo^Jki be . 
niadp if it did well. The young Count howeva* 
did not ftay long with this I^urfe, for h^ppenifiS 
to fall Sick) in a fhprt Tim^- after his coming tQ 
her. Mrs. Pigoreau removed him to. the Hpufe oi 
a Widow in the fame Village, whofe deceafed H[«5*.

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S H s had by her deceafed Hufband two Sons^ 
iSnR ddeft was named Anthony^ and the roungell: 
was called Hetay 5 who if he had lived, would 
have been three years older ^than the Count ; for 
he wias born on the 9/* (^i Auguft 1639, ^^^ ^ 
Death of his Father^ who yras kUIed in the Month 
of ^une^ the feme Year. This Child died a little after 
it was bom. Mrs. Pigoreau thought fit to give 
the Name and -Condition of this her fecond Son- 
to the little County and by this Aritfice the lajfl: 
Sekl was put to the- hiding the young St. Gerard 
from all his Relations. For the better carrying on 
of this Defign, flie removed out of the Quarter 
of the Town in which fhe then lived, for People 
of this Sort, have a great Advantage at Paris^ in- 
aflnuch as by quitting their Lodgings and going 
into another Part of the City, they efeftually 
damp all Enquiries, and may if they pleafe, 
put on quite another Manner of living in their 
new Habitation, from that which they uied 
in the Place where they dwelt before, 

• W tf E N the Child was two Years arid a half 
old, Mrs. Pigoreau thought fit to difcharge her- 
felf of her Care of him ; firfl^ bccaufe fhe had 
uridertBken to look after him only till he arrived 
at that Age, and next becaufe the Grocer ftopt 
her Remittances, and ^kbfolutely refufed to pay 
any thing more on his Account. She therefore 
carried the-Boy to5/7«/?>«, as to his Uncle znd God^ 
father and intreated hini' to take Care of it ; becaufe 
her Circumftances wefjc fo narrow, that it was no 
longer in her Power toTceep it. 
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BJUUEU took (he Quid, and defired. Leave 
or the Count and Cotintifs that he might be br^ up 
iq the Cfijih pi St, Gerartf at firftthey were very 
jTuich ag^inft it, puttiAg their Siiward in Mind, 
tbal.as he had already^^ Children, it was anim- 
reafonable Thing for nim to Burthen bimfelf with 
the proi'iding for his Nephew i but at laft, the In- 
fluence he had over them prevailed, and on lus 
^Wieft Defire it was aUowVi, that the Child (hould 
be brought into theHouie,notwitbftanding&7dSr>v's. 
ff^fi wa3 very much a^sunft it, and looked upon 
tMs AcUition to her Family as an Injury to her and 
her Cbildren. It happened, juft as the Child came, 
that the Counteft was fetting out for MniUns ; but 
hearing it was arrived, fhe directed it ihould be put 
into the Coach with her Maids ; however fhe 
would fee it, and no fooner was it brought to her, 
tl^n fhe cry'd out, What a pretty Creature it is ! 
What fine me Eyes ! What a large open Forehead! 
What a Complexion I What Features ! It Jball go 
in the Coach with me. 

' T HO v G H the Count and Countefi were tho- 
roughly perfuaded that this Child was the Nephew 
of Baulieuy yet they loved it as their own, it fat 
ufually upon the Countefs's Knee^ and that Lady 
never careiled it, but fhe felt fo extiaordinary an 
Emotion, that fhe could not tell how to account 
for it J it brought fometimes into her Memory the 
unhappy Accident which had befallen her, and fhe 
could not avoid now and then embracing it with 
Tiars^ and burfling out into thefe Expreffions : 
Had I been fo happy to have conferved that Child ^ 
VfhUh J fancied I brought into the Worlds it would 

havt 
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have been about this Age^ perhaps it would not hovf 
been lefs handfome ; hut why do I fatigue my/elf with 
fuch Kejle^ions^ they are vain^ l muft be mijerabky 
and it ts a great Fault in me^ by permitting fmh 
Thoughts as fhefi^ to inereafe the Sorrows that IfeeL 
But after all thefe wife Refolutions,. neither fhe nor 
the Count "could avoid feeling the AngtiMi of Pa- 
rents whenever the little Creature qime.to play a- 
bout them. Nature had placed in thdr Soulsr the 
fecret Simpathy they felt, without faiowing it, alld 
nothing could ef^ce the Sentiments created there^ 

fey. 

In the mean Time the Marquifs St. Maixaufy 
and the Marchionefs de Bouilky were Eye-witnef- 
ies of all that palfed, and could not help bdioldiiTg 
k with Regret, they were out of all Patience,. 
when they faw the young Count embraced by his 
Father and his Mother y and could not help tremble- 
ing, leaft a Mfcovery fhouH be made of their 
hwrid Proceedings, inRcipeft of this injured Boyy 
and thefe Terrors were bourfy incn^fed by the Bcr 
haviour of Baulieu, 

TiTAT unhappy Man fdt the ftrongeft Ke- 
morfe, when he beneld thefe Teftimonies of Teit^ 
dcmels which were given by his Lord and Lady lb 
him, he called his Nephew^ his Diforder was even 
vifible on fuch OccafioilJ, and he could not help 
Jetting fall certain dark Expreffions, which he did 
not apprehend to be of any Confequence to him ; 
becauife he imagined Time had fpread an infcrutable 
Veil over the Wickednefs, in which he had been 
concerned ; befides, as te knew he had the the Life 
ipd Honour of the Marchionefs de la Bwilk va Vi\^ 
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Hands, as well as that of the Marquifs of & 
Mfiixant^ he fear'd nothing from either of them. 
He therefore did not ftick to fay in the Family, 
that as fond as the Count and Coimtefs were of his 
Nephew, they would be ftill fopder of himif thejr 
Inew all ; nay, his ConfcieQce troubled him ^ 
much, that he proposed this Cafe to a Deinne. 

WHAT if a Man has been concerned in eon- 
eealing a Child from ifs Parents^ and has never J&f- 
charged his Confcience^ by owning it to them^ cm 
he Jet this right by barely putting the Child into tfdr 
Iiandsy without fuch a Declaration ? 

Wh A T Anfwer he received from the Perfon, fp 
whom he put this Caie, is not known ; but cer- 
tain it is, that it did not quiet his Confcience^ f($ 
a little after he could not help laying to a Clergf- 
man of MoulinSj who congratulated him on his 
Lord and Lady's haying fuch an Affedtion for his 
Nephew y That they might well hue the Childy coth 
fidering bow near it was to them. 

These Sayings of his, as thev were full of 
Truth, fo they ftiiick the Marquifs and Marchio- 
nefs with fuch Frists, that taking it for granted 
.the Major Domo would not long keep their Secret^ 
they refolved to provide againft any Slip of- his, by 
putting him out of the way. Accordingly they had 
no fooner fettled this Expedient y than they put iX 
in Execution^ by giving him a flow Poifon^ which 
operated effeftually on his Vitals. When this wretch- 
ed Man found Death approaching, he at lafl; took 
a Refolution to difcover all. In order to this his 
told thofe about him, that he had a ftrong Defini 
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to fpcak to the Cmnt and dniniefs^ his good Lord 
and Lady, in order humbly to ask their Pardon for 
a very great Wrong which he had done them. 
Thofe, to whom he made this Declaration, were 
boneft enough to carry what he iaid to the Count 
and Cmntefi \ but fuch was their Goodnefs, and 
fo little Notion had they of the Nature of that 
Cfimej which he had committed againft them, 
Aat fuppofingit tobe fome pecuniary Bufinefs, ajid 
that he had bean guiky of fome wrong Things in 
his AccompUj they.refolving not to increafe hfe M;i- 
fiufy, by putting him upoh any farther Explication, 
lenft hkn their Pardon, and defir^ him to make 
himfelf eafy. A little Tifae aftter he ditd^ which 
Accident produced in them fome Regre^y that they 
had not 6nquir*d farther into this Miftery, wWcn 
on Itefteflion awaken'd in them many Doubts ani 
ftu^ifes about they knew not what BaulM% 
JDtoth happened in 1648. 

Hence forward theTehdemefs of the Ft:- 
iber and Mother of the imfortunatc little Count 
grew flronger, and gathered more Force, they 
Ibok Care to give him the Education of a Touth of 
J^uaStyj and were at the utmoft Pains to form his 
Genius, and pve a right Turn to that Livelinefs 
of Spirit, which diftinguifhed him from Children 
of Ms own Age. When he was Seven Years old 
they put him into Breeches, and bellowed on him 
a Pagers Livery^ in which Qialitv he continued to 
fcrve them until the Myitery of his Birth broke out. 

It has been often obferved, and I am apt to 
believe, that it is an Obfervation that will be gc-^ 
nerally found true, that before a terrible 'Trutn

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comes to Light, there arc certain mum 
Whifpers fly before it, and prepare the Mi: 
Men for the Reception of the Truth itfelf. 
were the Stories, which run about the Provir 
a Confpiracy, by which the CmnUfi\ Chil 
been hid from her, which at laft reached the 
cf the Count and Countefsy and put them upo 
amining and fifting this Thing to the Botton 
on recollefting and drawing together every 
cumilance which might afford them Light. 

The Cmnt happening to drink the Wat 
Vicbi^ and the Couniefs being with him, flu 
Day entered by chance into the Drawing-R 
where the Marcbionefs de BmiUe^ and her 
Midwife^ who lived in that City, were in 
Converfation together. The Countefs interr 
them, and asked them pretty fhorUy what 
were talking of. The Marchiomft was fo j 
furprized with the Queftion, that fhe could 
help anfwering, Mrs. Louifa here is a little dij 
eJ, becatifejhi thinks my Brother will not look t 
upon her. For what Reafin^ Madam (feic 
Countefs, fpeaking to the Midwife) have yo-i 
jipprehenfions that my Hufband would not affor 
a good Reception f The Woman replied, cat< 
hold of her Words, / am afraid^ Madam ^ h 
lime Dijlajle at me for what pajfed at the Tin. 
thought you would Lie-in. The Obfcurity of 
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what had been drq^ped conoettied her fo neaAj^ 
file thought fit to let the Difcourfe M, and pre& 
no farther upon either of them at that Time. 

The firft Refolution which ctme into the 
Cmnuj?s Head, on this odd Accident, was to 
take up the Midwife^ in order to diicoirer what 
Huid £he had in the Matter ; but rsfle6tin^ how 
many Years had pafied ftnce the Tranla£hon of 
this black Affair, ftie determined in herfelf rather 
to wait for farther Lights, than to hazard the tofs 
of the whole Difcovery, by makii^ too fudden a 
Noife. As for the Marchionefs de Bffkiltf^ (he wast 
lb much Ihingwith theSenfe of her Sifter^n-Lavfi 
fufpe£ting her, and her Confcicnce every Day mad6 
her fb uneafy, while fhe had before her Eyes thd 
lively Teftimonies, as well as the wicked Accom- 
plices of her Crimes, that flie refolved to ^it the 
Houfe, which accordingly (he did, and retiring to 
her own Caftle at Lavcine^ never difturbed the 
Family more. 

When the MarcUmefs wsls gortd, the Count 
and Countefi thought fit to fend for the MaruhaU 
kfs^ their Mother to her; they communicated, 
as clearly as they were able, the dark and doubtful 
Stuation their Afiairs were in. Bv hef Advice 
they lent fbr the Mdwifi^ and wltnoot fufferinj 
any Thing to take Air, caufed her to be brought 
to St. G«v»«. When flie was come tfiJther ttiey 
adedber abundance of Queihohs^ in order xo fift 
hef y and if- it were poflible to difcoveP tfio Tnith. 
The Woman was in fuch a Conlternaiiony'that 
fhe talked Nonfenfe, and contradiftcd Herfelf in al- 
v&>Sl evcryThing fhe Jaid ^ 4na WcFdy(h« au^new^

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cd their. Sufpicions without detedling any Thing, 
and let M fo many odd Expreffions, that they de- 
termined to put her into the Hands, of Juftice^ in 
order to come at the Truth of Things. They 
difmiffled her, however, in fuch a Marnier, as gave 
her no Ground to fufpeft their Intentions, tfaa 
Cmnt and Cmntefs behaving towards her in fuch a 
Way, that fhe could not guefs at the true Motive 
of their fending for her, and queftioning her. 

A fioaall Time after the Cmnt and Cmnufiynn 
foy d a BiU of Complaint before the Vice SenefihdH 
of MoulinSy who thereupon caufcd the Midwife to 
be apprehended, and brought before him. On her 
Examination fhe confefs'd the Truth, as to die 
Qmntefih being brmg})t to Bedy but fhe aflirmed it 
■was of a dead Female Child, which they thought 
fit to inter under a Step near the Barn in die 
Outer-Court. The Judge, attended by a Piyji-' 
eian and a Surgeon, went to the Place fhe defcribed, 
where they neither could find a Stone, nor any 
Reafon to judge that the Earth had been removed, 
tho' thev djjg in feveral Places. The Count in- 
formed his Mother of what the Midwife had de- 
clared, who anfwered, that fhe was a very wicked 
Woman, and deferved to be put to Death, and 
that he could not do any Thing more jufl than to 
profecute her to the utmofL

The Moment fhe was arref!ed/fhe fent Guille-^ 
mhty her Schi, to carry this unhicky News to the 
Stafchionefs^ which flruck that Lady with fo much. 
Concern, that at firfl fhe knew not what to fay or 
do; at laft, fearing that all flie had committed 
would fuddenly be brought to Light, fhe diipatch- 
fid the Sieur de la Forejlertey her Gentleman-Ufher, 
to the Lieutenant General^ her Council upon al! 
Occafions, and the capital Enemy of the CGU?it 
her Brother, in order to enquire of him. \ji«hat was 
to be done in this dcldifh Conjundure, in order 
to fvipport the Midwife^ without embroiling her- 
fdf. 

His Advice was^. to flifle the Prpfecution if 
pofBble* by procuring an Arret to flay Proceedin^j;s 
in the Cowrts bebw j the Marcbionefs thought this 
Expedient very . reafonable, and therefore^ fhe fent 
Cb-dcrs to her Lawyer ^ to obtain fuch an Arret at 
the Ihflance of xbc Midwife' s. S'on^ and that nothing 
might be wanting, fhe furnifeed. a conJiderable 
Sum of Money, wWch fhe knew very wqII to be 
Dot only the great Support of PFar^ but (Sf ^?^;

Thus armed, no Wonder that they prevailed, her 
Lawyer was indefatigable, and the rains he took, 
feconded by his Money, procured at laft the Prok- 
hitioH they deiired, which, when obtained, was 
only a pamative Remedy ^ and put ofiF Things but 
for a little Time. 

LA Forejlerie was direfted'to call upon the 
^uinetfsj smd to fiimifh them with a little Money \ 
but that would not fatisfy them, they defired him 
to tell the Marchionefs that they would be glad to 
come and live with her again, and that nothing but 
the Affedlion they had for her Service, could haw 
hindered their accepting the advantageous Offers 
which had been made them by the Countefs^ in 
Cafe they would go and live with her.

All tfais» after the Demife of his hadj^ La Fwi'* 
flirie acknowledged upon Oath, when he was ex- 
amined upcm the j^sal. 

In the mean Time all imaginable Care was 
taken to keep up the Spirits of the Mtdwifiy who 
was from Time to Time put in Mind that no- 
thmg but a fteady perilling to deny all fhe had 
done could poflibly fave her. This was the true 
Reafon of her differing fo much in her Anfwers 
in her feveral Examinations. Under htrfecond and 
third fhe flattered herielf that this might be got 
over ; but the Remorfe of her Cbnicience was to 
ftrong at herfourthy that fhe could not avoid teUing 
the whole Truth. Nay, to quiet her USmAy {he 
went farther, and directed a long Letter \]pon this 
Subjeft to be writ to the Countefs, by a Gentb- 
woman, whofe Name was du Verdter^ and as a 
Teftimony that the Letter came really from her, 
fhe with her own Hand marked it with a Crofs. \ 

The Marchionefs^ while thefe Proceedings werer. 
carrying on, was in the utmofl Di/quiet ; me was 
frighted out of her Wits, when flie confidered how 
much (he was in the Power of the ^uinettSj and. 
tfiat at leaving of her Service, they had (hewn their 
Difcontent in very rough Terms. For One of 
them cGnchii^ her Fift, and holding it up to her 
Lad)r*s Face, told her then> That fie would repent 
turning them away^ and that if tbey wjtre t$ tell all] 
tbey knew^ they could bring her to the Gallows.

* Prudent Berger^ who had been P^e to 
the Marqmfs de Maixant^ and who lived in great 
Confidence with his Matter, depofed that the 
Marquifs- gave him an exa£l Account of the whole 
A&ir, while he was a Prifoner in the Comieur^, 
gerie du Palahy for thofe horrid Crimes which 
had been before mentioned. His Servant iaid far- 
ther, that when the Marqmfs had related to him 
this Story, he could not help putting him in Mind 
of his Duty, in thefe Words : / am Jiirprized Sir^ 
that finding y&nrfelf overwhelmtd with fiich a MuU, 
tituae of dijagreeable Things j you have never thought 
rf difcharging your Confcience rf this, which is im* 
meJlatefy in your Power.

her Labour, as a Thing miraculous ; inafmuch as 
Ihe had efcaped the Puniffiment of Original Sin, 
which in Point of the Female Sex entailed the 
Pains of Child-bed, he faid it was ridiculous, the 
Countefs pretended no iiich Thing ; on the con- 
tray, fhe had fuffered for many Hours the fevereft 
Pangs which Woman could endure ; that as to her 
bririging forth at laft, without Pains, and without 
Iwr Knowledge, it was no fuch miraculous Thing, 
as the Gentlemen on the other Side would make it, 
inafmuch as it might have been the Efledl of Ma- 
gick, nay even of Phyfick, in the Hands of fuch 
abandoned Perfons as were then about her. He 
then proceeded to mention a Multitude of t^^afts, 
■parallel in their Nature to that whereon his Cli- 
ent's Caufe refled, and having fet the various 
Proofs, brought to fupport it, in i^dt befl Light 
they were capable of, he there wound up his I^f- 
courfe.

** A s to the Railleries, my Lords, which have 
been plaid off, on Account of its being fuggeft- 
ed that fomething magical might have been 
made ufe of, to prevent the Countefs's being 
fenfible of the Fraud committed by the Midwife ^ 
I think I need not have Recourfe to long Quo- 
tations of Scriptures and Fathers to anfwer them \ 
on the contrary, I fancy the following Inftance^ 
drawn from the Life of St. Cyprian^ will leave 
them without Reply. While that famous Perfoii 
remained under the Cloud of Paganifm^ he 
gave himfelf up wholly to Magick^ becaufe he 
knew no other Gods than the Daemons, who 
were obedient to his Commands, in return for 
the Worfliip he paid them. One of his' Friends 
being enamoured of a young Woman, whofe 
Beauty was as extraordinary as her Virtue, and 
both above the common Level, finding all his Ad* 
dreiTes to no Purpofe, applied to his Friend for 
Affiftance, and entreated him by Force of his 
Magick, to procure a happy Ifluetohis Love.

Caufe. Interventions my Lord, have been 
fcldom granted in Criminal Caufes, and there- 
fore it is reafonably to be expefted you will not 
allow them here. On the Whole therefore, I 
hope it will ieem reafonable to your Lordfliips, 
to difcharge^the Petition of Mrs. Pigoreau^ com- 
plaining of the Proceedmgs againft her, to leave 
the Courfe of Juftice open againft that Wo- 
man, in Cafe any farther Witnefles can be 
found, to difmifs with Satisfadtion of Coft to the 
Count and Countefs He St. Geratij fuch Appeals 
as have been brought on purpofe to delay them, 
and that as to the Interventions, prayed by the 
Ladies Ventadmr and du Lude^ their Claim3 
may attend the Event of the origmal Procefs". 

B y an Jrret pronounced after feven Hearings 
at the Tournelky by Monfteur de MefmeSy on the 
1 8th of Augujl^ 1567. The Appellants and the 
Accufed were difcharged, only Mrs. Pigoreau was 
forbid to go out of the City and Suburbs ofParis^ 
under Pain of Convidlion. The Petition of Inter- 
vention was alfo annexed to the Procefs, as the 
Advocate General Brgon had defired. 

Mrs. Pigoreau behaved herlelf very impudently 

upon this Arret ^ (he looked upon herfelf to be pretty 

niuch out of Etemger, and therefore fhe employed 

herieli in writing, or at Icaft in handing about fome 

. veiy fcurrilous Ballads^ on the Proceedings at die 

V,. . Tour- 
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Tmnfikj in thefe fhe rallied very grofsly all ilie 
Parties concerned, eipeclally the Countefs and her 
Advocate ; *but this was far from having the Effeft 
fte defigned, for it irritated People againft her- 
felf, and inclined them to Pity the more that 
unhappy Lady. In the mean Time the Count 
^ Cmnufi having got fome farther Lights, pre- 
fenteda new Petition, praying that the -Child \x\ 
their Hands might be declared their Son. The 
Ladies de Ventadour and du Lude were aftoniflied 
at this ; but inafmuch as they had hitherto fupported 
Mrs. Pigoreau^ and aftually carried her to the Hear- 
ings in their Cbach, they refolved to make Ufe of 
^ now, in order to Ibive off a Decifion, which 
they forefaw would not be to their Satisfadlion ; 
they engaged her therefore, to make a great Shew 
of Courage and Refolution, and induced her to 
prefent a Petition, praying that the Witnefles hi- 
thereto produced by the Countefs, to prove her be- 
ing with Child, might be confronted with her, 
and with fuch Witnefles as (he could bring. The 
Court upon this Petition made an Order upon the 
28th of Auguft, 1658, that fiich a Confrontation 
ftould be granted j but required that in Order there- 
to, Mrs. Pigoreau fbould in three Days fuirrender 
hafelf a Prifoner into the ConciergerU. • 

This was a Coup d' Eclat Mrs. Pigoreau little 
^xpefted, and when it came it embarrafled her fo 
much that fhe knew not what to do; (he faw 
plainly, that if (he did not furrender her Caufe 
would be loft, and fhe knew very well if (he did, 
her Life would be in Danger 5 fhe therefore .very 
wifely preferred her own &ifety to thelntereftof 
the Ladies who hitherto iUpportcd her,, and ^ixh- 



oraw rogeiner nis w icneues, wno were 
the CmnteJ?s Pregnancy ; but while he 
this Province, be was obliged to pay his 
thoT Majefties the King and the Queen 
who in their Return from Lyam, palled 
A&uS/Uy 2nd this prevented his procuring 
Hearing of his Caufe. He preftnted how 
tbdr Majefties, the young Ceunt de la . 
his Son, and they very graciouily receivei 
that Quality. The Care the Count dt S. 
took that every thing might be in Order, 
Reception of the King and Queen, put 1 
into ftich a Ferment, and expofed his Bod] 
a Fatigue, that he IcU ill while they were 
Uns. Duiii:^ his Illnefs, which lafted 1 
Days, he nude his Will, and therein 
ledged his Son anew, naming for his E 
At. de la Bttrrierty Inttndant of the Provii 
ihc Sitttr f^olety Trtafurer of France^ 
them to caufe the ProceTs to be Jinilhed a 
pomble. 
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n his laft Moments. He died on the 32ft of Jan* 
lary^ 1659. 

The Tendemefs of the Coun^efi^ in rcfpe<5l of 
her unhappy Son, if it had been capable of Aug* 
mentation, would have received new Strength 
&om the Diredions given in her HuA>and's Will ; 
fbe fiifiered no more Time to be loll than was ab-* 
Iblutely neceflary to be fpent, in paying her De** 
▼oils to the Memory of fo good a Huiband, be- 
fore fhe entered on this important Bufineis* In the 
firft Place fhe accepted the Gtiardianihip of him^ 
and having aflemhled above forty Lorda^ who 
wwi^ related to the young County either by Fa- 
ther's Side or Mother's Side, they named ilie 
ftVirr de Bompre for his Curator. She then applied 
herfelf to the Purfuit of her Caufe, and the Court 
named the Lieutenant Criminal de St, Pierre le 
Moutier^ to hear and examine her Witneflcs, 
All this while the Ladies Fentadsur and du Lude^ 
were Uiking all pofiibie Meafures for defeating the 
Cffuateji's DeiignSy oratleaft, for drawing the Pro- 
ceedings into a vaft Length ; they procured Letters 
of Inheritance in tlieir Favour, and threw in a 
Petition, - againft the Sentence of the Lieutenant 
General of the Bourbonnois^ whereby the Coimteis 
de St, Geran was declared Guardian to her Son, 
and the Sieur de Bompre his Curatwr^ 

The Countefs on her Side, was obliged to 
petition the Appeal of thefe Letters of Inheritance, 
and to endeavour the hearing of all Matters in Dif- 
pute at the Tourmlle ; whereas the Ladies Venta- 
dour and du Ludi^ profecuted their Appeal to the 
Grand Chamber. BuZ it appearing, diat the Pr*' 

E 6 MCoX^*^^ 
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tentipns of thefe Ladies were fo interwoweh with 
the principal Caufe, that there was no Poflibility 
of a fepjirate Deciflion, the Countefs carried her 
"Point, and the whole Affair was referred as flic 
had defired by an Arret of the three Chancers. 

Notwithstanding fo many DifiRxnnt- 
ments as they had hitherto met with, the Ladies 
Ventadmr and du Lude^ perfifted obftinately in the 
Condudl which they had fo long purfiied, ti)Cjr 
were dailv plotting how to embarrafs the Ladjr, 
and to give her all the Difturbance they poffiHy 
could in her Affairs ; in Confequence c5f tbcfe 
Schemes, the Count du Lude frequently procured 
Letters of State, commanding a Stay of all Pro- 
ceedings for a certain Time, without afligningany 
Caufe. Thefe Intervals the Ladies made Ufe of 
to praftice on the Countefih Witnefles, but finding 
on repeated Trials that nothing could that Way be 
done, they boldly prefented a Petition, in which 
they demanded, that they might be permitted to 
produce Wimefles to prove, that the Cmntefs never 
was with Child at all, that her pretended Lyihg-ia 
was a mere Fidion, and that the Child (he claim- 
ed, was in Reality the Son of James BauHeu and 
Mary Pigoreau. 

The unwearied Pains however, of the Cmf^ 
tejs overcame all Qbftacles, and enabled her to 
defeat all their Defigns ; fo that after a Struggle of 
three Years, fhe procured an Jrret on the 9th of 
jfprilj 1661 ; whereby the King in Perfon calkd 
before himfelf, as well the Procefs depending at the 
Tbumelle, as the Appeals refpedtively made, and

ted on their Caufe ; but the Court on the 19th 
f July^ 1663 ; publiflied an Arrets wherein faying 
be Rights of aU the Parties, they determined pro- 
ifionally, that till fuch Time as all Suits {hoiQd 
c finally heard and decided, the young Bernard 
hould remain in Pofleffion of, and enjoy the 
^ame.and Arms of the Houfe of Guichsy and the 
3oods and Inheritance of Claudius de la Guichcy 
lount de St. Geran^ under the Guardianfhip of 
he Lady de Lengaunay\ until the Court flwuld 
)therwife determine. 

After the Publication of this Arret y the 
Parties concerned in this long and great Suit, 
ook more Pains than ever, the onfe. to maintain 
:he Advantage acquired, and the other to overtum 
ie feveral Sentences given againft them j M. Bil- 
bin J Advocate for the Cmintefs^ publiflied a FaHum^ 
m which he fet the Proofs produced on her Side, 
in the cleareft Light. It would tire my Readers 
to have all the Fails they have fo often heard re- 
capitulated* again, I fliall therefore take Notice 
only of fuch Points in that Writing, as have not 
hitherto been thoroughly explained. 

He fays, that though it be fuperfluous, he is 
ready to prove, that the young Count is neither Henry 
Baulieu, nor the Baftard of Bernard de Mantes 
Uie J)andng-Majer. ^^ 
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As to tiw firft, Mrs. Pigoreau acknowledged 
to the Ladies Morugues and to the 'Sieur di la 
Garda^ that her fecond Son was dead, that the 
Father of Mrs. Pigoreau and the Midwife are 
pofitiare to the Truth of this, which is befides made 
out by the Teftimony of feveral other Witnefloi.

but confidcr the diflerent Steps which appear to

. USTICE from Time t6 Time 

curs off the Perfons, and expofa 
the Crimes of (he guilty, fo aslo 
i't, exhibit aftonifliing Speiitades, to 
R> tlie Eyes of the honeft I^t of 
"^ Mankind, and to fhock their Souls 
with the Manifellation of extravagant Offenos, 
fuch as are repugnant not only to the Laws of Min 
and the Duty of Religion, but to the commta 
Sentiments of Humanity, and that Senfe of Ten- 
dernefs and Shame imphnied in the human Soul, 
as foon as it is capable of comprehend ihg and com- 
paring Ideas i of this Species of wretched Creatures, 
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'vras the Marchionefs de Brinvillier^ who though a, 
Perfon noble both by Birth and Marriage, yet from 
the Iniquity of her Life, manifefted in a long Se- 
ries of the blacked Anions, flie fcarce defer ves 
the Name of a Woman. Her Procefs amazed all 
France^ and even rung througout all Europe ; the 
following Hiftory thereof cannot ±erefore fail, of 
aflfording a pleanng Amufement, to a curious and 
inquilitive Reader, on which Account it was thought 
worthy of a Place in this Colleilion.

The Perfon who is the Subject of this Hiftnry, 
\vas the Daughter of M, Dreux (T Aubray^ Lieu-- 
tenant Civil ; fhc was married in 165 1, to the 
. Marquifs de Brinvilller^ Son to M. de Gobelin^ 
frefident to the Chamber of Accounts. Their For- 
tune was fui table to their Birth ^ fpr the Marquifs 
enjoyed an ^ft^te of thirty ihoufand Livres a Year, 
and the Lady brought him two hundred thoufand 
for her Portion, or to make this plainer to the £«- 
ZUfb Reader, he had two thoufand five hundred 
Pounds /^r Annum : And fhe a Fortune of about 
fixteen thouiand Pounds. 

The Marquifs de Brinvillier was Mefire de 
Camp to the Regiment of Normandy ^^ aud during 
the War, he entered into an Acquaintance with 
the Sieur Godin^ who went generally by the Name 
of &. Croix^ a Captain of Horfe in the Regiment 
of Traffic he was the natural Sv)n of a Perfon of 
Diftinaion, only he did .not carry his Father's 
Name, that the Blemifh of his Birth might be as 
much as poflible concealed. This Man had a Soul 
capable of the moll horrid Crimes, and at the fame 
endued with fo much Art, as to be able to cover 



tnoie j)ennments into ner wnicn ne ten 
own Breaft. The Marquifs was fo odd 
t\ire, that he quite overlooked the Condu 
Wife and her Gallant. St. Croix j in jc 
make himfelf more neceflary to her, and 
might have her Effefts the better in his 

?ut her on applying for a Separation fi 
Iiifband, on Account of his Extra vagana 
had brought his Affairs into great Cc 
This as fce had full Proofs fhe very ea 
tained, and thereby fhook off" entirely ev< 
pendance on the Marquifs^ which was a 
the more fatisfaftory to ber, becaufe fhe \ 
wholly unreftrained, and not obliged to 
bounds to her PaOion. 

The Reader will doubtlefe expeft, 
fliotild here give him fome Account, of i 
fon of this extraordinary Lady ; Nature 1 
by no means unkind to her, but on the c 
md adorned her with Charms fufEcient i 
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er fcandalous Commerce with St. Croix^ made 
11 over the Town, obliged M, de Aubray her 
"ather, who faw with. Shame, the Infenfibility of 
ler Hufband, f o obtain a Lettre de Cachet ; wherc- 
y he had Power to arreft St. Croix^ which ac- 
ordingly he caufed to be put in Execution, as tliat 
jcnlleman was driving through ±e Streets, with 
he Marchionefi in her Coach. He was immediately 
:aiTied to the Bqfliky and there is no Neceflity for 
>aihting the Diftradlion and Difpair of thefe Lo- 
wers, which the Reader can eafier guefe than wc 
idcribe. In the Prifon, St, Croix entered into a 
flrift Intimacy with one Exili an Italian^ who 
was perfeftly well skilled in the abominable Mifte- 
ry of making, mixing, and adminiftring Poifons ; 
ffom this Wretch St. Croix learned his Art, for 
which he became afterwar<l8 fo juftly infamous 
himfelf. 

After about a Yearns Confinement he regain- 
ed his Liberty, and at the fame Time Exili alfo 
came out of Prifon. St. Croix took him Home 
with him, that he might at Leifure perfeft him- 
felf in all the Secrets of his diabolical Profeffion, 
St Croix J immediately renewed his Converfatioa 
with the Marchiomfs ; but however, he did not 
manage it with the fame Confidence as before, the 
Lovers took Care to preferve Appearances fo well, 
that the Lady found a Way to be rcftored to hei* 
Father^s favour. St. Croix communicated to her 
the Secrets which he had learned from the Italian^ 
Revenge and Covetoufnefs wrought fo ilrongly on 
the Minds of thefe two unhappy Perfons, that they 
extinguilhed all Senfe of Religion, and even the 
iSccds of namral Affeftion, iRforaucb, that they

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readily determined to dcftroy her Father^ 
her Pamilf. 

To be capable of Crimes of fnch a 
Men mull have Souls of a Turn differei 
thofe of the reft of the World j the Wi 
of thefe two Pferfons feem*d to have fitted t 
each other, and for the Deftrudllon of oth 
pie. The End which they propofed by th 
foningSy was to render the Marchhnefs the 
of her Famfyy which once effefted, St. Cro 
no Doubt, but as he was Matter of the 
Heart, he fhould likewlfe abfolutely poll! 
Fortune^ of which, by thefe Pradtices, fh( 
become A£ftrefs. 

She made feveral Experiments with t 
fonSj which St. Croix had compofed, fhc 
them in the BifcuitSy which Ihe gave to tl 
and took a great d^ of Pains in enquirii 
Effefts they produced; (he even went hi 
the Hotel de DieUj and there gave awa 
poifon'd Mamcbits. By thefe Praftices fl 
herfelf accomplifhed in this «kteftable Scim 
could not forbear trying her Art at Home, 
gave to her Qendewoman, Frances Rouffe 
poifon'd GoofebirrieSj and a Slice of Ham 
in the fame way, the Girl grew very Si 
fuffered very much by this bafe Attempt, b 
ever flie did not die. 

The Lieutenant Civil went to Offrem 
Country Seat^ tliere it was that (he perpetr 
horrid Deii^) (he -had ccmceived of putt 

cat of the World* She gatye Poifon in fon 
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»vluch (he prefented to her Father, and fhe did it 
vsritfa fo good Will, that it produced immediatelr 
moft vblcnt Effefts, hideous Vomitings j intoUerabie 
Pains in the Stomachy and racking Heats in the 
Bowels. What a hardened Spirit muft this Wo- 
man have, not only to be guilty of fiich a Fad:^ 
but to perfevere in it with io much Conitancv and 
Cocdneis, as to bafOe all the Sufpicions whicn na- 
turally arife on fudden and violent Death ! 

The Lieutenant Civil W3s obliged to return 
to Parisy where in a very fliort Time his Confti- 
tutk>n yielded to the Force of his Daughter's Poi- 
fim ; his Death was ilrange \ but as no Body had a 
Sufpicion of its true Cauie, the Marchionefs was 
encouraged to attempt the Life of her Etdeji Bro- 
ther ^ who fucceeded his Father in his Office ; and 
of her Younger alfo, who was at that Time a 
Councellor in the Parliament of Paris. 

I T happened one Ei^ening, that having drank 
more fr-^ly than ihe w^s wont, the Marchionefs 
went to repoie herfelf h^ her Chamber^ th^e fhe 
had the Imprudence to (hew a Woman, who came 
fome Times to the.Houfe, a little Box^ which (he 
took out of her Cabinet ^ and to fay, / have in^ 
this what will revenge me of my Enemies ^ ani bring 
me Inheritances enough. The Woman faw in that 
Box J Sublimate in Powder and in Fajle^ which 
flic knev^ very well, being the jDaughter of an 
Apothecary.

SEVEN or Eight Hours after, when (he 
]ad recovered her Senfes, (he recolle£led vrtwit had

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paft, and in order to cover it, told the fame Wo- 
man, That J})e did not knew what Jhe faid^ when 
Jhe talked of Inheritances ; fhe always took great 
Ckre of her Cabinet, and affected to have a great 
Confidence in this Woman, fhe defired her, in 
Cafe fhe fhould die, to take that Cajkety and throw 
it into the Fire. At certain Times, when fhe was 
either chagrin'd, on Account of Perfons whom 
Ihe had made away, or was in a violent Rage *• 
gainil any other fhe fuppofed had done her Wrong, 
very odd Things would efcape her, fhe would fe/i 
She kneiu how to get rid of whoever dijiurbed »r 
offended her^ and that when Jhe pleafedy Jhe could 
make a Porringer of Broth that would do as Jid- 
den and fife Execution as a Pijiol Bullet. Thus 
out of the abundance of a corrupt Heart tbc 
Mouth ipeaketh. 

Their Schemes beginning now to ripen, the 
Marchionejs and St. Croix refolved to make Ufe of 
a certain Wretch, whofe hardened Wlckednefe and 
Capacity for any Crime, they were pcrfedUy ac- 
quainted with, and Him they pitched on to Pdfin 
her two Brothers. This_ Villain was called La 
Chauffe^ he had been a Footman to St. Cm;r, ani 
in that honourable Station had perfedied hunfelf in 
every fort of Vice. This Rogue fhe had Intereft 
enough to introduce into the Service of her Bro- 
ther the CounfelloTj who lived ift the fame Houfe 
with the Lieutenant CiviU The Marchionefs took 
Care to conceal that he had ever lived with St. 
Croixy otherwifc he could never have entered the 
{ioufe. 
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'his Varlet, won by the Promife of an 
dre4 Piftoles, as foon as the Thing was done, 
knowing that they muft take Care of him 
le reft of his Life, came prefently into their 
fures, and having put the Poifon they gave 
into a Glafs of Wine and Water, he pre- 
d it to tht Lieutenant Civil at. Dinner. That 
iftrate had no fooner drank it, than he. cry'd 
Wretch^ what have you given me ! I believe 
' poifoifd ! He then fet down the Glafi, and 
ed to drink any more of it j he then bid his. 
itary examine it, who tafting a litde of it in a. 
m, laid he found fomewhat of Vitriol in it. 

HE Villain, who had given it, excufed him- 
without the leaft Confiifion, by pretending 
the Counfellor's Valet de Cbambre had taken 
r Medicine out of the Glafe, which he for- 
ng to wipe it, from thence retailed an.iUtafte. 
lis Story he got offonly with a flight Reprimand' 
lis Negligence, and Caution not to commit 
a Fault for the Future. 

o N £ s T Men are not apt to fufpeft others^ 
h lefs are they prone, upon flight Accidents, 
pprehend terrible Contrivances j thus Virtue 
its Votaries open to the Vices of others, and 
is one of the Advantages which the Children 
toknefs have over the Children of Light.

to his Eftate of Villequoy^ m order to pafs 

holidays there, and the Counfdht \>ot^ o^ ^-V^^ 
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Party, carried la Chauffe wtth him ; one Day at 
Dinner, there was a Tourte di BeatilleSy that is, a 
Pf€ made of Sweetbreadsj Cocks-combs j and other 
Ta-UfSj which is the litteral Englijh of the Woid, 
Beatilles ; feven Perfons who eat of that Pye^ a- 
mong whom were the Lieutenant Civil and his 
Brother, were immediately taken ill ; whereas 
thofe who eat none of it continued in perfeft 
Health. 

The Lieutenant Civil and the CounfeUor were 
feizcd with fevere Vomitings; on the 12th of 
Aprils they returned from Vtlequey to PariSj tbc 
Lieutenant Civil looked as if he had been emadat- 
ted by a long Sicknefe, and the CounfeUor^ his Bro- 
ther, looked very little better. The 20th of -4^., 
St. Croix J that be might be fure of fomethingt 
obliged the Marchionefs to iMX>mife him under her 
Hand Thirty Thouland LivreSy or Two Thoufiffld 
Five Hundred Pounds. 

Thb Lieutenant Civil grew daily worfe and 
worfe, and after languifhing a long Time, he lell 
into a Diftafte of lall Sorts of Meats, which could 
be oflered him ; then his Vomitings returned, and 
became contmual, and Nature being at laft quite 
worn out, hetlied on the 17th of June^ without 
any Fever ; the three laft Days of his Life, he 
looked very ghaftly, complained of a prodigious 
Drought, and of a flaming- Heat in his Stomach. 
Upon opening his Body, the laft-mention*d Part, 
and tfie Duodenum were black, ready to crumble 
to Pieces, the Liver gangreenM, and as it were 
/corcfaed up. 

St. 
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S T. Cmx wrote xhtMarchioneJi an Account of 
this into the Country, and told her withal, that 
from an Appearance of the feme Symptoms, it 
was not at all to be doubted, but that the Coun-- 
feUor would foon follow his Bro±er ^ thofe who 
were prefent at the opening of the Lieutenant Ci- 
vilj were clearly of Opinion, that he was poifon'd ; 
but tho' this made fome Noife, yet as they were ut* 
terly ignorant of the true Source of this barba- 
rous Fadl, no Body was named. 

Time made it manifeft that St .Croix judged 
right, as to the Coun/eSot^^ Indifpoittioo^ in three 
Months he gave up the Ghoftj ^ter fleering all 
that his Brother had done before i^im. .His Body 
alTo was opened, whereby it appeared that his 
Stomach and Liver were black, .and as it were con- 
fumed with Heat ; Uie poor Gentleman, died with 
fo little Sufpicion of the true Author of his unln[ - 
py End, that he left la Cbauffie^ by his Will, u 
Legacy of an Hundred Crowns. 

There remained nothing now, but the poi- 
ibning of the young Madam ^Auhray^ to accom- 
plifli the Confpirators End ; but ihe, warned by 
the Fate of her Family, began to take apparent 
Precautions, and yet, tho* ffie had the ftrongel 
and jufteft Sufpicions of the Marchionefs^ Ihe had 
the Generofity to treat her kindly utider her Mis- 
fortunes, and fend her confid«^ble Sums of Mo- 
ney. 
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.These fuddeh Deaths, and the Circumftan- 
ces which attended them, by Degrees came more 
and more the Topick of publick Converfarion, 
and it was no longer doubted but that the Patber 
and two Sons were p(nforCd\ but as to the Perpe- 
trator of this horrible Crime, all the Conjeftures 
about them were vain, and quite befide die 
Truth. 

A s for la Chaujfee^ he had the good Luck io 
cfcape the Notice of every Body ; for as his Ma- 
Aer had taught Wm how to commit Crimes, i^ 
he had likewife inflrudled him in the Art of con- 
cealing, and of appearing in a Family he had fo 
deeply injured the moft feithful and deferving Do- 
meftick, which belonged thereto ; but though thcfc 
Artifices were capable ot hiding from the Eyes of 
Men, a Tranfadtion fo black and fo terrible in 
its Nature, yet it efcaped not the Eye of Provi- 
dence, which by the following unforefeen Acci- 
dent, difclofcd it, and all its Circumftances to the 
World. 

SAINT CROIX Tiftcr all thefe horrid Ef- 
fefts of his Poifons, was ftill meditating neW 
Crimes, to which End he was every Day making 
new Experunenb in his abominable Science. One 
Day while he was thus employed, the Glafi- 
Mask which he wore, to preferve himfelf from 
the Fumes of thofe dangerous Drugs he made Ufe 
of fell oflF, and he was in a Moment fufFocated, bf 
the Smell of the Poifons he was preparing j thus this 
wretched Jrtizan periflied by his own Devices. 
This fudden Death of a Man whofe Relations

•Were not known, caufed the fending for a Com- 
miflary, who as foon as he came put his Seal up- 
on the Appartment of the deceafed. W]ien they 
came to make an Inventory, they found a Cabinet

Jtnd to the End that they may not pretend Igno- 
Tance, I fivear by the God that I adore, and by all 
that is mojl facred, that I fay nothing which is not 
Jlridtly true. And if they dare to do any thing con- 
trary to fojufi and reafonable Intentions, I charge it 
on their Confcience, in this World and in the f For Id 
to come, in order to difcharge my own \ prctefiing 
that, this is my hfi fFill, made at Paris the 25 th 
cfMzy in the Afternoon 1673, Signed de St. Croix ; 
and lower was written thefe JVbrds, Packet addreffed 
to Mr. Penautier, who is requeHed to carry it. 

I T is ftrange, that St. Croix fhould pretend to 
lay a Reftraint, upon the Confciences of thofe 
ipto whofe Hands his Cabinet might fall, and 
vainly hope, that this would hinder their pene- 
trating into this Miftery of Iniquity, and fright 
them from difcovering what were the Contents of 
this Casket. Was it poffible, for him to foncy. 
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that he could obtrude upon the World fo abf 
Notion, as that he had any Religion, t 
Soul had been immerftd in Crimes of the d( 
jjye ? The following is an exaft Catalog!

\ In this Cabinet fherf was e^ found a

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:ian, he declared^ he vJas not able to fay what were 
ts Properties J until he had madefome Experiment. 

Item, another glafi Bottle^ holding a Gallon of 
lear Water ^ at the Sottom of which was a whitifb 
^eddiment \ concerning whichy Dr. Maureau gave 
bis Opinion as of the former. A Uttle Gally-poty in 
ivhirh was contained two or three Drams of prepared 
Opium. 

Item, a Paper doubled ^ in which was contain- 
ed two Drachms of corrojive Sublimate in Powder^ 
a little Box in which was a Piece of Stone called^ 
Lapis infemalis. . 

j4 Paper containing an Ounce of Opium, another 
containing a piece oftheKegiAyjiS ^Antimony, weigh- 
ing three Ounces ; a Packet of Powder rotded up, on 
which was written^ *' To flop a Flux of Blood in Wo- 
men*'. Dr. Maureau7&;i, that it was a Poijodet made 
of the Flower of Quinces y winch for that Purpofe had 
been dried. 

Item, There was found a Packet fealedwith 

fix Sealsy on which was the fame Infiription h^ore 

recited^ in it were found twenty-Jeven Pieees of Pa- 

per^ in each of which was written^ •* More curious 

Secrets". 

Item, Another Packet ^ containing fix feared 
Parcels with the firfi recited Infiription^ in winch 
were found feveniy-five Pounds ^Sublimate, divided 
into fiver al Par eels ^ with particular Directions. 
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There was found in the fame Cabinet, fr 
veral paffionate Letters which the Marchionefi had 
wrote to St. Croix ^ the mod extraordinary amongft 
them was that which follows, 

/Find it proper to put an End to my Life^ to which 
Purpofe IJbaU take this Evening what you gavi 
me to lay up fo carefully ; you will perceive by tbii 
that I make a Sacrifice to you of my Life: But I 
make you no Promife before I rf/V, that 1 will mtt 
youfomewhere to take a lajl Adieu. 

I N all Probability flie impofed upon St. Cmx in 
what flie wrote on this Subjeft ; for People if they 
once fufier themfelves to refleft, feldom or never 
proceed in fuch Enterprizes. In the lame Cabinet 
they found the Promife of thirty thoufand Livres, 
which the Marchionefi had given St. Croix under 
her Hand. That Lady was prodigioufly alarmed 
when flie heard, that they had put a Seal upon 
his Effects, flie forgot nothing which it was poffible 
to do, for the getting this fatal Cabinet into her 
Haiids ; to which Purpofe flie attempted to cor- 
rupt the Commiflary, but all her Efforts were in 
vain. But when flie was informed, that St. CrAx 
had mentioned her, and that he had even left it 
under his Hand, that flie had a Right to demand 
this Cabmet, from thofe who fliould get it into 
their Hands, flie wifely determined to follow the 
Advice of her Relations, and to withdraw from a 
Storm which flie was not able to weather ; accord- 
ingly flie quitted her Lodgings id the Night, and 
took all the Meafures flie poffibly could to get out 
of tfac'JCinfftom, In the fipte^tp Time la Chauffn 
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lad the Imprudence to interpofe, and to do all in 
tiis Power to hinder the feaJing up of St CrwVs 
Effefls. He pretended, that he had ferved the De- 
ceafed feven Years, and diat he had put into his Hands 
hundred Piftoles, and a hundred Crowns in Silver, 
that this Money was tyed up in a filk Purfe with a 
Note, wherein it was acknowledged to be his, and 
feveral other pieces of Paper relating to his Afiairs, 
which therefore he infilled fliould be delivered to 
him, and thereby drew on himfelf thefe Sufpicions, 
which however guilty he had hitherto efcaped. 

But while the Marchionefs endeavoured to get 
out of the Reach of Juftice, her Lawyer appeared 
before the Commiflary, and informed him, that 
the Marchionefs de Brinvillier was very much fur- 
prized to hear, that St. Croix had left behind him 
a Promife of her's in Writing, to pay him thirty 
Thouland Livres, that {he could prove this Pro- 
mife was drawn from her by Surprize, and that 
therefore ihe protefted ^ainft it as null and void, 
and a Thing fhe would never comply with. ' 

LA CHJUSSEj by the Means he had taken, 
upon the fealing up of his Matter's EfFeds, drew 
upon himfelf great Misfortunes and awakened in his 
Soul ftrong Pangs of Remorfe, for fuch is the Con- 
ftitution of human Mmds, that when ever they have 
been guilty of atrocious Fadls they are altogether 
Strangers, to Peace, and maintain in themfelves a 
Tormentor, more cruel and inexorable than any 
into whofe Hands they may fkUi/jby the Judg- 
ment of the Law. La Chauffie ^ji^kapprehend- 
©d, and his Procefs begun at the oSamUtj at the 
Suit of the Lady Aiangot diFiUar^MH^ Widow of 

the 
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the late Lieutenant Civil j he was immediately 
adjudged to the Queftion, /. e. the Torture. But the 
Lady Mangot devillarceau^ took Care to interpofe 
an Appeal, in Cafe La Chaujfee fliould be acquitted, 
on Ws confeffing nothing on the Rack 5 iox ihe 
knew that the Parliament would proceed ftriftly 
on fuch Proofs as fhould be produced before them, 
whereas the inferior Courts are generally timorous 
and unfteady, from an Apprehenfion of having ., 
their Proceedings reviewed and critically examin'i 
by the fuperior Judges. However, Sentence was 
pronounced at the Tournelle^ whereby La ChaujH 
was convifted and attainted, for having poifoned 
the late Lieutenant Civil and the Cmnfellor^ for 
which he wd& adjudged to be broken alive, and 
to expire upon the Wheel, after having been again 
torUired to difcover his Accomplices. The Mar- 
chionefs de Brinvillier was at the fame time coik 
demned for her Contumacy to be Beheaded. 

LA CHAUSSEE being put to the Queftion, 
declared, that St. Croix had told him, the Marchionefi 
de Brinvillier had fumifhed bim with the Poilbil 
which was given to your Brothers ; he likewife 
acknowledged, that they were poifoned in Watef 
and m Broths, that he had put in a reddifh kind 
of Liquor into the Glafs, which he prefented to 
the Lieutenant Civil at Dinner, and a clear Water 
into the Tourte which was ferved up at VtUefUoj. 
That St. Croix promifed him a hundred Piltol^, 
and always to take Care of him, and that he al- 
ways gave an Account to St. Croix of the Poifora, 
who affirmed, that the Lady Brinvillier did not 
know how they were employed. St. Croix it fecms, 
had a Mimd to -be tfic fole Mafter of the -*&r- 
• • chioneJ?z 
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:hioneJ?s Secret, and in all Probability had forgot, 
that he had told his Servant that die gave him 
the Poifons. 

Bvr la Chaujfee was clearly of Ojrinion, that 
whatever his Mafter faid, flie was perfeftly well 
acquainted with what they did ; becaufe whenever 
he went to her fhe talked to him of Poifons, and 
perfuaded him, after the Death of the Brothers, to 
go out of the way, and even gave him Money for 
that Purpofe. St. Crw> had a great Mind to poi- 
ibn Madamoifelle UAubray^ Sifter to the Mar" 
ihimefi^ to which End he was at great Pains to 
introduce a Domeftick, who might be as faithful 
to her as this Tool had been to her Brothers. 
This Confeffion made it very probable that La 
Chaujfee had repeated his Praftices on the Lieute* 
nant Civil and the Cmnfellor^ 'till they had the de- 
fired Effeft. This Wretch was Executed as hi 
deferved. • 

Tii2. R E is one Qrcumftance neceflaiy to give 
us a perfeft Idea of that horrid Degree to which 
the Heart of this Villain was corrupted, and which 
ought not therefore to be omitted. Whenever he 
was asked how Monfieur lyAubray^ the Counfel*- 
lor his Mafter did, he was wont to anfwer, O f 
He is as Sick as can be wijhed ! He worft give us a 
great deal of Trouble ; but I cannot tell you pre-- 
eijefy when he will kick up ! And when, after his 
Demife, he was put into his Winding-Sheet, this 
Varlet exprefled himfelf in thefc Words. ^ ^eltj 
He is dead ! and I am juji come from winding him 
up I I have turned him^ and turned him I H ht 
bad been alive^ I would not have done fi much for 
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him. Yet we have heard that his Matter left thii 
Villain a L^cy of a hundred Crowns ; how was 
his Liberality mifplaced, and how obdurate muft 
the Heart of this Wretch be, whom all the Ten- 
demefs of fo indulgent a Matter could not move? 

A I. L the World was now perfuaded that the 
Marchionefs was guilty, and the Idea conceived of 
the Crimes, of which {he had been the Authorefi, 
ftruck every Body's Mind with fo much Horror, 
that the very pronouncing of her Name was fuffi- 
cient to fet People a trembling. 

This wretched Woman imagined that fhe 
fhould find an inviolable Saa6haary at Llege^ ard 
therefore had taken up her Abode in that City. 
All Sovereigns are wont to protedl fuch Strangers 
as take Shelter in their Dominions, and the main- 
taining their Authorities in this Refpedl, is thought 
an indifpenfable Right of independant Princes ; but 
it is however agreed, ±at Poifoners and Colntri 
are every where to be excluded from this Favour. 

DES GRJr^ Exempt of the Marjbalfea^ 
was difpatched to Liege^ in order to feize the 
Marchionefs ; he was efcorted by a fmall Troop of 
Archers^ and was flirniflied with the King's Letter^ 
addrefled to the Council of Sixty in that Ckj', 
whereby he demanded that the Criminal fhould be 
delivered up, in order to be puniflied. Des Graj 
made it appear to them that (he had been privy to 
the poifoning of feveral Perfons. The Council 
heard him with Attention, and in the End gave 
him Leave to feize her. 
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However that Officer was afraid of taking 
her out of the Convent j to which fhe had retired, 
as fearing that it would create a Sedition in the 
Town, and prevent his carrying her off at all. 
He went in Difguife to the Monajity^ he pafled 
him/elf upon the Marchionefs for a Frenchman^ 
who came to fee her out of Curiofity. He made 
her feveral Vifits, and at laft began to talk in the 
Style of a Gallant, he mam^ed his Affairs fo well j 
that he met with a favourable Reception from her, 
and engaged her at lafl: to go and take a Walk 
with him a little Way out.of Town. 

When they were in the Fields, her Lover 
changed of a fudden into an Exempt ^ who arrett- 
ed her immediately, and having put her into the 
Hands of his Archers y potted in a proper Place i(X 
that very End, he, retilirned to the Convent ^ which 
he entered by Virtue of an Order obtained from 
the Council of Sixty. He went direftly to the 
Marchionejfes Appa«tment, and upon her Bed found 
a Cafket, which fhe afterwards endeavoured to get 
from him in vain. 

She exprefled the utmoft Uneafinefs (an^ in- 
deed well fhe might) about a Paper contained 
therein, it was addrefled to her Confejfor^ and con- 
tained five or fix Sheets, being the Memoirs oflier 
Life. In the very firft Article of it fhe confefled 
that fhe had fet Fire to a Houfe, in another fhe 
owned that fhe was debauched at Seven Years of 
Age ; in a Word, fhe accufed herfelf, not only 
of all the Crimes with which fhe was charged, 
but alfo a great many others, of which fhe was not 
ib much as fuipeded. * ^vs.'t

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Senfe of her Crime ; for fuch is the Nature of 
Criminab^ hardened like her, that they are equally 
R^ardkls of their Souls, and fearful of what may 
happen to their Bodies. 

After {he was committed Prifoner to the 
Conaergerie at Paris^ a Letter was intercepted, 
which fhe had wntten to the Sieur Pinautiir^ in 
which fhe told him how much flie apprehended 
her Life to be in Danger ; fhe likewife gave him 
an Account of what Steps fhe had hitherto taken 
in Rci^)e£t to the Procefs formed againfl iier, .ac- 
knowledging nothing, butdifIemblingaIl,j)otwidi- 
(landing the Circumftances that appeared againi: 
her ; fhe entreated his Sentiments on this JBdiavi- 
our of hers, and de&edat the fame Time, that he 
would give her his befl Advic^ as to what fhe had 
befl to do for the fiiture, and that he would em- 
ploy the Intereft of all his Friends on her behal£ . 

When ihe came to be examined, Ihetmfwer- 
cfl tvery Interrogation negatively, flie .difowncri 
the Letters which flie had written before her F%ht, 
and thoie fhe had written fince her being appre* 
bended, and fhe would not be brought to know any 
Thing about the Cafket, which St. Croiz had fo

\s to the Note fhe had given St. Crtnx for thirty 
houfend LivriSj fhe infifted that it was done mere- 
y to make his Creditors eafy, and that fhe had a- 
lother Writing^ from him to indemnify her ; but 
hat by fome Accident fhe had loft it upon the 
load.

The ger.cr.ll Council of Lateran held undc 
;:o.,'-- III. -: the End of the famous Canon 
i.-^"!:-; uv'iu \'Ui jix:is^ ufes thefe Words,, " Th 
** Pn;:il ought to take the greateft Care, that h 
*' rc\ cal net by Words, Signs, or any other mar 
** ner, the SiriS of his Penitent, if he has ocCafio 
** to conlult angtlaex Divine, He muft howcvi 
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'* do it in fuch a manner, as perfedly to conceal 
•* the Name of the Perfon. For we ordain, that 
^* whoever (hall dare to reveal the Sins confefled 
•* to him in the Tribuml Penitence, fliall not 
^* only be d^raded from the Priefthood, but fhall 
** alfo be flriftly imprifoned in a Monaftery, there 
•* to do Penance for the reft of his Life". 

-This Council did by no means pretend t» 
^ttablilh the Rule of Sccrccjr ; but inflided Pains 
Wd Penalties on fuch Confeflors who fliould violate 
iidAer out of Malice or Indifcretion. Since then 
il abundantly appears, that the inviolable Seal of 
-Acrecy was put on Confeffions by J^fus Cbrijf 
: Jumiaif it follows then, that in no Cafe this can 

■c difpciifed with by any Authority Ecclefiaftical or 

Secular ; and that neither for the fake of the pub- 
' a, Good, nor upon any Pretence whatever, can 

4at be innocently publifhcd, which only on tlii« 

Account was revealed. 

I T is likewife clearly deducible from what h3« 
been faid, that the Teltimony of a Confeflbr re- 
vealing the Secret of his Penitent, cannot be re- 
ceived as Evidence in a Court of Juftice ; for inaf- 
niuch as that was meant only as a Mark of Obe- 
dience to God, it can nei^erbe drawn into Judgment 
by Men, becaufe before that can be done, the Laws 
d God muft be broken through, which is Injuftice 
of the higheft kind. 

S o alfo the Confeflbr alone^ is not rcfponfible 
for the Concealment of this Secret, but even thofe 
to whofe Ears it comes in any manner whatever. 
The fame Law which ties down tbc l?tSfi&^ >^^ 

G 2 ^^^ 
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thofe alfo to whom indifcreedy or wickedly 1» 
communicates Confeflions. Thus in the Primitiit 
Ages, wlien Confeflions were made in a more 
publick Manner than they are now, every one was 
enjoined never to make the leaft mention of what he 
might hear fall from the Lips of his Neighbour, or to 
preliime to reveal, what he took to be the Meaning 
of ihofe Signs made Ufe of by Mutes at the Coa- 
feflional, much lels might they publilh the CoQ' 
tents of a written Conf^on. 

This Obligation of concealing on aU who 
come to the Knowledge of Confeflions, is a na- 
tural Confequence of the divine Injundion of Con- 
fefllon J for as God promifes the Penitent, in order 
to draw him to that Duty, that whatfoever he 
revealed fliould never be publifhed. It is plain dat 
not the Confefl!br only, but all who gain the 
Knowledge of the ConSfeflion are tied down to in- 
violable Secrecy, otherwife the Penitent^would be 
deceived by God himfelf, to whom he intended to 
confefs, from a Confidence that it fhould never be 
revealed. 

The Publiflier therefore of a Confeflion rended 
the Sacrament in itfelf odious, and as far as in him 
lies, feeks to fruftrate the JPurpofe of God, by 
driving thofe from that Tribunal whom his Maker 
had called to it. 

The Perpetrator of fuch Wickednefs intimidate 
all Confciences, and chace them from the Gates of 
Mercy, they banifh above all the mofl: grievous 
Sinnen j that is to fay, thofe who of this Remedy 
Ifsm tbe c^reateft Need| in the prefent Cafe tbey

ethod fo innocent, fo lawful, that we can pre- 
? it fuggefted from nothing elfe than the Piety 
eal of the Confeflbr, or the Commands of him 
has the Direftion of his Confcience ; wjthout 
Aid, how can full' and perfeft Confeffions ho 
)rmed, if Papers of this kind may be publifhed. 
Deaf and the Dumb are excluded from this 
rnient, and are fliut out from the highcft Sa- 
ilion which a religious Soul can enjoy, that 
bfolution from their Sins ? 

ROM this great Principle it is clear, that all 
ns prafticed in Order to Confeffion, ought to 
riviledged with inviolable Silence ; if what a 
)n has put into Writing folely with this View, 
i be produced in a judicial Procefs, it would 
lore dangerous to make written Confeffions 
oral ones 5 becaufe written Evidence is ftrong- 
its Nature than Evidence viva voce ; this is io 
int^ that there is no need of producing Au- 
ties to iiipport it. It is falfe which has beeil 
rongly infifted on of the other Side, that the 
r written by Madam BrinvilUer is no more 
the Minutes of a Confeffion, and not a Con- 
*n« 

r begins with thefe Words, / Confefs nnto 
and to you my Father. It is apparent theni 
it is a true and real Confeffion ; befides, were 
they pretend, merely Minutes of a Confeffi- 
yet it ought to be Religioufly concealed j for 
have, ahreWdy faid, all the neceflary Steps to 
feffion are comprehended under the Law of

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Secrecy, and ought to be covered with a Vd 
Silence. 

St. Thomas (L e. Aquinas) propofes a Ca 
where a Penitent had confefe'd to a Perfoo, fu 
pofing him a Prieft, whereas he was not, andd 
Confeffion was over-heard by other PerfonJ, 
determines that in fuch a Cafe, the Perfons he 
ing the Confeffion were obliged to conceal it, I 
caufe the Penitent intended by Confeffing, to 
veal his Sins unto God, from whence the Dug 
Secrecy originally iprings, which therefore in 
be preferved wherever the Perfon confeffing 
tends to confefe to the Almighty only. 

JOINVILLE^ who was certainly ho Pri 
informs us, that once in a great Stonxi at Sea, 
veral Lords confeffed tfaemfelves to him, fuppol 
that fuch a Confeffion^ in Cafe of Necefi 
niight fatisfy the Commands of the Church. J 
villi ^ beyond Queftion, was obliged religioufly 
conceal the Sins, with which he was made 
quainted on this occafion j for it is not the Pa 
of the Minifter, nor the Abfolution pronoui: 
by him, which impofes the Seal of Secrecy, i 
rifes from the very Nature of Confeffion, aix 
indifputably annexed thereto. 

What can the Judges poffibly alledgc, in o; 
to gain the Ufe of a Sacramental Confeffion < 
Perfon accufed, as a Piece of Evidence aga 
him ? will they pretend that in Right of their 
fices, as Judges, they are the Depofitaries of 
ftice, and as it were the Inftruments of G 
this^ as I ihall ibew> is a Pretence weak and 

vo 
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vote in itfelf, will they fay that the Intcrcft of 
the Pttblick requires it, and that all Things ought 
to yield thereto ? I fhall anfwer, will they dare to 
affinn, that thefe or any other Reafons ought to 
fiallance a Command flowing from Jefiis Chrift 
himfelf, in Support c( the Sacrament of rennance, 
«id which tends to the Salvation of Souls ; we 
find in the very Name of ChriJUan, which (thanks 
be to God) we all attribute to ourfelvcs, a Light 
capable of Ihining through all thefe Clouds and 
Subterfuges ; becaufe, if we have anv Title to that 
Name, we muft make it a Rah with Us to pre- 
fer every Precept in the Law of Godj to our 
Goods, our Lives, our Honour, all the Alliances 
of Flefli and Blood, and in one Word, to all 
our hiterelb particular and publick. 

RODERICK JCtJNGHjf,m Archbiihop 
tf Portugal^ in a Treatife he wrote of Confel- 
fions, reports a very fingular Cafe of a "Perfon at 
Barcelona, who was condemned to fuSer Death for 
Homicide, which he refii/ed to confefi ; when they 
were about to lead him out to Punifhment, and 
follicited him eameftly^ he yet refiifed, and would 
not be prevailed on by all that could be feid to him. 
Thofe who were prefent imaghied, that tiiis Ob- 
ftinacy Was the EfFeft of that t3errible Anguifli and 
Confufion his Spirits are in, through the Fear of 
Death ; they therefore gave Advice of this odd 
Faft to St. Thomas of Villeneuve, Archbifhop of 
i'alentia, where the Prifoner had committed Xh% 
Crime, and where he was condenmed. 

That holy Prelate, being defirous to prevent 
the Lofs of Soul and Body together, went to- the 

■ VT* 
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Prifoner, and omitted no Arguments which be 
Aought could poflibly have any Weight ; the Man 
heard him with Patience, but refufed to comply, 
at laft, when the ArchWfhop prefled him vehe- 
mently, he faid plainly, that he had an Abhor- 
rence for Confeflion, becaufe that by Means there- 
of he was brought to lofe his Life, his Confeffor 
having revealed the Crime for which he was now 
to fufer ; it happened that this Prieft was the Bro- 
ther of die Man I killed, and having leam't from 
ine in Confeffion, not only that I was guilty of 
the Murder, but every Circumftance thereof, of 
thefe he gave Information to the Criminal Judges, 
and they from them traced out the whole Fafl, 
and fix't it upon me. 

St. Thomas de Vilkneuvt rightly judging, that 
the Intereft of Rel^ion was of fer greater Confe- 
quence than the Punifhing of a Homicide^ he fent 
for the Confeflbr, and asfing him whether he had 
really been guilty of what the Prifoner charged 
him with, and whether what he revealed was the 
fcle Caufe of his being convifted and condemn- 
ed, the Confeflbr owned it was fo 5 whereupon 
the Archbifliop obliged the Judges, to revoke their 
Sentence, and, inafmuch as there was no other 
Proof whatfoever, to declare the Criminal Inno- 
cent. He likewife puniflied the Confeflbr, but 
gently indeed, becaufe he had readily, and with- 
out (Jompulfion, confelfed the Truth. 

With refpedt to the publick Confefliow 
made in the firft Ages of the Church, there is no 
drawing from them any Argument againft die 
JSuty of coacealiDg what is diifcovered by a Pe- 
^; '^ nitent. 
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Xiitent, For in thofe Days, when Men fubmitted 
to Confeflion, if they accufed themfelves of Crimes^ 
crommitted with, or by the Affiftance of others^ 
■^ey concealed the Names of their Accomplices j 
-tliey were- not particular in the Circumftances re- 
lating to the Fadls, they ipoke only in general 
Terms ; in a Word, they took all poffible Pre- 
cautions to prevent any ill Ufe being made by 
tieir Confeffions ; ^ and indeed, confidering how 
they were then made, it was next to an Impofli- 
bility that any finifter Ufe could be ferved by 
ttem, even though they had been revealed. 

All thefe Reafons taken together, ought cer- 
tainly to eftablifti the Truth of this Propofition, 
that the Confeffion of Madam ie Brinvellier ought 
not to be produced as Evidence at the Bar of Siis 
Tribunal, * 

M. NIVELLEy that he might fay all which 
could be faid in Favour of a Client, took Notice, 
that from the very Strain of this Confeffion itfelf, 
it appeared to be the Work of a Ftxfon out of 
her Senfes i he gave ibme Inftances of Things of a 
like Nature ; infilled that many of the Crimef, 
of which fhe accufed herfelf dierein, (he could 
not poffibly have committed j fo that if it were 
read in Evidence, it would amount to no. more 
than the Ravings of a troubled Spirit, and the 
chimerical Fancies of an opprelled Mind. 

But this great Orator ^ who was certainly a Man 
of a prodigious Capacity, and on^ of the moft able 
of his Profeffion, forgot, that by allfed^ng this, he 
cffeilually deftroyed all that he had advanced bc- 
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ftwc, fincc if what ihe'ManhioneJs fzid^ms mct»" 
ly the Effed9 of a frantick Delirium ; thenitfot- 
lowed that this was not fuch a Confeffion as M 
tinder the InjunAion of Secrecy, becaufe it is im- 
poffible for us to judge with (Jertainty c^ the Lh 
tention of a diftempered Mind. 

The Court, before whom this Procefe wai 
heard, were clearly of Opinion, if the Confcffioa 
ef the Marchi^nefs de Brinville were abfotalriy 
laid afide, either on Account of the Secrecy due 
to a Confeffion, or as the rafh Aft of a Perfon 
diftemper'd in Mind ; yet there ftill remained 
Proofe more than iiifficient to demonftratc her 
Guilt. They look;ed upon the Crimes, with 
which flie was chained, as clearly proved under 
the Procefs againft ChauJJie ; and they were like- 
wfle of Opinion, that from what appeared at his 
Trial, and fr«m his Confeffion at his Death, it 
might well be concluded who were the Contrivers 
of thefe Fafts, of which he was only the Inftru- 
ment, and thefe they determined to be St. Cmx 
and the Marcbionefs. 

Interest, the grand Motive to all Crimci 
of this Nature, appeared to them the true Spring 
of all that was done by thefe wicked Perfofls. 
That the Marchionefs had Tormcd in her Heart a 
Defire of making herfelf Miftrefi of tfie whole 
Effefts of her Family, though at the Expencc of 
her Father's^ her Brothers j and Sijler^s Lives; 
that St. Crcnx was engaged, through the Hopes 
cf dilpofing abfolutely the Fortune of a Woman 
blindly aoached to hun by her f^oo. 
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The fatal CaKnit of Pcifins^ which belong- 
ed to the Marchionefsy as appeared by the Declara- 
tion of St. Croix^ feemed to the judges one of 
the ftrongeft Proois of her Guilt, tihat either was, 
or could be produced. To this they added the 
CrimtMl Paffion of the Marchicnefs for St. Crcix^ 
and the dying Cmfejfton of la Chauffie^ with the 
conjectural Proofs eftabliflied on the Words which 
had fallen from the Marchionefs^ at feveral Times, 
her Flight, and other Circumfbnces, whence thejf 
were 1^ to pronounce the foiUowing Sentence.

concerned in thefe. Pradlices, were feized and 
;ht thither alfo ; among whom Cornelia and 
a infilling in their Defence, that this was a 
»d Contrivance of an angry Wench, and that the. 
s feized were fo far from being poifonous, that, 
were certain rich and wholefome Confedlions, 
[1 out of Love to their Hufband's they J^d 
red ; the Maid anfwered very calmly, that^it- 
t be fo, but that as a Proof thereof, they; 
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ought to take fome of thefe Confeftions the 
whereupon the Ladies demanded time to co 
that Propofal, which being allowed them, 
and Sergia perfuadcd them to do as the B 
propofed, as the duly Means whereby 
a far more cruel and ignominious Death ; 
ingly in the Sight of all -the People, each 
took a large Draught of their own Cups, 
fliort time after yielded up their Lives ; v 
on their Accomplices were inftantly feized 
to Death, to the Number in all of o] 
dred and fevcnty, and on this Occafi 
made the firft Law againft poifoning, 
Roman Common- Wealth ; nay, the E 
of the Faft appeared to them fo great. 
Number ofPcribns who died j ftrucfc the 
fuch a Pannick, that they had Recourfe tc 
tream Remedy in their Policy, which 
creating a Dilatory who by ftrikmg a Na 
Temple of Jupiter ^ according to die Suj 
of thofe Times, might deliver the People £ 
farther Apprehenfions, and free them fr 
Anxiety to which they were fallen, on the 
of fuch exceflive Wickednefe. ' 

Justice to fay the Truth, ought 
hedelf to nothing with greater Attention, 
the extirpating of Poijimers ; becaufc Poifoi 
peculiar Manner the Banc of Princes, \\ 
as it is the only kind of Death froni "iyhi 
find it impoffible to defend themfelves, 

W B are told in the Memoirs of an En: 
from Vmci^ that under the Pontificate o 
tl)e Vmtili, an ItaUan Gentleman confe^ 
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le had poifoned five Popes. Hiftory acquaints us, 
haX Princes tbemfelves have fomedmes hsui Hearts 
lb corrupt, as to make Ufe of this deteftable Means 
to rid themfelves of their Enemies j it is particu- 
arly reported, that Cardinal de Birague ufed fome- 
imes to fay to the Kings Cbarles the IXrh, and 
Henry Illd, that they had never got the betto- of 
To many of their Enemies without the AlEftance of 
their Kitchens, and of their Ox^. 

I F the inquifitive Reader will give me Leave, I 
will juft hint at one or two extraordmaiylnitances 
of this Sort, which have happened in England^ be* 
fore I purfue our Authors Remarks any further. 

I N the Reign of Queen Elhutietb^ the famous 
Earl of Leuejier had an ItaUan Pbyfrnauy who was 
fhrewdly fufpedled to have had a Hand in fhorten* 
ing the Lives of many great Men ; the unhapjqr 
Earl of Ejjix^ Father to an Earl more unhaj^y, 
who was likewife Father to one not very Fortunate, 
is thought to have perifhed by a Draught out of an 
Italian Cup, prepared by the Phyftciag before- 
mentioned, in the 36th rear of his Age : Certain 
it is, that the Earl thought fo hhnfelf ; for when 
the Mother of a young Gentleman who attended 
him, and who tafted of the fame Cup, told him in his 
laft Illnefs that her Son was better, but had loft all 
his Hair, the fick Earl anfwered^ Alas ! he loji his 
Hair^ but I lofe my Life / As to the other Feats 
of this Italian DoSlor^ they may be found in the 
Life and Memoirs of the Earl ^Leicefter ; written 
when he was ip Power, and Re-publifhed not long 
ago, with a Pi;efacc by Doctor i>ri7*^ 
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I N the next Reign, the poifoning Sir Tbma \^ 
Overbury^ was a very extraordinary Fad, inaf- 1^ 
much as fome Perfons of a for higher Quality than ■'^ 
tjje Marchionefs of Brinvillier were concerned 
therein ; but it feems they were but Bunglers in 
their Trade, for after various Attempts to noPur- 
pofe, if we except the Torments the unhapw 
Gentleman fuflfercxl, on whom they were trie4 
fo that in the End they were forced to fmother 
him, as may be feen at laige in the State Triaby 
and in the Letters of the Lord Chancellor Bam^ 
and other Great Men, who lived in thofe Times. 

I K our own Days, General Count Daun Vict" 
r^ of Naples^ did a very memorable and confider- 
able Aftion, in Refpedl to a Bufinefs of this Na- 
ture, There was a celebrated Female Artift.in 
•poifoning, whofe Name was Trufanta^ who had 
attained fuch a Skill in her execrable Profeflion, that 
Ihe was able to poifon P9ople. in fuch a Manner, 
that on the opening of their Bodies no Marks 
.thereof ihould appear, either in the Brain or about 
the HeaA or the Lungs, from the Symptoms ap- 
pearing in fome or other, of which Parts Poifon is 
generally detedted, 

I T was a clear Water, which differed nothing in 
Colour or Smell from Spring Water ; nor was it 
to be difcemed therefrom even by Tafte, fo that 
there was no Means poffible for avoiding it$$ even 
when People took the utmoft Precautions. It 
operated by caufing a great Defluxion on the 
Lungs, which was incurable in its Nature, and 
wiich yet was not to be diftinguiftied from a De- 

ftvixioa 
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xion proceeding from natural Caufes. This 
idy was mighty communicative of her Secret 1 
a Nephew had an Uncle who threatened to live 
• ever, (he foon put him in a Way to cut his 
bread fhort ; if a Wife difliked her prefent Hus- 
nd and had a Mind to another, Trufama flxxxl 
r Friend ; if a Man had taken a Picque againft 
o±er, and durft not draw his Sword, (he could 
Ip him to as effedlual a Weapon.

len Count Daun was appointed Viceroy^ he was • 

fooner informed of this Matter, then he gave 
-ders for her being arretted, of which having No- 
e, fhe fled for Sanftuary to a Churchy whence, 
:ording to the Cuftom of Italy^ flie ought not 

have been forced on any Account; out the 
ceroy^ conceiving otherwife of the Matter, and 
>t well underftanding why the Houfe of G o d 
ould be made an Azylum for an Offender in fo 
jh a Degree, ordered her to be feized even there,

but was afterwards difcharged from all the Ac- 
cufations brought againft him, and the Pro- 
ceedings fuppreft. M. Bayle having pickt i?^ 
very exafl: Memoirs of this extraordinary Affiff 
at Parhj diverted himfelf with compofing an 
Harangue, in which the Marfhall is fuppofed" 
** to have pleaded his Caufe before the Jucfees,

Dcpb- p 
rable EflFedb of the Weaknefs of Human Under- |t 
Handing, however elevated, however fhininfo aiJ 
of that laudable Zeal which inclined the Juiffi 
not to fuffer fo rank a Crime to go unpunijhed 

FRANCIS Count Montgomery^ and the 
5ieur UAnglade^ lodged together in the fame 
Houfe, the Count had the firft Floor, and the 
Sieur UAnglade the fecond and third. That 
was between them that Sort of Acquaintance wbidi 
generally fubfifts among polite Neighbours ; but 
nothing of that fincere Refpeft, which conftitutes 
true Friendfhip. The County who had all the 
Honour and Magnificence natural to a Man of bis 
Birth, had an Equipage and Attendance fuitable to 
his Quality, and the Eftate of a Man perfeftljf 
at Eafe in the World. 

Amongst the reft of his. Domefticks, he 
had an Almoner ^ who was one of the Pcribns 
guilty of the Fa£t I am going to /peak of, ?wl 
who had Art enough to- throw it' upon the SUvsr 
iAnglade. This unfortunate Gentleman kept uf ^ 
all the Appearance, and had much more Pride than 
was neceflary to a Man of the firft Fafhion," 
though he had not the Fortune neceffiry to fuch a 
kind of Life \ however, he managed fo as to keq) 
up a very good Equipage, tho' not fg great a one 
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as the County and by Dint of a tolerable Aflurance, 
introduced himfelf to Perlbns of Diftindtion, and 
was received in the beft Companies. 

When I fay, he managed fo as to keep up 
a good Equipage, I would be underftood ii> the 
iWaeft Senfe ; for it did not appear, upon the 
ftriftelt Enquiry, that he did any Thing that was 
bafe or difhoneft to fupport it. A capital Accu- 
J&tfon may be looked on as the Touch-ftone of a 
Perfon's Charafter ; for if nothing amifs. be faid 
of a Man, under fuch a Misfortune, it may very 
feirly be concluded from thence, that his Beha\i- 
our has been very exaft. 

The Count and Countefs of Montgomery^ in- 
tending to go for a fhort Time to their Eftate at 
VUlebouJftny they fent a Compliment to the Sieur 
D^Jnglade and his Spoufe, to kt them know they 
Would be very glad of their Company ; that Gen- 
tlemanj in the Name of himfelf and his Wife, 
returned the Compliment with a thoufand Thank^:*, 
but at the fame Time declined accepting the Offer, 
by fuggefting a very trivial -Excufe, which after- 
wards was urged as the ftrongeft Circumltance a- 
gainft them. Hard indeed, that a Man may not 
have Leave to confult his own Affairs, as to flay- 
ing in or going out of Town, but muft be thought 
a Thief, merely for not being ready to run when 
his Betters called. 

.' The Count and Countefs left Paris on Monday 
Evening, the 22d oi Sept ember ^ 1687, to go to 
their Seat, and did not return till the Thurfday 
following in the Evening. They were attended

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l^y Francis Gugardj Father Mauceau their Chap- 
kin, and all their other Domeflicks, there wv 
»one left in Town but the Lady Montgomerf^ Wo- 
man, whofe Name was Fromeniey a Boy in Li- 
very, and four Women who were at Work.upoa 
Exnbioidery, 

The Cmnt and Cmntefs returned out of the 
Country a Day fixmej^ than they defigned, the 
Count aUed^g that tus Mind was exceeding 
itruck with fome odd Accidents, fuch as fixk^ 
Blood upon a Napkin and a Towel, which be 
took for ill Omens, and befidcs he had fuch a pn* 
tematural Preffiire on his Mind, that he cc^d not 
be eafy, till he fet out for Town* What foDov- 
€d on thefe Surmifes would have been fufficient ta 
Ixave tiuTied the Heads of a whole Nation of cre- 
dulous Perfons^ and have made a red Spot on a 
Napkin, as fure a Sign of Theft as foilKng of Salt 
is of Anger. The Chaplain, the Page and the 
Valet de Chambre, who were ot Horfeback, 
came to Town a little before their Lord and Lady, 
they found the Hall where the Servants lay open, 
though the Chaphiin had double Lock*d it when thcjf 
went out, and ftrift Orders had been given it 
fhould not be opened when the Cmnt was out of 
Town, even though the Keys had been left. The 
Sieur ^Anghde came home that Night at Eleven 
o*Ciock, with the Abht\ de ViUars and Fttury^ with 
whom he had fupped at the Prefident RtAertu 
As he came in, he found the Count and Cmntefs in 
a ParlQur going to Supper. They flopped him, 
he fate down and talked with them, and foon aftec

"* H £ Domefticks of the Cmm and Cmntijs^ 
re poiitively that the Sieur di Angladi^ ieemed 
tigioufly furprized, when he found the Count 
Cmntefi returned, and that his Wife was quite 
aiflied on her being calkd down to them. We 
' fee from hence, how ready {bme People's 
d are, efpecially thofe of the Vulgar, to re» 
e odd ImprefGons ; thefe two Pbople were aln 
tely innocent, and ytx^ the Servants either not 
ding what they iaw, or being lefoJycd to re* 
i^r any thing, which mi^t wbe off &ifpi- 
L from ^emfelves, readily depcded too ftrong 
IS of Guilt in the Faces of this Gentleman and 
Lady \ though the Truth was at^that Timd^ 
J knew nothing of the Robbery,^ and coukt no( 
-efore look fo much as. iurpnrfid. Circumr 
CCS and Conjedlure are very mconclufive Evi- 
ce, or to fp^kpIdOBly^ are no Eiddenceat all ; 
the very Nature of Evidence requires,- that it 
old make a thing plain, whereas at the ian2]^ 
can only render it fu^icious^ 

The next Day In the Eveninp^ the Cotf/a/exhir 
d his Comj^int before, the Lwdtenant Crhninat 
he Chatelet, He fet fortb^ that during his Ab« 
:e in the Country for three Days, the Lock of 
Portmantua had been forced, from whence 
re had been taken thirteen B^ of a ihouiand 
Tes each, in Silver ; eleven thoufand fcve hunr 
i Livres in Gold, in Pieces of two Piftoles ; a 
idred new Loub i Qrs^ and a Pearl Necklace^ 
the Value of four thouiand Livxes ; The Sieur 
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Deffita Lieutenant Criminal^ the King's Attornef, 
and a Commiflion went immediately to the Place 
from the View of which, they were perfuaded, 
that the Theft could not be committed but 6y . 
fome Perfon in the Houfe, they therefore judged it 
necefl&ry to fearch all the Apartments. ^ 

The firft Idea that a Judge takes in his Heaj 
in fuch a Cafe as this, is hardly ever to be efikcrfj 
on die contrary, it directs all his Though, aods 
rontinually uppermoft in his Imagination, Tk 
Sieur f, Anglade and his Lady made it their R^ 
queft, that their Apartment might be the firl 
fearched ; that Gentleman conduced the Liflh 
tenant Criminal in Perfon, through all the Plac« 
that belonged to him j he opened before them eW' 
ry Trunk, Cabinet, Drawer, caufed all the Beds 
to be fhalren, and the Curtains to be opened, but 
there was nothing found. 

They then went up into the Granary, whi- 
ther Madam (T Anglade declined following them, 
becaufe fhe had an Indifpofition upon her. There 
they found in an old Trunk fiill of Rags and 
Shreds, a Rouleau of Sixty Louis d* Ors wia^wl 
up in a printed Paper, containing aGenealc^, which 
the Count declared belonged to him. This W- 
covery fixed fome Sufpicion on the Sieur d* Anglaiti 
and his Wife. The Count pretendmg that thefc 
Sixty Louis d* Ors were Part of the Hundred of 
which he was robbed, and he declared, that his 
Were coined in the Years 1686 and 1687, which 
yas not at all confident with what he had fet fbrth 
in his Complaint. Without more ado, he cliargcd

[t was pretended, that fome Contradiftions 
re difcovered in what they anfwered, with Re-

^e, every thing they faid, every Araon of theirs 
s concluded a Sign of Guilt. Figure to your- 
ires my Reader, what a haplefs Condition thefe 
locents were in, charged roundly with fo black 
Fadt, affiighted without Friends, and ibmuch 
onifhed, that they knew not what to do. As 
the Sieur d^ Anglade he trembled every Limb^ 
was fenfible of it himfelf, and faid as he coimted 
; Louis d" OrSy I tremble. The Guilty in fuch 
ifes are more refolute, becaufe they are more 
on their Guard. 

They went down then into the outward- 
x)m, where the ChapJai/iy the Page^ and the 
Ut de Chambre lay. Madam f Anglade remark- 
to the Lieutenant Criminal, that it had been faid, 
s Door of that Room had been drawn to, that 
srefore they ought to take up the Valet de 
bambre^ and perhaps fome Difcovery might be 
awn from him.

^NOTHBR, that be bad ofioe l6dgod in a 
ofe where a Silver fiafon was loft; there waia 
ird, who fwore he had heard fomewhat of his 
ling a Piece of Ribbon; in a Word, they 
w together whatever fpiteful Thmgs had been 

of this unhappy Man ; they confounded Jeft

thefe Informations the Servant of the Simy 
'nglade^ his Coachman, and his Wife's Wo- 
Q, were ordered into Cuftody, and acccaxlingly 
fr were all imprifoned, except the Coachman* 

>N the 25th of OSAtfy 1687, an Arret of 
Gnat CoumU quafhed the Juc^ment of the 
utiuant Criminaly and ordered that the Caiie 
uld be heard by tte ParUameut^ the Gnat 
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Council being of Opinion, that the Theft vmM 
committed with Fra^ion^ but by th^ Help of 
falfi Kfysj without breaking either of Doors en 
Locks. 

The Sieur iAnglade fencied the Limtenant Cri- 
minalvfzshis Enemy ,this Imagination run fo ftrong- 
ly in his Head, that therefore in his Appeal he mai. 
him a Party. By an Arret of P^rlivinicnt, on the 
13th of December following, thn Lieutenant Cri- 
minal was declared to have been unjuftly fum- 
moned, and the Caufe was remitted to him for 
his Decifion. A Judge is generally tempted to 
be fevere on One who has queftinncd his Integri- 
ty, and in Point both of Judge and fntnejjh^ no 
poor Man was ever in a worfe Condition than 
the Sieur d^Anglade, Vincent Bellejire^ who ^\^ 
the Confederate with the Chaplain in the Robbe- 
ry, was one of the principal Witnefles in this Part 
of the Controverfy, though he had before tsien 
the Euchariji to difcover the Truths and no doubt 
but he applauded in his Heart the Errors he bad 
created, without fearing in the leaft that he and 
his AccompUce fliould be difcover'd. 

The Lieutenant Criminal having come off 
with Glory, in the Attack made upon him before 
the Parliament y proceeded very warmly, and on 
the 19th of January^ 1688, he ordered that the 
'Sieur d^Anglade fliould be put to the Torture ordi- 
nary and extraordinary. He appealed from this 
Sentenct to the Parliament^ which was fo fer from 
relieving him, that it ordained he fliould fufier the 
Twiure c»xlinary and extraordinaty, manentibus I^ 
ditHs^ the Proofs being referred, 

This 
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This Jrret being put in Execution, thou^ 
^Sieur d^Anglade acknowledged nothing, he was

Anglade, and the faid St, Martin, to pay Cojls ; . 
id they adjudge the fame in tbe Cafes of Main 
td Robert (thefe were the Sieur d^Angladc^j Ser* 
ints.) ^ 

I T is to be obferved, that the Sieur d^Jnglade^ 
id his IVifej are not declared guilty of the Thefi^, 
:caufe they were not fentenccd to a Capital Pu- 
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ni/bmentj which otherwife would have been thar 
Fati\ for in Odes of tlus Nature, wWe neitba 
iiiflkient Pr&rfs appear, nor the Judges can bedf 
O^mon, that the Perfon accuf^ is innocenf, a 
lifter Funtjbment is inflidied. Per modum Preia- 
tionisy as they Phrafe it : How juft the Reader 
will think this, I know not ; but fuch is the Cu- 
ftom, in Coniequence of which this unhappy GeiH 
tfeman's Goods were fold, to the Ufes mentioned 
in his Sentence, and as might have been expedt^d, 
cooiidering his Condition, were fold for a Trine 

The Suur fAngladi was at beft bur of a 
weak Conftitution, and his Health very uncertain, 
he preferved it only by a delicate way of Living, 
and was confequendy doubly, unhappy under thefe 
Affidlions. The Tortures \n^hich he fufifered d^ 
Itroyed the fmall Remains of his Conftitution, and 
left htm in a Condition fo weak, and ib deplora- 
ble, tin^t no Pen can defcribe it. 

He fuftained his ]V43sf(»tunes, however, with 
great Serenity of Mind, nor did he difcover any 
unmanly Weaknefs, when he was removed to a 
frightful Dungeon in the Tower of Montgomerj^ 
where he lay long in a loathfome Condition, with- 
out Ailiftance, without Friends, and without fee- 
ing any Body. Thence, weak and broken as he 
was, he was dragged to the Caltle of Tcurnelb^ 
In order to be chained to the Oar, 

Excessive Labour foon put a Period to te 

Siiflmngs, he fell quickly into a Diflemper, which 

liunied him out of the World ; but he fufiensd 

fiot fo much as Si fin^c Exprtffion to efoipe him, 

which 
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cb nu^ teMy. the kaft Malice cr AnxBaa 
^ his Pr^cuiorSj or their U^ttn^ ; he ao 
wledged his long //i^'^mir/^^, the Tirtmts he 
undeigonet and the tedious 5^m^ of his Mis* 
un^Sy to have been the juft Punifiminis of hi 
r ; in a Word, he prepared to die like a Atar^ 
and a Chrijiian^ dedaring that he paido&'d all 
Enemies y though after talung the Sacramint of 
JEuehariJIy he aflerted in Writing, asd bv 
»rd of Mouth, ImlfumeMCiy and then attend? 
Death with all the Firmnefs imaginable. But 
wen had referved him for yet farther Sufferings^ 
lihger'd out Life 'dll iSat Departure of the 
nn^ though he ""was confined in a nuferaUs 
:e, and had nothing to fupport him but Abns^ 

T is very confidently faid, that the Cmnt di 
ntgomery earneftly foUicited that the Simr £Att* 
ie fhould bq fent awav, before he vr^s in any 
pree recovered, and tnat after having obtained 
, he went and waited upon the Road, in ogriax 
Jut his Eyes with the Spedacle of this unhap* 
Man, in his wretched Condition* A Aevengie 
refined as this, does very little Honour to bis 
mory. 'Tis certainly one of the fevcrefk 
>kes of their Punifbment, that Galley Slavrntst 
iOicA, to the Sight of all the Worlds as they 
hurried abng ; for tho' the far greater Part of 
t. Concourfe of People look upon them with 
ss of Compaffion, vet Pity itfdf afflifts a brave 
(id, and the Pity ox a Multitude muil be e2C« 
dating. 

[ M the Cafe of the Sieur d^Jnglade^ thefe Evils 
re aggravated, for he was Innoceut^ aad 5«*- 
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lous of his Honour. Two Men lifted him, ra 
and diiabled as he was, into a Carriage, and a: 
Night they took him down from ^ence,anl 
watched him in fome Bam or Outhoufeoo the 
Road, where they procured leave for him to lie 
The People, as he pafled, demanded naturalhr, 
fy'bat has the Sieur d'Anglade done ? JVhat k 
the Sieur d'AngJade done ? His Guards, comnnoel 
by his Behaviour, anfwered them conftantly,ft 
ha% done nethingj be is Innocent.

At laft he came to Marfeilks^ where he W r 
immediately condufted to the Hofpital of theCfll- 
bj Slaves^ fix)m whence he was never carried ai 
'till he went to his Grave. He prefer\'ed in tie 
Hofpital the fame Sentiments he had exprefleda 
the Caftle of Tournelle ; he murmured neither ar 
gainft Providence^ nor againft the Judge ; he M- 
vu opened his Mouth but to blefs G o d, and to 
return him Thanks for having, by this Method, 
convinced him of his Sins, and given him Time 
to repent of them ; he declared that he pardoned, 
without Reproof, aU his Enemies, and ^ to 
they had done againft him ; he feemed only con- 
cerned at the deplorable Condition into which his 
ff^fe and Daughter were reduced, and which feem 
cd to touch him much more nearly than hiso^^l 
at laft, however, this Concern wore off, and h 
profcfled with great Chearftilnefe and Afliirana 
that he left them with Pleafure to the Mercy c 
Almighty God, who would prove a powerful Pri 
*/f^or to the One, and a tender Parent to tl: 
Otiicr. 
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H £ N he found himfelf expiring he called 
Prieft, who adminiftred to him the Eu- 
t, ailerting his Innocence with his laft Breathy 
opealing to the Sovereign- Judge of the Uni- 
who could difcem the Truth, though cover- 
th doubtful Appearances, and who at his Tri- 
wanted neither Forms nor Law. . Such was 
nd orthe Sieitr de Ahglade^ who died in the 
tal of Gaily Slaves at Marfeilles^ on the 4th 
irch, 1689 i fo^ Months after he had been 
ht thither. 

Madam de Anglade furvived her Hufband, 
is not at all owing to her receiving better 
:ment than he. She was with Child when 
jras imprifoned ; but her Fright made fuch an 
sQTion on her Spirits; that it threw her into a 
hed Condition, flie had fuch a Flux of Blood, 
Luced her to the laft Degree of Weaknefe, in 
liferable Hole where (he was put. In this Dif- 
[he had no Comfort, but the Prefence of her 
hter, a Child of about .five Years old, who 
her now and then a piece of Bread fopped in 
J, to fupport her in her Convulfions and 
nings. After having frequently demanded it, 
infeflbr was at laft fent to her, who gave her 
nal Comfort, and God. regarding her with 
ime Eye, which he had done her Huftand, 
2d her by his Grace, to endure all thefe Ca- 
ies with Patience, and to forgive her Enemies 
the very Bottom of her Heart. 

o fooner was the poor Lady a little better, 
her Daughter fell ficlc : What Pen can «- 
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prels the Rigour of Maternal Anguifh, the Chikri 
D iH e mp e r was attended with cdd Sweats ; fo thit 
Jfae feem«i to be immerfed in Water ; die poor 
Woman bad ndther Qoatfas to cover her^ nor 
Fire to warm her ; they had indeed fomctiincs a 
Ktde Charcoal given them in an earthem Pot, boc 
it made an unwholfome Fire at the beft^ and ws 
oftm out. Phjrficians ibe had none^ nor lof 
Thing to fubiift on, but the Alms given to die 
Prifon, which was fo ixnall, that never aiiy Greh 
tures were more miferable. 

A"f t e r a Time they were removed into »• 
OoAer Chamber out of Favour ; but fure the Fa- 
vour was not great, for though there was a Wifr 
dow in the Room, yet it was dofe ihut, fo that OD 
Air could enter, am they were frequoitly on the 
Point of being fmotfaered by the anoak of dife 
Charcoal. One may fafdy fay, that Heaven bf \ 
a kind of Miracle, piderved both the IHbtfaer and 
the Daughter, the one to fee her Honour reftoitd, 
and to receive a Recompence for the Evils Oie had 
endured, the other to inherit as a great Portion, 
the revived Charaflcrs of her Parents, wfaofeSut 
ferings gave dieir Innocence a double Li^ftre. Sucli 
wtas the hard Fate of the Sieur de Anglade^ focB 
hitherto the Sorrows of his Family, we fhatt xiow 
behold better Things. 

A very fhortTime after tfaeDeceafr of dfetn^op 
py Gentleman, of whom we have been ^xafckig^ J^ 
certain anonymowLetteis were fent into die Worldt 
wherein the Author declared,that having determined 
to retire into a CiEx^/r, it was neceSoy to difcHaige 
thcGttilt ctf a toadted C«i&was)e^ audi tadsdactf 
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hat the Siiur cPAnglade wasno ways conoemM in 
he Robbery, with which he had been chaiged; 
mt that it was committed by Vinunt BilU/ir^j the 
Son of a Farmer at ManSy and by a Prie/Iy one 
Jagfiord^ who was of the feme Place, and Cha- 
iUnn to the Count de Montgomery y and that a Wo« 
man, whofe Name was de la Comble^ could give 
them farther Lights. 

The Lieutenant Criminal received one of 
thefe Letters, which he put into the Hand of Des 
GraiSj his Exempt ; the Lady Montgomery' x^&\- 
ed another, which fhe concealed ; the &ieur d/ 
Loffilkny a Friend of theirs, received a third, of 
which Ufe was made in the Procefs againft the 
Criminals. The Count's Friends gave out, tliar 
ttm wasonly an Artifice of Madam J^Anglade^ in 
Oder to throw her own Crimes upon other People, 
and fo open a Pal&ge to Favour and Pardon iait 
herfelf. 

Instructions were however given to pro- 
per Perfons to enquire into the Chani^r of Bel- 
lini and Gagnardj who had now quitt^ the Ser- 
vice of the County they d^covered that Belief frey 
in his Youth, had been concerned in aflaffinating 
a Man, for which he had quitted his own Cou: - 
try, and lifted himfelf in tl^ French Troops ; thi^t 
he afterwards deferted, for having killed a Arrj-^e?;;/ ; 
that at Mans and at Paris he had rambled aboit 
as a Vagabond, and lived like a Bqggar, without 
dtiii^ths, and without a Home ; that a ilridt Int'- 
B^aicv bad been obferved between bim and Gag^ 
nard j that all at once his Condition was quite al- 
co^d, and inftead of his former Poverty, bis

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Pockets were well fumifhed both with Gold 
Silver, and he had not only Cloaths, but Cli 
richly laccd; nay more, he had purchafed 
Eilate near Mans^ for ten thoufand Livres. 

With Refpedl to Gagnard, they found 
his Beginning was full as miferable as that o 
Companion ; that he was the Son of -the Jayt 
Ma?iSj all whofe Fortune had been taken in ] 
cution ; that he fubfifted fometimes by faying i 
Jes to the Holy Ghojl ; that on his coming intc 
Houfe of the Count Montgomery y he was kn 
to be very far from Riche ; but fince he cam 
way, he had lived at a profufe Expence, his E( 
liaftical Habits were as fine as could be had \ 
that a Girl he kept waAted neithct* Fringes, 
Laces, nor Linnen, nor Silks, nor all the c 
Baubles, which the Luxury of latter Times 1 
invented, to gratify the excefEve Vanity of ^ 
men, at the Expence of thofe that have to do ^ 
them. 

All this, added to the Letters we have fjx 
of before, veryftrongly fuggefted that thefeti 
pie had aftually procured the'Condemnation.ol 
Sieur JlAnglade and his fl^Ti^. But they did 
proceed to apprehend the- Villains. Heaven ; 
interpofed in ±is Particular, for the Juftificatij 
. the Innocent. Gagndrd was fent to the Chat 
foP being prefent at the DeSth of a Man, in al 
lick-Houfe in St. Jtidrew^s-Jireet ; a little; v 
after, BeUeJire was fent to the Frifon of Verfit^ 
by Virtue of a Decree of the Provoji of the I 
JhoUy granted s^nft him three Years before; 
the Suit of a Merchant ^ who followed the Cou 

Tj 
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This ^^//j/^rf and another had drawn in the 
Merchant^ and robbed him of fome Money, be- 
lidfs taking away Cloth to the Value di five hun^ 
ired Lifures. Amongft the Witnefles, examined 
3n this Occafion, was Mrs. de la Comhle^ who 
gave fo diftinft an Account of the Robbery, com- 
mitted on the Count de Montgomery^ by Bellejlre 
and Gagnard^ that the latter was immediately or- 
dered to be removed from the Chaulet to the Pri- 
ion of V^rfailks^ he having been already acquitted 
in refpect to the Murder of tiie Man, at whofe 
Death he was prcfent; two or three^ Witnefles 
would have been fufficient to have convifted thefe 
Perfons, but Providence did not leave this Work 
imperfeit, they confronted with Bellejlre a Wit- 
ness whom he did not apprehend to know any 
Thing of the Faft. 

The Accufed imprudently cry'd out, that 
this Witncfs was a Companion of M, Giraut^ the 
Abbe Lcfttmfie^ la Roque^ and la Fond ; upon this 
it was concluded, that thefe People might hove 
fome Knowledge bf the Matter, the King's Ar- 
totney therefore pray'd that Search^ might t^ madv; 
for them ; this was accordingly ordered, they werc^ 
eafily found, and they gave fuch Accounts, as 
put the Guilt of the Perfons accufed out of all 
Queilion. ' 

While the Procefs was carried on' againft 
Bellejlre and Gagnard^ the young Con/lantia^ 
Daughter to tlie Sieur d'Anglade^ by her Guar- 
dian intervened, and demanded that the Parties ac- 
cufed (hould be declared guilty of the Robbery of 

I2 ^^ 
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the Count de Montgomefj^ and the Memory of 
her Father and Ahther jiritify^d. Two Thinp 
-were offered to be proved in this Petition of hen; 
Jirjly thatthere were Proofs enough to fix the Rob- 
bery upon Eelkjhe and Gcgnard ; fecondfy^ that 
this being fo, the Sentence againft her Father aol 
A&ther ought neceilarily to be repealed. 

The ori^nal Complaint of the Count de Mmt^ 
gomery proved, that at his Return the Window 
and the Doors of the Appartment, where the Tbe6 
was committed, were faft as he left thenit fiom 
whence it followed of Courfe that falie Keys woe 
made ufe of. The Depolitions of the Witnefe 
in this new Procels fully proved, that BeJkfin 
himfelf made &Ife Keys, that for this Purpofe he 
bought old Keys, and by the help of Files adjulted 
tfi^m to the Locks which he thought fit to open; 
that after having (hewn the Monev to one of the 
Witnefles, he afterwards ihew'd km tbey Key, 
telling him at the fame Time, Do ym lie tbisj it 
is a golden Key^ and brmght me all this Mmefi 
theWitnefi afloed him how? H« faid. That hi 
took an Impreffion in Wax of any Key he intended 19 
Counterfeit^ and adjujied any Key be had iy Umti 
that Pattern in JVaxy by the help of finaU Files. 

It is certain that the Robbery, which was now 
canvafied, could be committed no other 3iiray than 
by the help of falfe Keys, it appeared plainly that 
heUifire had been an Artift tbit way, and that be 
had emploved them witii Succeis in other Robber 
rics ; that oy the help of Gagnard he might cafily 
have the Keys neceflary to be counterfeited for Ais 
Kobbciy \ that they had both of them, from the 

Time 
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rime that the Count was Robbed, lived in the 
preateft Splendor and Abundance, and from the 
ivorft Situation in the World, pafled in all human 
Appearance to the beflr. Thfe was enough to have 
ronvH^ed them ; but if we add to thefc Circum- 
iances, thofe of the ftrift Intimacy that fubfifted 
xtween thefe Criminals^ and the wretched Cha- 
"aSer that each of them had, it is almoft impof-^ 
Side that one fhould doubt of their being accufed 
ifidi Juftice. 

Such were the PrefumpdcHis ofl^red in Proof 
^ainft thefe atrocious Villains, ftrong and glaring 
indeed they were ; but after all they were but Pre- 
Tumpiions, there followed however T0jlim9ny that 
amounted to Demon/iratwn. 

After the Robbery, Bellefln (hewed one of 
tbe Witneiles a hundred Lmis ffOn rouled up ; 
die fame Witneis depbfed, that he believed as firiii- ' 
ly that Bellejlre and Gagnard had robbed the County 
tt that there was a God in Heaifen, That 
hnding at the Door of a Room, in which Belleftre 
md Gagnari were eating, he heard the following 
Converfation ; BeUeftn faid to Gagnardy Let us eat 
^nd drink m^ Friend^ and let us be- Afen% while 
be Marquifs is in the Galleys. Gdjf/wrrfanfwered 
irith a d^ Sigh, / am firry for bim^ he was a 
^ery honeji Maru and has done me a great many 
ood Turns. . fVell / Well ! (replied BelMre) why 
\ould you be ferry for a Man^ whofe Imfiap has 
vide our Fortune j this Witnefs added, that Gag- 
nard having a Sufpicion that they might be be- 
cay*d by the Wimels, from what he had over- 
. * I 3 hcard^ 
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heard. Belle ftre anfwer'd brilkly. If I thought fi^ 
J would qffajjinate him. 

The Witnefs added, that thefe two Robber* 
being furprized by de la Comble^ who brought them 
their Wine, they were very uneafy, becaufe they 
were afraid fhe had their Lives in her Power. This 
Witnefs was called the Jbbe Fontpeire^ and was 
the fame Perfpn who had wrote the Letters, where- 
by the whole of this Fadt was brought to Light j 
the Jbbe further aflirmed, that BeUefire did as good 
OS confeis the Robbing the Count de Montgomerj^ 
at the Time he fhewed him the hundred Lmh 
d*Ors in a Roleaii, a great deal of other Money, 
and fome fatfe Keys. He added likewife, as to 
Gagnard^ that he once faid to him in a jetting 
Manner, Do you think that a Marquifs (whom thej 
called the Atoquis d'Anglade) Jiole ten or tweki 
Thcufand Crowns from the Count of Montgo-' 
raery ? : - 

Mrs. di la Comhle^ in whom Belle/ire confided 
very much, depofed roundly. That he had fhewn 
her a great Sum of Money in Gold and Silver, 
immediately after the Robbery, and alfo a fine 
Bearl Necklace, faying to her at the fame Time, 
with an Air of Triumph, See ! See I What I have 
got for you ; upon which flie reply'd briskly, wy 
God I JVhere got you this Money and Necklace ; upon 
w^hich he faid, that he had won them at Play. 
She faid, that fometime before he told her, that 
he w^s going to ftrike a Stroke with the Abbe Gag- 
nard^ that would make him eafy all the reft of 
their Lives, -that in order thereto he was obliged 
to wate him early, atui that thereupon. He, Bel- 
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gave him the Signal, by throwing up a Stone 
Window. That being at Luxemburg witli 
'•^j he bid her go out of the Room, adciinp; 
fame Time, Come^ get you gone^ here are 
men going to divide ; that as fhc went out, ihc 
e Abbe Gagnard come up to him, whom ii- 
"ime fhe did not ]4y)w, who appeared in 
!^onfufion, 

o N queftiomng BeUeJfre about this Exprcf- 
le anfwered very readily. That Gagmud 
e were Partners at Play, and that he might 
loflibly call upon him for an Account. Gag- 
being interrogated upon the fame Subjedt, 
. that he had ever any Partnerfhip with BeU 
It Play, 'this was a -ftrong CircTimftancc ?.- 
them, Mrs. )a ComUe depofed, that ?.n^»- 
Time fhe faw a fine Pearl Necklace in the 
of Bellefirc^ and that fhe had alfo fecn in a 
f his a hundred Louis dX)rs, put up in a 



LLES TR E owned that he was wont to 
fuch a Sum in a Roleau in his Belt. Mrs. 
lomble faid alfo, that fhe once took the I.i-

ndred Louis fOrs^ and the Pearl Necklace^ 
the Count de Montgomery had loft.

acquired an Efiate of fix or feven Tnouiand L 
in the Territory of Maittj and the very Wri 
whereby he purchafed it, was produced. I) 
alfb difcovered bow Gagnard had employe 
JMoney, and the Woman he kept, upon Exai 
tion, admowledged what had been faid fo of 
be true. 

Othbr Witne^ 'discovered other Gx 
ftances, which gave new Light to a Truth ^ 
ProwJince had decreed ttioM no longer be 
thcred, what was very furprizing in this I 
was the Notoriety of the Thing ; at the very ' 
two innocent Pec^e were imprifoned, profe 
and condemned for this Robbery, there was i 
Tbief in Paris y who did not very well kno\^ 
no Body was co&cemed in it but BeUeftn 
Gagnardj it was their DUcourfe among one an 
upon Pmtmuf^ and the Spite they had cone 
apyiinft thefe two Fellows, for getting fuch a B 
and fufTering no Body to fhare it, made th 
Noife, that thefe Men were the Criminals. 

T H B R E was found upon BiUeftrij wh 
was feized and fearched, a thitcbGazettey in v 
there was a Para^aph, that aflerted the P< 
who really committed the Robbery, chai^ged c 
Sieur iAnghdiy were adluaUy executed for 
Tiyngs at QrUam^ \ and with this there was i 
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a Note from Gagnardy in which he advifed Bel-- 
hjlre to take Cai^e of himfelf^ and tliat he fhould 
fome way or other take off die Abhede Fontpierre^ 
of whom he had fome Sufpioon. Thcfe Thingji 
made nciucb againft them* , 

The Priejl, Gagnardy endeavoured to defend 
hunfelf in fome Meafure, by faying he was in the 
Country when the Robbery was- committed j but 
flat he had fent up from thence the Keys to BiU 
hfoe^ who got falfe ones made by them, and that 
he had afterwards divided the Spoil -with him. 
Belkftre^ when he was charged with this Matter, 
and asked what Account he cojuld give of the 
ifoney which was proved to be in his Hands, pre- 
tended he had acquired it in the. Army, and that 
he had particularly won two thcufand Livres^ of it 
at Play from a Hujfar. On a ftrift Examination 
of the Stories he told on this Head^ they were 
feund to be downright Falfhoods. 

One would have thought here Wei-e Proofs 
enough againft thefe Villains s confideringhow well 
they tallied, and how. exaftly they fiy>pQCted each 
otho", as a few fufpicious Accidents, and very dark 
andc*fcurc ConjeiSures, had been held fufficient 
for the Conviftion of two Per&ns of fome Coh- 
iCderation in the World ; it could hardly- be fup- 
fiofod th^t much ftronger Proeft fhould. fail againft 
Kipgues of the moft in&mousr Charadter^ and who 
were aWe to fay nothing for themfelves^ which 
had fo much as the Appearaoco of Truth. 

Madamois^lle d'Jnsladc had uiylertaken to 
flbew, by her fecond Tnterpofition, that the Sen- 

j 5 Xsu^c-, 
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tence, whereby her Father and Mother were con- 
<iemned, could not be of any Ufe to BeUeJire and 
Gagnardy and that it ought not to be concludtd 
from thence that they were not the Authors of 
the Fad, fince the Sieur fAnglade and his Wife 
were punifhed as the fole Perpetrators thereof. 
This fecohd Propofition was eftablifh'd, by com- 
paring the dark and ambiguous Circumftances, oa 
wliich thefe two Innocents had fufFered, with the 
clear and evident Proofs, offered in Support of the 
Charge againft Bellejire and Gagnard^ from whence 
the Veracity of this fecond Allegation indifputably 
appeared. 

The Gallows put an End to the wicked Lives 
of thefe abominable Men. Bellejire endured the 
^ejliorty without confefling any Thing ; Gag* 
nard had not the fame Conftancy, or rather Ob- 
ftinacy, he freely confefled his Crime, as did Be- 
lejlre alfo when he came to the Place of ExttUr 
tion. Gagnard faid. That if the Lieutenant Cri- 
minal had examined him at the Time he fearched 
the Houfe, he was under fuch Opprcffion of Mind, 
that he was determined to confefs the whole, and 
to clear thofe innocent Perjons. 

As there was now no longer any; Queftion of 
the Sieur d'jfnglade and his fFife^s Innocence, Ma- 
d^m ^Anglade eafily procured Letters of Revilipn 
to the Parliament. This was a new Suit, wherein t^, 
unhappy Lidy fought fome Reparation for the 
mighty Damage herfelf and Family had fuftained. 
On the other Hand, the t^imnt de Montgomery al- 
ledged he had all along purfued Juftice, and as that 
was his Aim, he ought not to be punifhed for it.. 

To 
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T o give an exaft Detail of all the. Proceeding* 
n this Caufe, would lead us into a lopg and tedi- 
ous Labyrinth, let us content ourfelves therefore 
ivith a View, as concife as may be, of the princi- 
pal Things alledged on each Side, and of the moffi 
cogent Aliments, and moft authentick Autho- 
rities, which appeared in the Progrels of this De- 
bate. 

To begin thin with the CountV Defence. 

The unfortunate State of ih&Sieur d^Angtaie^ 
and his Family^ has excited Compaflion. The 
Publick has deplored their ' Deftiny, the Count de 
Montgomery himfelf has endured the moft pungent 
Affliiftion, for having been the innocent Caufe of 
their Misfortunes. The' innocent Caufe he may 
:ertainly be called, for nothing . crimiiml qan be 
:hargeQ on him. The Accufatiotj was a Misfor- ' 
tune on him, as well as upon them. A Perfon 
robbed of fo confiderable a Sum as this, might 
very well be follicitous to find " out the Thief, nor 
was it to be ejcprels'd that this Nobleman ' fliould 
have more Penetration in a Cafe of this Nature^ . 
than the Judge, whofe proper O^e it was td ' 
take Cognizance thereof. ^^

This is theEffeilof the Miferyand Ignorance 
of Man, i't is an Evil infeperable from hin^ not to be 
infallible. The Situr (fAnglade. and his It^ye were 
ihefirfl Accufers of themfelves, a Conikience too 
a8e6l^ at the BogiUining, foUow'd. by Weaknefs 
and T-rerafeling, the Variations and Cpntradidtion? 
«£ both Hufbai^ and Wife^ and the other. Su^i-

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cions, which they gave by their Conduft, accaftd 
them, before the Count of Montgomery brougitt 
any Charge ag^nft th^b, they ought thereibnf 
to be kxAed on as the Authors of their own Dis- 
grace* 

Madam fAngladi^ in accuiu^ the Count of 
Montgomety^ and in employing ag^wft lum Ex- 
preffions the moft violent, fhewsus plainly tlat 
how juft foever her Grief may be, yet fhc can- 
not hdp nofinglii^ m the moft reafenabb ASiboSy 
the £fl|^ of P^on, and Motives the moft im- 
juft s and that Anger and Inteteft as ftior^ Iih 
fluence her preiimt ConduA, as the Derare of 
vindicating her Inneance^ and the Zeal ihe has 
for the Memory of her Hu/band. 

Thb CmMt afterwaids imdertakei to prove, 
firft^ That all the Circumftances of this Accu£h 
don concur in ihewmg Ihs Int^rity ia this fiufi- 
iieiS) where lie oply followed the Circui^tanoes 
pointed out by the Judges, and fumiihed by the 
Accufed themielves. Sicondfyy That an Error 
which had deceived the Magiftrates, and the Pub- 
Kck, could not juftly be made the Foundation of 
an Action for Damages. 

The Truth of the Robbery, being acknow- 
ledged on all Hands, ferved to prove the Upright' 
nefi of the Count of MMgrnery^ nor can it be 
prefumed that he would have mewn any Indul- 
gence towards thofe who were re^ Guilty, iince 
if be had profecuted them at that Tune, he would 
certainly have recovered all that was ftolen from 
him, the wh(de not being diffipated even when 
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Gagnard and Bellejin were taken ; whereas, by 
profecuting an innocent Man, he quitted a certun 
R^tution, to wait the Event of an Accufatiofl 
very dangerous and very uncertian. 

The Complaint of the Count oi Mmigwnery 
proves plainlv, that he had no Defign to accufe 
th» Sieur ^Anglade or his Lady, it carrying in it a 
Demonftration of the Cmnt\ Mildnefi and Mode- 
ration, even in the Midft of his Grief, for fo great 
a Lo6. He fpeaks Aerein only of the Robbery 
committed, and his Suipidon that it muft have 
beoi done by Somebody within the Houfe; but 
in the Midft of the Emotion, natural on fuch an 
Occafion, he names Nobody. 

In Reipcft to the Sieur fAngladi and his 
^po^fi-i many odd Circumftances appeared, they 
were not ignorant of his having the Money in the 
Houfe, for they had propofed to him a Method of 
employing it to hb Advantage ; they made ufe of 
frivolous Excuies to avdd going to USt Cmnf% 
Countiy-Seat ; at their Departure they had the 
K^ or the Street-Door given them. ThsLt the 
Siiur ifAnghdi fuj^sed mth them the Night of 
the Robbery, which was not ufual with him ; that 
he was beft acqiminted of an^ Body with the 
whole Houfe, havii^ himfelf hved in the Apart- 
floent, at that Time poilefled by the Sieur de 
Abntgomery ; and as th? Robbeiv could not be 
committed, but by the help of mlfe Keys, diere 
s^speared ftrong Reafon to mfped the Sieur iAn^ 
guide. However, the Count de Montgomery never 
accufed him 'till after he had made (as it were) an 

Ofiering 
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Offering of himfelf to Juftice, and the Lieutenant 
Criminal fufpefted that he was guilty. 

Madam ffJnglade did tell him in Confidence, 
that he ought to feize his / 'diet de Chamhre^ arid 
fearch his Room, in order to fee if there was not 
fomething hid there. The Precipitation, with 
which this Gentlewoman accufed the Man, whom 
the Count de Montgomery did not at all fufpeft, 
furprized the Judge, he knew that that Valet ie 
Chambre had foUow'd his Mafter into the Country; 
and he told Madam ^Anglade of this, as foon as 
Ihc had fuggefted that he might be guilty j butihe 
anfwercd, that it was not impoflible for him to 
have left a Perfon concealed in his Kbom, who 
might have perpetrated the Fadl in his Abfence, 
and that (he had heard it faid, that the Door of 
this Man's Chamber was found fhut too, but not 
locked. 

Th is Obfcrvation of the Door's being open, 
and the S^iggeftion that fomething might be found 
in that Room, where in Truth fomewhat was 
found, was a violent Prefumption that Madam 
UAngiace, knpw more , of the Matter than fliC 
duglitj/jJefides, according .to 'the.iiLemark oi \H> 
Le Nain^ Reportejj^rtotHeiPajfli^iijkent, M\:&yFcr^[ 
meny-i /w}ioiii. ilVdadam;. Z^'^-^«^iy^^ -actvfed^ 9Qjild- 
not pJpflibly beguilt:y,ibpcaufeihe^had not Uie Keysi 
of tbe'Strcct-Door, and could not therefore carry 
away any Tiring - that was. ilqllenj the fame. 
Thing migjit.bre faid. as to any Perfou who was;

The Lieutenant Criminal^ after having taken 
a View of the Place where the Robberv was 
committed, was conduced by the Sieur d^Anglade 
into his own Appartment,^ and afterwards into his 
Store-Room ; Madam d'Jnglade did not go up, 
becaufe fhe faid flie was weak and out of Order. 
This Excufe, which did not appear to be well 
founded, was obferved- by an exadl Judge, who 
laid together even the fmalleft Circumftances,. in 
order to difcover the Authors of this Crime. 

The Sieur d^Jnglade opened in this Store 
Room of his a Trunk, in which were fome I-»in- 
nen. Parchment, and other Things, and among 
thefe were found Sixty Louis d'Ors in a Roleau^ 
ibme coined in the Year 1686, fome in the Year 
1687, wrapped up in a Piece of Paper. This 
I)ifcovery appeared a very confiderable Circum- 
ftance to the Lieutenant Criminal^ becaufe the 
Count de Montgomery^ bad fpccified in his Com- 
plaint, that he had been robb'dof a hunc^j-ed Louis 
iOrs in a Roleau. Thefe Coins were very fcarce. 

Two Circumftances fupported the Sufpi^ion 
drawn from hence, the firjl was^.that on the 
Lieutenant Criminafs demanding of the Sjeur 
fAnglade how he came by thefe pew Louis d^jOrs^ 
he.promifed to giye a good Account; but after- 
wards fpoke ' confufedly, and with uncertainty. 
Secondly, while he counted thefe Louis d^Ors into 
his Hat, his Hand trembled, upoii" which he faid 
Laughing, and by way of Raillery, See. my Hand 
Shakes, " ' - 

All 
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Al L the Learned, who have fpoke as to cri- 
minal Matters, have regarded Fear in a Perfon ac* 
cufed, his chan^g Colour and Trembling, afr 
Sgns of Guilt, and ftrong Symptoms of the Im* 
quity of the Heart The Scripture itfelf inftxrmi. 
us. That the Guilty furmjb by tbeif FearSy ih 
Means of their own Condemnation, It is vexy 
true that they agree alfo, that the Prefence of a 
Judge may caufe a Tremor in an innocent Fta> 
fon of a weak Difpofition. But the Sieur tin* 
glade had teltified fo high a D^ree of Courage, 
at the coming in of the Lieutenant Criminal^ ^ 
it was impollible to impute his Trembling to any 
Fear, an innocent Pedbn might be imder kx mi 
of an Accufation, but rath^- as the £fie£l of aa 
unquiet Confcience, which in Ipite of a faBe.Bka? 
rtry forced this Sign of Trouble within. 

Madam d'Jnglade ought to accufe her own 31 
i^ortune, the Louis dfOrs in the Rokau^ tl^ equivo- 
cal AnfSvers of her Hu^and, andhk trembliogi 
wWch fuccecding an extraordinary Affiirance, de^ 
termined the Opinion of the Judge, and form'd a 
flsrwig Prefumption againft the Sieur ^Jngkik 
And tho^ it may be laid that we find all tbdb 
Orcumftances to have been falfe at this Iby \ Tit 
as Men have no other Guides than their Int^ntji 
and thele Judgments, they were very excufibte 
for what they then did ; becaufe the Lieutenant 
Criminal^ in fuppofing the Sieur d^Jnglade guilty^ 
foppofed only what all the World would havi 
thought in a Cafe of die like Nature. 

All 
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All thefe Inftance^ haying been obfoved bf 
be Usutinaftt CrimimUj previous totbeCountof 
^^Mg^tmrfs chaining d^ Sieur iMglad^^ they 
brock that Judge fo forcihly^ that he toM IMbr. and 
lilrs. ^Anglade^ that eitlxr thejr €x>inmitted the 
Elobbery or he. Thit^ were in thig State when 
ht Count «of Montgmury charged both Hufband 
vai Wife^ and Atfely aothii^ but Phidence^ good 
Seaie, and Regacd fc^ Yob Intereft^ eouU baye <k 
)Iiged him thereto. 

He faw himfelf in the Midft of a Number of 
'erfons, feme of whom be knew muft haire been 
;uil^ of this Rfibberj, yet there was no con* 
isong Proofs who they weit^ if therefhre dw 
^^iiur tAngkdi and his Wilfe to(d[iuch Stqis,. as 
orced them into the Hands of JufHce^ and nxade 
hem appear giult;^ in the Eye of their Judg^ was 
he Count of MmtgnMrf oblige to be blind 
thefe Circumftances, and to all hopes of Refti-^ 
otion, in Refpefl toio amfideraUe a Lofi. 

But there were otha: Proofi of his Int^rity,. 
he Hufband and Wife were interrogated feperate- 
f 9 as to the Lum iOrij the Hufband declared 
wX he had never acquainted his Wife with die 
aying up that Gk>ld ; the Woman affirmed, that 
te did know of their laying up, and that they 
)ad counted them often together ; the Hufband 
akl, that it was three Weeks or a Month fmce he 
lad touched them j the Wife acknowledged that 
t was not above four Days ; thefe Contradiftions 
appeared to the Judge Circumllances very ftron^y 
^inft them, though they could not be looked upon 
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as Proofs of their direftly taking away the hundred 
Louis d'Ors^ belonging to the Count \ if the giving 
heed to Things of this Nature be anwft, then the 
Ufage of all Tribunals, ^nd the received Maxiras 
of the moft equitable Courts, muft at once be fet 
afide, fince according to them Contradidtions are 
always allow'd to imply Guilt.

Is it poflible after this, to reproach the Count <&■ 
Montgomery^ for having let jQip Gagnard^ who was; . 
the real Criminal, in order to fall upon diefe inno- 
cent Perfons ? Was it poflible for the Count to 
make himfelf Mafter of a Secret at that Time

impenetrable in its Nature, fince Bellejlre^ in his 
laft Words affirms, that what he did was only 
known to his Accomplice and to God Almighty ? 
The. Dame d^Anghde acknowledges herfelf,* that 
. it was" by a kind of Miracle the Truth was at laft 
brought to Light, while fuch ftrong Sufpicionsfub- 
fifted againft M. tAnglade and his Wife \ could k 
be expefted from the Count de Montgomery ^ that 
he fliould .feize upon Bellejlre^ of whom he knew 
nothing at all ; Gagnard had followed him into 
the Country, Madam tAnglade never ihfmuated 
any Sufpicion of him, if fhe thought him guilty, 
what hindered her fpeaking ? Efpecially when me 
direftly attacked the VaUt de Chamhre^ who ap- 
pears to have been abfolutely Innocent. 

I F the Count de Montgomery had no Sufpicion 
of his own Domefticks, it v^^as becaufe moft of 
them had been with him in the Country, and as 
for thofe who remained in Town, Gagnard and 
Bellejire have fully julHfied their Innocenpe, whom 
then could he fufpcdl.? The Sufpicions at that .

Time were ftrong againft M, ^Jnglade and his 
f^ife^ in the Opinion of the Lieunnant Criminalj 
and it was therefore very natural to admit the Ser- 
vants, who were unfufpedled, to give Evidence* 
againft Perfons formally accufed. 

When the Sieur ^Anglade fuggefted againft 
^t Lieutenant Criminal^ that he had not done his 
ppty, becaufe he did not examine thefe Pome-* 
ticks ftriftly, the Court refufed to take any No- 
ice of fo frivolous a Reafon. . 

Several Variations and Contradidtions, in- 
o which the Sieur d^Anglade fell in his Interroga- 
ories, and the little Sincerity he fhew'd in fpeaJc- 
ng of his Fortune and EfFeas ; his Afiurance^ in 
fluming the Rank of a Gentleman, though he 
jckhowledged he did not know* what Profefficn his 
**ather was of \ his Malignity in alErming> that in 
lis Confcience he believed tiie Lady Montgomery^ . 
>ut of Spite to her Hufband, had confented to 
his Robbery ; that Temerity with which he ac- 
ufed the Counfs Valet de Chambre^ and the Cmn-- . 
^'s Woman, of being concerned therein j the 
idiculous Airs of Vanity he put on, though all 
he World knew they iliited neither with his Birth 
or Fortune ; the magnificent Defcription he gave ; 
f the Caftle tAnglade^ which on Examination 
ppear'd to be only a Heap of Ruins, without a 
hilling of Revenue ; his lending Money upon 
•awns, which appeared by the People's reclaiming 
lem, to whom they belonged \ all thefe were 
rong Circumftances againft him and his Wife ; 
leir different Stories ; their Contradiftions ; the 
dd Fads that came out, and the unaccountable 
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told of hixn, did tx)t take their Rife bm 
tbe Count de Mmigomtry. Why then fhoulddft 
natural Confcquence of them be imputed to Urn 
48 a Crime? 

I T was coniidered that he lived in the Houlc 
where the Theft was committed^ and had diereb|r 
a palpable Oj^sortunity of oerpetrating it ; tbt 
wa9 a probable Caufe or ii4)ecting s again, hisFcr- 
tune was known to be very finall, anfing from a 
little Eftate in Bayonney and the Intereft of thi 
Sum of 6000 LivreSy due to him from the Duke 
di Grammont. He kept however a Coach, had a 
great Number of Servants, lived in a magnificent 
Appartment, and plaid very high, thefe were ud- 
Ittcky Appearances. 

The Sieur d^AngJade had been the prinqBl 
Perfon in that Houfe,^ before the Count d$ Mvd- 
gomery entered it. Th^ Sieur Grimodet^ who had 
lodged under the Sieur tJnglade^ in die veary 
Appartment which the Count had, had tbe Mi^ 
fortune of being robb'd, he loit his Slver Plate, and 
a Key of his Chamber Door. It is true no Body ac- 
cufed the S/^2/ri'^fr^/^ of this Robbery; butfure 
no Body can blame the Count for haying ibme Suf- 
pidon of him, when a fecond Robbery was com- 
mitted in the fame Appartment; nor can it be de- 
nied, that thefe Sufpidons might be well fbrtifyd, 
by the Confideration of the Arts the Sieur dfAng- 
lade made ufe of, to conceal the true State of Ui 
Afiirs, that it might not be known, be v^as picf- 
fed by NecelEty toliicb Pra&ices» 
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is certain that all thefeCircumftanctsaiid Pc5* 
dons were not properly fpeaking Proofs, and 
t was impoffible from them to judge diftiii£tiy 
was the Audior of thefe Crimes ; but in aU 
nal Odes whatfoever, it has been agreed that 
imftances have fome We^t That theoe 
ircumflances fo dear, andfocoodufiye, asto 
nt to Proo&y and that a great Number of du- 
Circumfiances, when &en together, may 
owed to have the Force of a ftrong or clear 
tmftance. It was not to be expedtol that the 
s Courie of Proceedings ihould be altered in 
^afe, or that in Reipeffc to the Sieur^Angladi^ 
Evidence fhould have been rejedted, as wodd 
been heard at leaf): in any other Cafe.

, were certainly fmall Signs of Innocence ; 
•uld be an eafy Mattjcr to quote a Multitude of 
orities from the Civil Law, to prove that 
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Things of this Nature were ever thought fufficient 
to ground an Accufation upon. 

These Things being confidered, it muft in- 
dubitably follow, that the Count de MontgorMTj 
is clear of vXL Blame, if there was fufficient Caufe 
toaccuie, he did no more, therefore he did no- 
thing amifs ; the Confeflion of a Criminal has 
been ^ways looked upon as the cleared Proof j yet 
Cbarondas reports a Cafe, wherein a Hufband, ac- 
cufed of killing his Wife, confefled the Faft, and 
thereupon received Judgment to die ; but was af- 
terwards acquitted, and fet at Liberty, on his 
.Wife's appearing, and thereby proving his Con- 
feffion &Ue. i 

The Event of this Bufinefs has proved the 
Sieur d^Anglade innocent. True. But how does it 
ihew that the Accufation was ill fiamed ? Do they 
pretend to felfify the Circumftancas upon which 
he was accufed ? No ! What then has his Inno- 
.cence to* do with the Count de Montgomerf% Pro- 
fecution ? If that Nobleman had known it, he 
would not have profecuted it ; but not knowing 
of it, and being deceived by Appearances, he did 
profecute him, this was an Error, but no Crime. 

In vdin do they alledge, that the Conftancy o< 
the Sieur fAnglade^ in fuffering the Torture^ ought 
to have pafs'd for a certain Proof of his Innocence, 
nothing can be more equivocal than the Reafon- 
ings on this Subjeft. It is very poflible that guiitj 
Perfons may have Courage enough to ftand the 
Torture^ in -hopes of getting free ; and that fom< 
innocent Perfons may be tempted to accufe them- 
■ . . . felves 
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S8, may we not fey, /that ±e Torture is z Mc^ 
I to fave. Robuft; GrimiDals, and to fend inno- 
t Perfons, of a weak Conftitution out of the 
dd } but the Sieur d'Jnglade refitted this 
al, though his Conftitution was very delicate ; 
fo did Bel/e/lre, in the Cafe of the former it 
Courage, in the Cafe of the latter, it was 
fear of Death which produced Spirits. And 
at the fame Time we fee Gagnard^ when he 
erwent the Teft, readily acknowledged his 
Tie, from the Cogency of Pain, doubtlefs, not 
n the Force of Truth, 

F ever Circmnftances ftnd Prefumptions de- 
ed to be heeded, fiirely they ought to have been 
fidcred here. The Fafl: -was perpetrated m the 
5bt, there was therefore .no precife or formal 
idence to be had, the fame Obfcurity reigning 
:r Faitsi as over the Face of Heaven, at the 
me it was committed^ 
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HIPPOLJTUS of^MirfeiUes, a celebrated 
thor in Ctfel of. this Jfeture lays. That where 
[Irime is very fccret, ifacbras- in a private Rob- 
y. Sentence may be pronounced upon Conjec- 
es, if tliofe Conjeftures are very clear. Fari^ 
ius decides exadly in the fame Manner, in re- 
ft to- Crimes <x)mmitted in ±e Night, and 
lich cannot eafHy.be proved ; for as to thfefe he

JULIUS CLARUS, in his 20th Que- 
rn of hi3: -fifth B0ok; remarks. That Prefump-

Puzuihment ought to be moderated, and that 
flead of fufiering Death, it may fuffice if the < 
sxdnal is fent to the Galleys or whipt.

The Count if Montgdmery proceeded nex 
the Proof of the iecond Propofition, advance( 
his Defence, which was, that though his Ace 
tion prored erroneous, yet it ought not to ot 
him to repair the Sieur d^Anglads^B Family- in 
mages. 

It was urged QotfttsHauLk that the Law

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Charge, and that though it's Severity was very 
great, in Cafes where Profecutions were carried on 
Dutof Malice, yet it if2& ever indulgent to Profe- 
znitore, who erred without Defign, and whofe In- 
tentions were perfedlly right. In Support of this 
Doftrine, they urged the following Teffimony from 
Ae Civil Law. 

- ** H E who proves not his Accufation, is not 

** always to be regarded as a Calumniator, the De- 

** dfion of this Point ought to reft upon the 

•* Judge, who having difcharged the Perfon ac- 

^ cufed, ought next to examine the Motives that 

^ induced tiie Profecution, if he find the Profe- 

^' cutor afted merely through a Miftake, then he 

** ought to difcharge him likewife ; but if he dif- 

** cern in his Proceedings a malicious Intent, then

** ferves." Various other Authorities of the like 

Nature, too long to be inferted here, were cited to 

cftablilh the fame Maxim. 

I T was farther urged, that the Count de Mont^ 
^gmery ftood properly not fo much on his own De- 
fence, as in Defence of the Sentence of that Court, 
'Wherein the Sieur cTAnglade and. his Wife were 
Condemned. In fentencing the Perfons accufcd 
(faid the Advocite for the Count) the Court adopted 
the Error of the AcCufer, and thereby rendered 
themfelves accountable, and jultify'd him ; ought 
itJo be expefted that the Count flaould be clearer in 
this Matter than the Judges, who believed the Sicur 
JJngladc and his Wife guilty ? If the Court, with 
all the Circumfpedtion, Exaclnefs and Application, 
vifible in its Proceedings, could not penetrate the

effcflually wipe off thofe Stains which t 
in the firft Prcrfecution had thrown on 
and on that of her Husband, what othi 
pence tlien ought they to have ? . 

T o fet this Cafe in a proper Light 
Decilion of Parliament was granted, 
pronounced in the Prefence of King 
and the Duke of Sffvrf, the Matter in 
flood thus. 

« JOHN PROS% being affi 
** Paris^ hb Mother, led by certain ful] 
*' cum(hnces, chai^d Htnry Bellinger 
*' in lyhofe Houfe her Son lodged, wil 
•• der, and in the Courfe of her Profei 
** involved Bellinger'^ Wife and his Ma 
" The unhappy Man feultered fo much 
" fwers, and fell into fuch palpable 
*' and Ccaitradi^ons. that he was adiuc 
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"Two Thieve convifted fat capital Crimes^ 
when they came to fuffer Death, acknowledged 
&at they had af&ffinated John Projl. Bellinger 
thereupon demanded Reparation and Damages 
againft the Mother ; but by Sentence of Parlia- 
ment he was only declared Innocent, and had 
neither Reparation nor Damages, it Wng the 
Opinion of his Judges, that the Profecuti^x was 
in an innocent Error, and did nothing which 
deferved either Cenfure or Punifliment. 

There was cited on this OccaficMi another 

:traordinary Sentence in the fame Court, whicli 

as thought to come ftill clofer to the prefent 

Dint. *' Charles Bligny was condemned to fuffer 

Death, by Sentence of the Bailiff of Bourg^- 

Reinej for Murder. By an Arret of the 5th of- 

June^ 1 643* his Sentence was moderated, and he 

condemned to xh^Galkys. He obtained Letters 

of Revifion in the Month of OoMer^ in the fame 

Year, wherein he demanded a free Pardon, toge- 

* ther with Relief againft Louis a Roujfelet^ Widow 
' of Nicholas Huot, who was his Profecutrix. 

* He likewife demanded Damages againft the 
' Judge of Bourg-la-Reine. The Parliament, by 
' an Arret of the 6th of June^ 1646, admitted 
^ the Fadts offered in Juftification of Bligny^ and 
^ declared him innocent ; but by their dilinitive 

* Sentence on the 20th of May^ 1650, after hear- 

* ing all Parties, they difmifled the Judge of 

* Bourg-la-Reine^ and the Profecutrix, from any 

* farther Attendance, without condemning them 

* to make a Reparation, or pay any Damages.'*

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O N the whole therefore it was inferrM by K 
fTarterin^ Advocate for the Count de Montgormrj^ 
from Reafon, and from Authority, from the Civfl 
Law, and from the Laws of France^ that his Client 
was not at all accountable in this Cafe ; for what 
had happen'd to the Sieur ffAnglade and his 
Wife, fince in Cafe the Court fhould be of ano- 
ther Opinion, inftead of performing their firft Er- 
ror, they would commit a fecond of the fame kind, 
and pumfli the Count de Montgomery as unjuftljf 
as they had the Sieur tAnglade and his Wife | 
wherefore he concluded that the Court would leave 
Things as they were, and confirm to the Lady 
d^Anglade^ and her Daughter, the Sentence, where- 
by the Reputation of the Sieur d^Anghde was re- 
ftored, without condemning a Profecutor to die 
Payment of Damages, which he ha3 never oc- 
cafioned, that is voluntarily, which is the Orcum- 
ftance neceffary to the conftituting a legal, or an il- 
legal Aft. 

The Advocate of the Dame d^Anglade was 
heard, in Anfwer to the Allegations offered on the 
Part of the Count de Montgomery^ it was fu^pft- 
ed in the Behalf of this unfortunate Widow, that 
the prefent Conlroverfy was yet more ftrange than 
tlie melancholy Event from whence it took Rife, 
two innocent People have been treated as Crimi- 
nals, and the unjuft Punifhnients which they have 
fuffer'd, has excited Aftonilhment and Compaffion 
throughout all France ; thefe haplefe People look 
ivith Horror on thdt Profecutor^ and fly to the 

fuftice of the 'Nafiou iot ^vlccovm: -wA ^^\^. 
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'he Count de Montgomery comes and acknow- 
3S that, he did purfue and profecute two inno- 
People, that he laboured with indefatigable

Ma- 
dam d^J?iglade complained of being ill, and the 
Sieur fAnglad^s Hand fliook. 6. There were 
ContradiAions in the £3caminations of the Hiuband 
and Wife. 7. Madam ^fyfo^A?^^ pretended to fuf- 
fpeft the Valet de Chambre^ and adtually pointed 
cut the Place where fix Bags were found of 1000

len the Count de Montgomery was out of his 
dgings, there was no Body below to let him in,* 
J being fo eaiV and natiuul an Anfwer to the 
mand of the Keys, what need of having Re- 
u-fe to diftant and black Defigns, unlefs it be 
tn a Prepofleffion that thefe People were guilty, 
I that every little Cii'Ciunftance ought to prove 
m fo. 

They found Seventy Louis (fOrs in z Roleau^ 
the Trunk of tlie Sieur d^Anglade^ is a Man's 
ing Money a Proof of his having committed a 
bbery ? But the Species was fcarce, this is only 
dged, and the very owning that fo many were 
nd together, is a Proof that fliey were not very 
'ce; the Sieur ^Anglade^ the very Moment 
^ were found, told whde he had them, and 
Perfons whom he named, juftify'd what he faid 
)e true. 

The printed Genealogy'-, in which tliefe Louis 
fs were wrapped, was a Paper fcnt from ii 
ind/er^s Shop to Madam dtAnglade^ fhe namcl 
Woman, and fhe was fent for, the Profecutor 
mphed mightily, when dn her Examination 
faid nothing of this Paper of her own accord ; 
/ever, fhe mentioned it when flie recolledtei 
felf. But the Count of Montgomery falfely af- 
xl that Goxi^ogY belonged to his F^mil^^ an^^

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this he infifted on with great Warmth, againft Af 
Perfons whom he accufed ^ is he not afliamed of 
having aflerted then what he dares not fpeak of 

BOW? 

But Madam fAnglade grew fuddenly ill, and 
the Siiur tAnghdeh Hand trembled when te 
counted the Gold, the Sight of a Judge, who tcxi 
every Thing in a wrong Senfe, and who affed- 
ed to put on Airs of Stemnefs and Severity, 
might vtxy well afinght innocent People, who in 
an Ihflant found themfelves fufpefted, accufed, dif- 
honoured, de&med, where a little before tfiey woe 
treated with the higheft Refpeft and Efteem. The 
Pains they endured afterwards, are the ftrongcft 
Jillflification of their Apprehenfions then. 

A s to the Contradiftions of the Hufband and 
the Wife, with relation to the Seventy Louh iOx^s 
have been often mentioned, but never fpoke out, 
we will examine them. Madam SJnghde faid, 
Ihe knew very well her Hufband had put by fonw 
Louis ffOrs in a Roleau^ that they had countec 
them together, and that die Sieur ^Anglade hac 
faid to her in counting them, S$e^ my Dear^ is w- 
this a fine Coin ? 

The Sieur fAnglade^ on his Examination 
laid, that he was not pofitive that his Wife kne\ 
of his keeping thofe Louis d^ Or s^ that he could nc 
fay he had ever fhewn them to hu? Wife, that i 
was very poffible he might have counted them i 
her Prefence, but he was not certain. Can it b 
faid that a Witnefs who ipeaks indefinitely, contra 
difts another, Y?ViO fTg^ks ^fitively, a dubious Wii 
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Hefs teftifies as much to the Affirmative, aa to the 
Native, if therefore this Circumftance ought to 
have condemned the &ieur (TAnglade^ a parallel 
Circumftance will at all Times condemn a Man . 
Of a treacherous Memory, and render guilty, at 

• -leaft in the Eye of the Law, every one who has 

; not Prefence of Mind. 

The Difcovery which the Lieutenant Criminal 

f made of the Six Bags of a Thoufand Livres each, 

is after he had advifed the Lady ^Anglade not to en- 

t t)cr the Appartments of the Count de Montgomery y. 

appeared to him fo ftrong and folid a Proof, that 

fiom that Time aforefaid, he would never hear of 

any Body's being guilty but they ; nay,- he was 

fo full of it, and fo certaiq, that nothing could 

poffibly perfuade him to examine the very People, 

who lay in the fame Room where the Bags were 

- found ; matchlefs Care and Precaution this ! 

and wonderful Signs thefe of Penetration and Im- 

partialitv ! as well as of an extraordinary Zeal for 

Juftice ! 

Yet give me Leave to fay, that nothing was 
ever more natural, or more prudent, than the Ad- 
vice given by Madam d^Anglade, She juftify'd to 
the Face of the Perfon concerned, that the Coun- 
tejs\ Woman told her the Valet de Chambr^s Room 
was on the Jar, from whence fhe might ealily con- 
clude, that the Perfon who committed the Rob- 
bery might be concealed in that Room, and that it 
might be done by the Confent of that Valet. 

Though this was not true, why might not 
Cagnard have concealed Bellejlre there, for he lay 
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in that Room ? How comes it to pafs that 
fcnable a Conjefture fhould immediately h 
into an Evidence of Guilt ? Or why, at 2 
when every Body was offering their Con 
and Opinions, fhould Madam d'Angl'ade^ 1 
be more a Crime than that of o±ers ? Wl 
dent Mark of a malicious Poifoning every 
ihe faid, glares in the Ufe made of this u 
Circumftance ? A Door is acknowledgpc 
found open, which a Perfon who lay in thi 
iays he left double locked ; one thereupon fi 
the Thief muft have been in that Room, aj 
have left fomething behind him, on Exan 
foipicthing is found, therefore the Perfon wl 
this Confequence was the Thief,, what Re 
is this? 

The Simr d^Anglade fupped with the

A N old Robbery committed in the fame 
mentis another Proof. The Perfon who cor 
this Robbery was convifted, the Sieur ff, 
and his Wife were never fufpedled, and j 
fudden this is made an Aigument that the] 
conmiit this Robbery : Why ? Becaufe th 
ther did commit that>. nor were ever fulpe( 
having committed it ? By the aflembling th 
tumftances it is plain the Count de Men 
refolved they fhould be guilty, and then 
out idle Tales, and trivial Aoions, to mai 
appear fo. M xHa ipio^^^Aei fegm a Mi 
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lo Juftice, iJie Thing is fo evident, and his Con- 
dutl viras io upright, that no Body can doubt it.

r The Parties accufed knew very well tliat the 
J Cmnt had this Money hy him, and they had even 
f:" popofed to him advantagious Methods for putting 
[■- it out. Were not other Perfons acquainted with 
ji .ife having Money ? If they were, why did he not 
1^ liifpefl: them ? Or does he think the advuing him 
^ to put it out of the Houfe, carried the Appearance 
Of Defire to fteal it ? It happens unluckily that 
thefe Circumftances, which to the Cmnt and to 
the Judge appeared fo ftrong, as not to admit of 
Doubt, looked to other People quite another way, 
and if they prove any Thing, prove that the Sieur 
dAnglade and his Wife ought not to be fufpciled. 

The Sieur d^Jngladis Life, Parentage, Eflxite, 
and in fliort every Thing they could think of, was 
looked into, and the Confequence of all this was, 
that it plainly appeared, that he had a Fortune, 
which, by the help of great Oeconomy, enabled 
him to live as he did ; as to the Pledges they tilk 
of,, why did they not fay, that from their om n 
Examinations, it appeared the Money was lent 
without Intereft, and merely with a View of doing 
tinhappy People a Kindnefs, after all their fifting, 
not the leaft Aft of Diflionefty appeared ; fo that 
the fole Caiife of their fufpedting may juftly be 
faid to have been this, that the Sieur cCAnglade 
was One who had never been fulpeiled before. 

As to Madam d^An^lade^ they never pretended 
to fix any Thing either upon her Conduft or Cha- 
jnsiSer 5 and as to living in the Houfe, if tliat 

K 6 Q^lJ^V 
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ought to have afFefted this Gentleman and hL* 
Wife, why ought it not to have afFefted all the 
reft of the Lodgers ? On the whole, the Count 
de Montgomery himfelf admits that each of thefc 
fufpicious Circumftances, taken feperately, proves 
little ; but when taken together, he would have us 
to believe they prove much ; furely this is a fort of 
Rhetorick very new in a Court of Juftice ; and 
methinks it would have a much greater Appearance 
of Reafon, (hould we fay, that a Number of flight 
Circumftances drawn together, prove nothing ; for 
^here a Gentleman's Life and Fortune are at Stake, 
nothing that is flight ought to be received in Evi- 
dence at all, efpecially, if there be not one ftrong 
Circumftance againft him, which was the Cafe of 
the Siair (TJnglade. 

But the Count de Montgomery would fain 
(kreen himfelf behind the Judges, he was once fo 
fortunate as to impofe on a Court of Juftice, and 
he would have you take this for a Reafon, why he 
ought to impofe pn this Court again j he heretofore 
prevailed fo far, as to have two innocent People 
moft feverely treated, and becaufe this was done 
under Colour of Law, he defires the Law may 
not conftrain him to make any Satisfaftion. Very 
extraordinary this ! but what Reafon docs he offer ? 
Why, he fought Juftice, and the Lieutenant Cri- 
minal ought to have done Juftice ? But he miftook, 
and the Judge miftook, the Innocent therefore arc 
to fufler without Redrefs, becaufe if you will cre- 
dit him the Thing could not be helped ; yet of 
his own fhewing the very Reverie of all this ap- 
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I T was the Lieutenant Criminals Duty tahave 
examined every Body in the Houfq, and particu^ 
larly the Counfs Domefticks. Madam ctAnglade 
put him in Mind of this, but for all that he would 
not do it. Why ? The Count de Montgomery 
laid he would anfwer for his Servants. Yet his Ser- 
vants were guilty : And Gagnard acknowledged at 
his Death, Siat if he had been then examined, he 
had confefs'd the Truth. The Count de Mont- 
gomery all this while fought nothing but Juftice, 
he was actuated only by virtuous Motives, he had 
no Picque or Prejudice ! No Prepofleffion againft 
the Sieur d^Anghde and his Wife ! All this may be 
true 5 but it is as true that he afted as if he had. 

A s to the Duty of the Judge, no doubt he 
ought to have performed it, and there is no Rea- 
fon why the Count ought to have been morefharp- 
fighted than He ; but the Count might have let 
him alone, and if he had not thought hunfelf wifer, 
he neerded not to have inftrufted him ; he might 
have heard Madam d^Anglade patiently j he might 
have fuffer'd his Servants to have been examined. . 
Had he any Tendemefs for their Charadters ? Why 
had he none for a Gentleman and Lady's that lodg- 
ed in the Houfe with him, and for whom at fome- 
times he profefled a Friendfhip ? Judges are but 
Men, therefore they may be deceived ; the belt 
way to prevent it, is to let them alone, to allow 
.them to ufe their Reafon freely, and not throw 
Circumltances in their way, which may either 
biafs or embairafs them ; but when this is done, 
and a Judge is deceived, Ihall He who was the 
Means of dec-civipg him plead tliat Deception hi 
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his own Favour ? What was Zeal in the Judge, 
may be Malice in him ? And this proves nothing, 
but that the Judge was too credulous, and the Ac- 
cufer too hafty. From what Motives this Hafte 
fprung, the Wifdom of this Court muft deter- 
mine J we are now come to the Point of Law, / 
which, as the Count de Montgomery's Advocate 
has ftated it, is, that as the Count did not intend 
the Calumny, fo he ought not to repair in Da- 
mages. We will next confider this. 

The Learned in the Laws diftinguifh Calum- 
nies into two Clafles, apparent and prefumed^ an 
apparent Calumny, fay they, is Where the Accu- 
fation comes out evidently to have been founded 
in Malice j a prefumed Calumny is when the Pro- 
fecutor proves nothing, after afliiming to prove a 
great deal, a Perfon who accufes falfely, neither 
informs the Court, nor any Body elfe of his De- 
fign, he keeps that in his Heart as much out of 
Sight as may be, and it is only by Overt-Afts 
that the Publick can difcem any thing thereof. 

The Law prefumes always againft the Accu- 
■fer in Favour of the Accufed, and the beft Au- 
thors have agreed, that in doubtful Cafes the De- 
termination ought to be ever againft the Profecu- 
tor, becaufe of this Prefui.ption of Law. It 
would be eafy to fortify what has been faid, by 
Authorities froni the beft Civilians, even from 
thofe which have been cited by the Counts Advo- 
<»t^ with fo much Applaufe ; but that the Ordi- 
nance Criminel of the Year 1670, which is made 
tlie univerfal l«aw of this Realm> hath fubjedted 
. ' every 
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every Accufer, failing in Point of Proof, to the 
Keparation of the Party accufed in Damages* 

The good Intention, and undefigned Error 
of a Profecutor, who proceeds without Malice, 
ought by no Means to prejudice an innocent Per- 
fon accufed, who ought undoubtedly to be repair- 
ed, inRefpeft of the Infamy, Mifchief and Lofles 
flowing from the falfe Accufation ; there are two 
Cuftoms inviolably preferved in France^ which ef- 
feftually prove the Truth of this Obfervation, 
and eitabliih it as a Principle in Law. 

The firft is, that in Civil Matters the Party 
Caft always pays the Coft, whatever Reafon8,what- 
sver Counfels Opinions might induce him to com- 
mence the Suit ; it is not confidered with what 
Intention, or to what End the Party b^n his 
Procefs, it is fufRcient that the Opinion of the 
Court is againft him, and on this only he is ad- 
judged to pay the Coft. If this be right in Civil 
Cafes, much more ought it to be fo in Criminal 
Profecutions ; for in Civil Gales the utmoft Mif- 
chief a Man can fuffer, is the Lofs of his Fortune, 
whereas a Criminal Profecution, let it be right or 
wrong, aflfeds his Perfon, Fame, and Fortune 
too. 

The other Cuftom I fpoke of is, in the Cafe 
of accidental Slaughter, a Perfon firing at a wild 
Beaft in a Wood, chances unluckily to kill a Man, 
the Prince grants him a Pardon of Courfe j but 
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and yet the Error of this Perfon is more innoccaf 
than diat of a Profecutor without Caufe, 

I T is agreed however, that there are certain 
Cafes in which a Profecutor ought not to pay 
Cofts, or repair in Damages, we will ftate thefe, 
and fee what Similitude there is between them, 
and that which is at prefent in Dd)ate before this 
Auguft Aflembly. 

I F the Crime concern the Perfon of the King, 
or relate to the State, if the Circumftances at the 
fame Time are ftrong enough to create Sufpicions 
in the wifeft Breads, the Juftice of the Com- 
plaint, the Weight of the Publick Intereft, and 
liie Strength of Appearances, free the Profecutor 
in a Matter of this kind, let the Defendant be 
ever fo Innocent. 

I F the Perfon accufed be a Vagabond, if he be 
notorioufly fcandalous, if his Life be liable to Re- 
proach through a Multitude of villainous A6lions? 
Then, tho' he fhould be proved innocent of a par- 
ticular Crime, yet the Flagrancy of his Charadler 
would preferve the Profecutor. 

T F an accufed Perfon be difcharged from the 
Weaknefs of Proofs, and not from the Evidence 
erf" his Innocence, an Accufer, who appears to 
have had good Grounds for what he did, is not 
liable to Damages ; for Daftiiages can only be gi- 
ven to the Innocent, and belong not at all to fuch, 
as only through want of Proo^ are declared not 
guilty ; the Uncertainty here renders the Acquital 
too we^ to fupport an Ailion^ and a Perfon in 
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fuch a Cafe oughtrto be thankful for hisDifcharge^ 
and not think of an Amends, 

The Count of Montgomery is within none of 
thefe Cafes, and confequently if there be no Law 
to excufe him, the general Law before cited muft 
condemn -him ; he is pleafed to demand what 
Grounds they are on which Madam iAnglade 
proceeds ? Have I, fays he, oppofed the reftoring 
the Charafter of her and her Husband i Am I 
not ready to repay the Money received from thefe 
Confifcations ? Is this Lady fo unreafonable as Jo 
exoedl to enrich herfdf by the Spoils of a Perfon 
who fought Juftice, and intended no Hurt. 

• 

W H A T a mighty Favour was it in the Count 
de Montgomery in Hot oppofing the Juftification of 
IVladam d^Jnglade^ and die Memory of her Hus- 
band, when all the World acknowledged their In- 
nocence, and when not the Execution only, but 
the Confeflion of the real Criminals has put it out 
of Diipute. How could he do otherwife than re- 
ftore them thofe Goods which they had forfeited 
Upon an unjuft Accufation ? Nay, why (hould he 
refufe to reftore the juft Value of them, as they 
Hood at the Time they were defpoiled of them ? 
Does he pretend to excite the Compaffion of the 
Judges, by fuggefting that he has been already 
§x)iled ? How much more have thefe unhappy In- 
nocents been ipoiled by his ill-grounded Accufa- 
tion ? 

But by the way, my Lords, why does the 
Count prefent himfelf before you as a Perfon fpoil- 
ed and diftreffed ? Has he not got feven or eight 
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thoufand Lwres^ which were Tn the 'Hands of 
Belle/fre, who robbed him ? Has he not his Pearl 
Necklace worth 4000 Livres ? Did he not find 
fix Bags of a thoufand LtT^res each, whereby his 
Lofs is reduced to 12000 Livres at mod? And 
what is fuch a Lofs (the greateft Part of which 
he fuffer'd by his commencing an unjuft Profe- 
cution) compared with that Abyfs of Mifery and 
Diftrefs into which thefe unhappy Innocents have 
been plunged? 

But, my Lords, whatever his Sentiments majr 
be now, what were they when he carried on te 
Profecution with fo much Vigour? When he 
ipared no Pains? When he fuffered nothing to 
efcape which' might fatiate his Vengeance? Was | 
he fatisficd, my Lords, with having the haplefi | 
Sieur d^Anglade put to the Torture, ordinarv and 
cfxtraordinary, and condemned to the Gallevs? 
No ! He would needs be the Spedtator of his Mi- 
fery, and went to glut his Eyes with the Sight of 
him, fighmg under Chains, mingled with a Mob 
of IVEfcreants as their proper Companion ! Where 
was the Innocence of the Counfs Heart then ? 
Went he thither to look for Juftice ? Why did he 
not urge this as a Proof that he had no Pique a- 
gainft the Sieur ^Anglade ? But flopped he here 
my Lords ? No, he went and feafted himfclf wiA 
the Mifery of Madam d^Anglade and her Daugh- 
ter, finking under the Weight of Infamy andl 
Want, in a naufeous Prifon ! Nay, his Refentment 
ended not with the Life of the Sieur d^Anglade ! 
He endeavoured to mifreprefent the firft Difcove- 
ries of the real Thieves ! And he now refiifes to 
do Juflicc to ahapkfeVJoraaxx^ ^xA ^ ¥^.tlverlefs 
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M \ Become fo through his Temerity and 
idiftivenefs, though f^rovidence has fo maniffeff- 
interefted itfelf in then- behalf, and by pre- 
mg in the Hands of the Thieves his Necklace 
Pearl, produced a mate Teftimony more cogent 
n all the living Witnefles in the World. 

But, my Lords, the Count de Montgomery 
uld prejudice you againft my Clients, by cry- 
; out with Tranfports ! if in this Caufe I fufFer, 
;o will feek hereafter for Jiiflice ? If MiftakeS 

to pafs for Crimes ? If after being fpoiled and 
ib'd People are to be afraid of charging any ? 
hat Thefts will be concealed ? How many 
Ity People will efcape ? True, my Lords ! But 
die Piques and groundlefs Sufpicions may con- 
nn, who may be Innocent ? Your Lordfbips 
tiot fo much here to punifh Offenders, as to 
refs the Injured ! Was the Count de Montgih 
J robb'd ? Did that provoke him to feek Ju- 
e ? And would he Have the Truth of the Fafls 
:ufe all his fublfequent Proceedings ? What then 
11 be faid for my Clients ? Have they felt no- 
ng ? Have their Wrongs no Weight ? Or would 

Count de Montgomery pretend a Privilege 
complaining, and at the. fame Time ftop the 
xiths of thofe who have fuffered ten Thoufand 
tnes as much ? Can he thinb] it reafonable they 
uld fuffer by Miftake, and he not fuffer for it ? 
nfider my Lords ! Confider what the Publick 
iks of this Afiair ? Let the good Wiflies of the 
ife ! The Prayers of the Religious ! The Tears 
\ whole Audience \ The Voice of a whole Na- 
1 move you to Pity ! But why fliould I intreat 
1? LooJ^ on thefe Innocents! R^emgcobtt the 
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Sieur d^Anglade^ his Courage and his Tortures f 
His Patience at his Death \ His Appeal to Hea- 
ven, and the loud Call of the Almighty, by the 
Difcovery of Bellejire and Gagnardy to^o his A^je- 
mory and his Family Juftice ! Here, my Lord4 
we leave it, nor can we doubt that fo grave an 
Aflembly will redreis a Wrong,* on which all-. 
France cries Shame. 

The Court having confidered what had been 
olBFered by the Count de Montgomery ^ and what 
had been reply'd on the Part of Madam iAngldit 
and her Daughter, made the following Ediflf

JF it be true that XJrbam Grander 
J was innocent of the Crime of M,i- 
i giciy as all the grave Part of the 
I World, and all the Learned unani- 
\ mouliy agree, v/hat Opinion are wc 
" to have of the Nuns of Loudun^ . 
who were faid to be pejfeffedy and whofe Poffeffton 
was attributed to this Man ? What mull we mink 
of the Exerdfts vi-ho pretended to difpeffefi thenii 
and of the Judges who condemned liim ? 

I F we acquit Grandier it will follow that thefe 
Pojfeffiom were mere theatrical Rcprefentationa, 2 
Jcmd of Comedy prefented before the whole King- 
dom, which however proved at laft a Tragedy, 
by the terrible Death of the unfortunate Grandie*, ■ 
How thefe Nuns and their Exoreijii were capa- 
ble of contriving and executing with fuch Suc- 
cefs, (and for a confiderable Space of Time) to 
bold a Thing as this, whereby they deceived 
.not the Mob and the Ignoraot only, but the In- 
quifitive alfo, and Peribns of the higheft Di- 
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ftinftion ? How the Judges came not to 
trate, or if they did, to wink at fo horrid a 
of Iniquity ? How they were drawn to fa( 
an innocent Man, againft whom no legal P 
appeared, to the Malice of a haughty Mini 
And how they fhould agree fo unanim 
therein as to have no Diflenfions or Di/putc 
mong themfelves, in the tranfadting this A 
muft rather remain Matter of Wonder than 
je6l of Enquiry, fince the fecret Springs of 
myfterious Proceedings were laid too deep t 
fathom'dby thofe who were Speftators of thi 
Bufineis, and have been too induftrioufly 
cealed for Pofterity.to trace their Source. 

Without troubling myfelf with ind 
Refearches, and uncertain Conjeftures, I fhal 
deavour with the utmoft Accumcy and ftri 
Impartiality to give my Readers fuch a E 
of the Matters of Faft, relating to this ext 
dinary Afiair, a^ will ( I hope ) enable ther 
judge for themfelves, and to difcover that Ti 
for which, if the Judges fought at all, they fo 
in vain. 

LOU DUN is a little Town of Poim 
■which tliere was fettled a Houfe of Urjulifies, 
the principal End of that Order is the Inftru< 
of Youth, they took into their Houfe Boar 
In 1 632, they had for the Direilor of their ( 
fciences a very able and honeft Man, Mr. Mat 
After his Death, if they fell into great Error 
refpeft to fpiritual Things, they were at the : 
Time no lefs diftrefled in Point of temporal ( 
fcms i fome of. the , younger Nunsy in cor 
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771th their Boarders, had entered into a Scheme 
:o flight the reft, and to divert themfelves, hj 
oialdDg thefe Iimoqcnts belieye the Houle was. 
haunted. 

MART AUBW^ being a Boarder, then be- 
tween 16 and 17 Years old, was one of the prin- 
cipal Aftors in this Afiair, as (he herfelf confefled, 
not oncfe or twice, or flightly, or without Cir- 
cumftances, but very frequently, V£ry diftindllv, 
and without ahy Variation in her Tale, 'till fa& 
leached her Sixtv-fifth Year, about which Time 
Ihe died. By afting thefe Gambols, Mary Aubin 
and her Companions fitted tliemfelves for the 
Performance of more important Mifchiefs. 

JOHN MIGNON, Canon of the Colle- 
giate Church of the Holy-Crofi at Loudun^ was 
chofen to fucceed Moujfaty as die foiritual Guide 
t>f thefe Urfulines. He was a fubtil Man, one who 
iffefted an extraordinary Piety, butinafmuch as he 
lid not difcourage the Prajftices juft now ipoken of, 
ie was fufpeded, not without Grounds of coufl- 
:enancing and directing them, with a View of 
"uining, by their Means, the unhappy Grahdier^ 
svho was his capital Enemy. 

A s to what it is neceflary for the Reader to 
know of this Grandiery in order td^ comprehend 
the Charge brought againfthini, it may fuflice to 
(ay, that he was the Son of an honpft worthy 
Vtkoii^xht Notary-Royal zl Sables^ born at Rwe^ 
reSy which is but a little way from that fmall 
Town. It was pretended that he had been in- 
ftrufled in Ma^ui by his Father^ and G&«* 

Vol. L L Grandur 
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Cratiditr his Uncle, a Prieft. But as the Inhab 
tants of SauteSy where they both lived, unan 
xnoufly teftified that they were Perfons of ga 
Charaders, and inofiennve Lives s this muft b 
Jook'd on as a Calumny. 

VRBAN GRANDIER ftudied under th 
Jefuits at Bourdeawc^ and they had a great Kind 
ncfs for liim, on Account of his fine Parts. It i 
veil enough known that thefe Fathers have ai 
extraordinary Tendemels for fuch of their Pupik 
us give early Tokens of their Love to Learning; 
and that they are fond of tranipjanting fuch Pro- 
miiing Shoots into their Society. But astoGrj*- 
-^ier tliey were, it feems, of Opinion, that he 
would be more ufeful to them in the World, foi 
which Reafoo they prefented him to the Qiurd 
of St. Peter du Marche in Loudun^ x)f which thcj 
were Patrons, He had alfo a Prebend of the 
Church of the Holy-Crofs. Thefe two Benefice 
filled many of the Ecclefiafticks in the Neigh- 
bourhood with Envy, of which Grandier himfdl 
was fo fenfiblc, that in the midft of his Misfor* 
tunes he was wont to fay, That amon^ thofe tvh 
/pught his Riiiriy as fme hated his Perfin^ fo ether, 
had theirs Eyes on ins Preferments. 

H E was (as to his Perfon) of an exadl He^t 
He had an agreeable genteel Air, managed ever] 
Thing with •much Addrefs, and was extreamlj 
neat and exaft in whatever he wore, and in hi 
Mannw'of wearing it He always appeared in a lonj 
Habit, and it is not eafy to defcribe his Manna 
of converJiiigy which was at once Inilrudtive am 
jnteriaining. He joined in his Difcourfe an £»&• 
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lefs of Ipeaking with an Elegance of Terms. He 
leligbted in preaching, and he really preached 
^ell. The Monks hzXsA him, becaufe he declared 
limfelf in his Pulpit againft Confraternities, and 
)Iamed fuch as neglected going to Mafs to their 
Parifli Church. The Monks were exceeding/ 
liipieafed on another Account, viz. lis Faculty 
af Preaching, in which undoubtedly he much ex- 
celled them. Thus if his Parts g^ed him Friends 
and a Support, they alfo drew on him Envy, 
which, aflijfted by his .own Imprudence, drew on 
Kuin. 

H E compofed a Funeral Oration for Scevola of 
St. Martha. This Work is much efteemed for 
the Strokes of Eloquence, with which it abounds^ 
and which domonftrate its Author to have beea 
a Man of Wit and Genius. Among his Friends 
he was a pleafant eafy Companion, but toward* 
his Enemies he carried himfelf with much Haugh- 
tinefs and Difdain. He was ftcady in his De- 
£gns, jealous of his Cliaradler, and one who wa» 
intradtable in Points where his Intereft was con- 
cerned. He repelled Injuries with fuch Violence, 
as to make his Enemies irreconcileable, of whom 
it was his great Misfortune to have a large Num- 
ber to deal with. 

I F Grandier was innocent as to Magic k, he 
was far from being fo with refpefl: to Gallantry. 
On the contrary he gave hinifelf a Loofe that 
way. Hence it came to pafs, that among his Ene- 
mies, Rivals, Paflionate Fathers, and outragious 
Hufbands, diftinguifli'd themfelves, he having pro- 
Tok'd the Indignation of thefc' totovi&few^^ ^^jsy 
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plc, hyhis amorous Diipofltion, the frequency and 
fuccefi of his Loves. M. Seguin^ a Phyfician of 
Tours^ fiiys in :his 'Letter inferted in the Mercury^ 
that even the Tartizans of Grandier owned hi 
being addidled to Amours. Menage^ who under- 
took his Defence, when it was objedM that 
lie had con verfed criminally with a Woman in tbi 
Church, does not deny it. Monconis lays, that 
tills Woman vras the Wife of one of the A^'- 
ftrates of Lotidun. However much of this migjit 
be fpite, tho' fomewhat might be true. An ex- 
cellent Caution to the Cleigy of all Churches to 
be careful in every Point of theh: Conduft ! 

I K fpite of the Coquetry of his Heart, he had 
a reigning Miftrefs, with whom it was Ihrewdly 
fofpeded he had contradled what is called a "Mar- 
riage of Confcience, and that to obviate her Seni- 
pies, he compofed, A Treatife againji the Celitacf 
of Priefts^ which was found among his Pipcra ; 
and ihefe Conjeftures turned upon Magdelain di 
Bi'aij who was known to be his intimate Friend. 
But he was fo cautious, that he never mentioned 
her Name, and to fay the Truth, he was no lefs 
prudent in refpeft to all the other Girls and Wo- 
men with whom he converfed intimately, fo that 
their Reputations could not fuffer from any Indif- 
cretions of his. 

The Idea we muft have of a Pridt fo gallant, 
will naturally give us to underftand, that he T^as 
at the lame Time not over pious j however, it 
does not follow, that tho' his Heart was very cor- 
rupt, all Principles oi Religion were utterly ex- 
4inguiflied there, Bia "SiEvoxv fox Women^ tho* it 
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governed him in fuch a Manner as to lead him 
into mighty Offences, yet it left him fome No- 
tions of his Duty to God, fuch aa they were, this 
we have Reafon to believe from the Condition in 
which we find other Chriftians addided to the 
fame Vice, who neverthelefs are far enough from 
entertaining impioua Opinious, fo diat his Debau- 
chery admitting what his Enemies faid to be true^ 
could be no proof of his being a Magician^ 

I N 1620, he gain'd a Procefs in the Officiality 
of Poitiers againft. a Prieft, whofe Name was 
Afouierej whom he ufed with fuch Rigour on that 
Occafion, that the Man hated htna Yehemently 
ever afterwards, 

H £ had the fame Succefi in a Suit between him 
and the Canons of the Church of the Holy-^ro/s^ 
shout a Houfe they difputed with him, and on 
this Occafion he ufed one Mignany a Canon, who 
follicitcd for his Brethren, with fuch inveterate In- 
folence, that he conceived for him fo bitter an A* 
verfion, as to refolve to let no Occafion flip, of 
doing him a Mifchief. 

GRJNDIER likewife incun'd the Difplea- 
fure of the whole Family of M. de Barot^ Pifeli- 
dent of the Commiffioners of Taxes, and Uncle 
to Mignon ; this Gentleman, in a Difference he 
had with him, Grandier had treated with great 
Contempt, and as One far below him. The Pre- 
lid^nt being very rich, and Childlefs, all his Rcla- 
- tions had great Expedancies, and for this Reafon 
made their Court to him, by fhewing on all Occa- 
Cons their Spleen to Grandiir^ 

L 3 "ftM-^ 
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B V T of a 'his Enemies there was none b 
fierce, or (o formidable, as M. de Trinqtiant^ the 
King's Attorney : This Gentleman had a mighty 
handfome Daughter, for whom Grtf«^'^ had tefti- 
f/d a highReipedl, and with whom it was general- 
ly fuipe^dted he had pufhed his amorousCommerce to 
ihe greateft Height. The young Lady grew dif* 
colour'd, and fell into a languifhing fort of Qlnefi^ 
upon which it was rumour'd that fhe was with 
Child. 

The Publick, ever follicitous to difcover In- 
tr^cs of fuch a Nature as this, watched her 
Motions very clofely : But Martha PeUetier^ a 
young Woman of fmall Fortune, with whom 
MademoifeUe Trinquant had contracted a ftiifl 
Friendfhip, gave on this Occafion an extntordinary 
Proof of Fidelity and AfFefticm, fhe took the 
Child, and declared^ it to be her own, putting it 
as fuch to Nurfe. The Town however ceafednot 
to talk, or to afcribe the Infant to her whom they i 
took for its true Mother, which ^ve all the Fa- 
mily the utmoft Uneafmefs. 

The King's Attorney caufed Martha Pelktier 
to fee apprehended, and to be interrogared flriftly 
as to the Birth of this Child ; fhe inftfled pofitive- 
ly on the Truth of what fhe had at iirft gvea 
out, that it was hers, and promifed to take fuch 
Care of it, that they were conflrained to difchargc 
her. Thefooliflilndifcretion ofthis Father would 
have been but jufUy recompenfed, if the Woman 
had told him and all the Worid the Truth ; as it 
was, it ferved oiAy to t[voi>3i^ Ymwrfca more, the 
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SuljMcion ftill continuing^ and all the Trouble he 
had given himfelf made the Matter but the more 
talked of, his Heart therefore burnt with Rage and 
Refentment againft him whom he took to be tlic 
AuUior of his, and his Daughter's Difgrace. 

The Enemies of Oran£er aflembled in Coun-- 

dl, in order to confider of fome Methdd for de- 

ftroying him, there joined them on thfe Occafion, 

by the AfTiftance of Mignon^ Monf. Menuan^ the 

King's Advocate, who had the Misfortune to be 

in Love with a Lady, in whom Grandier was his: 

.Rival, and what was worfe a Favourite Rival too. 

At fuch a Meeting one need not be fur^zed that 

^; it was determined utterly to ruin Grandier^ or at 

. * leaft to drive him out of the Neighbourhood of 

' Loudun. 

A little after they exhibited, in the Court of thd 
Official oi Pmtiersy an Information againft him, 
in the Name of the Promoter^ in which they ac-^ 
cofed him of having feduced Girls and Women,, 
and taxed him at the fame Time with Impiet/ 
and Irreligion. Two miferable Rafcak, picked' 
out from the Dregs of the People, were raifed up 
bjr his Enemies to become Dilators. The Q|5?- 
^/^/ commiffioned the Lieutenant Civile and the 
Arch-Prieji of St. Marcellus in the LmdonoiSy to 
enquire into this Caufe. An Official has no Right 
to Commiffion a Royal Judge^ fo that on 5iiir 
Occafion he was guilty of an Irregularity. 

About this Time one Duthibaut^ a Man 
con/iderable for his Wealth, and who was united 
with the Enemies of Grandiery committed the 

L 4 \iJ^^ 
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higheft Infult on him, in the Prefence of tl 
Marquis du Belay. It feems he had fpoke ve 
difrefpedlfully of the Prieft, and had Charafterizi 
him with all that Foulnefs of Language, wlii< 
Ihould be heard from none but the Vulgar. 

GRJNDIER reproved him for it, in Tern 
fo quick ^^nd piercing, that Duthibaut could d( 
help ftriking him with his Cane, tho* he was i 
his Surplice, and juft ready to enter the Chuch c 
the Holy-Crojs^ where he was going to affift 2 
Divine Service. Grandier went and threw him 
fclf at the Feet of the King, and complained hea 
yily of the publiqk Affront that had been offere 
iim and his Character. The King, moved wit] 
the Matter of his Complaint, referred the Confide 
ration thereof to the Parliament, with DireSioc 
that Duthibaut fliould be immediately called t 
an Account and profecuted. 

EJu RING this Time that Grandier ^ri&zift 
risy an Inforqiatibn was brought againft him b 
his Enemies at Lmduhy the King's Attorney dc 
pofed firft, in order to encourage the reft, an 
took every Meafure pofliBle to^fuj^rt the Mea 
People who were Witnefles with him. Whe 
the Information was made out, they fejit it to th 
Bifhop of PoitierSy whom fpme People had pn 
judiced againft Grandier. They exaggerated a 
Indifcretion this Curate had committed, in tre 
paffing on the Bifliops Rights, in giving (as the 
faid) a Difpenfation for proclaiming the Banns 
Marriage in a certain Cafe. On thefe All^ 
tions they obtained .(without much Difficulty) 
Warrant &oxktii^ Bvlhop to fecure hisPerfon. 
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MONSIJ5UR Duthibaut^ in ofder to avoid be- 
ing puniihed for what he had done, attacked with 
the utmoft Violence the Character of his Accufer, 
he charged him with being a fcandalous Perfon, 
leading a profligate Life, and difgracing the Prieft- 
hood, in Support of all which he produced the 
Warrant for his Apprehenfion, which had been 
granted by the Bifhop of Poitiers^ and this wasttie 
Caufe that the Court, before Juftice was done, 
fent Grj//i/Vr back to the Bifhop, to clear himfdf 
of the Crimes laid to his Charge, 

H E returned to Loudun^ and in a few Days 
dame to Poitiers^ to put himfelf into a Condition 
for his Defence, but could not do it ; for he wa5^- 
no fooner arrived, but he was arrcfted Prifooer by 
an Ufher of the Court, named Charri. Although 
it was the 15 th of November^ and that the Bi- 
(hop's Prifon was cold and dark, he remained how- 
ever there more than two Months, and began to 
believe that he would never get out of this Affair. 
His Enemies at lead feem'd very much induced to 
think fo J Duthibaut though: mmfelf fecuredfrcrn 
his Profecution, the Iffue whereof could not but 
be very trdublefome to Wm ; and Barot caus'd a 
Devolution to be executed upon his Benefice, to 
the Profit of IJmael Boutieany a Prieft, and one of 
his Heirs. 

The Fiercenefs of the Profecution began now 
to abate, not from a Decay of Malice, but from 
the Confideration of the Expence, of which fome 
of the Parties grew weary j however, Trinquant 
re-animated them, and taught them with much a- 
do, to value their Money lefs than their Revenge. 



clire£tly to this tztt } and the greater Pzi 
ledf^d at &ft, that they never heard a 1 
eerniag many Thta^ which they foui 
the Informatiotis. 

A T laft, it being neceiTary to proo 
Jui^ment of the ProceJs ; there was ad 
ihc Nuirijer of the Judges, the Advoca: 
who was Trlnquanfs Kinfman ; and i 
■was befet by the 'fecret Adverfaries of 
■who ceafed not to fet him out in the bla 
lours, and who knew how to mix fo n 
bability with their Calumnies, that on 
fan. 1630, he was condemned to faft -v 
and Water, %y way of Pennance, eve 
during three Months j and interdifled ft 
Office, in the DJocefe of Poitiers^ for i 
and in the Town of Lsudun for ever. ' 

His Enemies flattered themfelres tha 
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Into fuch a Condition, as not to be able to under- 
go the Burden of all the Affairs, with which they 
fought to overwhelm him, but they fucceeded not 
as they defired ; for he prepared hunfelf, and had 
fiis G^e pleaded before the Parliament. 

r 

But it being neceflary to hear yet a greater 
Number of Witoefles, who dwelt in a Place very 
for off", the Court remitted the Cognizance thcrcDf 
to the Prefedial of Poitiers^ to judge definitively. 
The Lieutenant Criminal of Poitiers g^ve Inftruc- 
tion for renewing the Proceis, as well by the Re- 
examination and confronting of the Witneflcs, as 
by the Fulmination of a Manitory. This In- 
ifrudlion was not favourable to his Accufcrs, there 
were found Contradiftions in the Wimefles, who 
would yet perfift ; and there were many others 
who ingenuoufly acknowledg'd that they had be^n 
tampered with ; one of the Accufers defifted from 
the Aftion which he had begun, and declared with 
fomc Witnelfes, who alfo gave over, that they 
had been put on and foHicited by Trinquant. At 
the fame Time it came to the Knowledge of 
Mealieu and Boulieau^ Priefts, thiat they were made 
to fay in their Dcpofition, Things that they had 
never thought of ; they were defirous of difown- 
ing them, by Writings under their Hands. 

Thus, in fpi^t of all thdr Affiduity and 
Pains, this hopeful' Sfrufture fell to* the Ground, 
the Preftdial oi Poitiers gave his Judgment the 
25th of May^ 163X, whereby Grandier was fent 
away abfolved, for the prefent, of the Accufation 
made againft him. He triumphed and infulted o- 
ver his Adyerfaries with fo n^ich Haughtinefi, as

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if he had been whoHy cl«ar of this Bufii 
the mean Time it was neceflary that he 
|M-efent himfelf before the Tribunal of the 
bifhop of Bourdeaux^ to whom he had aj 
and that he might there obtain a Sentence

This Prelate, a little after that this Tu 
had been given at Poitiers^ came to vint 
6ey of St. Jmn ks Mames^ which is bi 
Leagues ftt>m Lmdun. Grandier prepared 
to appear before him ; and his Adverfaric 
feem'd to Iiave loft all Courage, did defeiK 
felvcs with Vigour. The Archbifhop 1: 
acquitted him, folly reftored him to the P< 
of his Beneficies, and left him at Liberty 
fue fuch le^l Meafures as he fliould think 
recovering Damages, and Reftitution of th( 
during his Sufpenfion. 

The Archbilhop confidering the Anim 
Grandier^s Enemies, and the Iniquity of the 
irivances, having alfo a Regard for him < 
count of his great Parts, advifed him to ch: 
Benefices, and to withdraw himfelf from j 
where fo powerful a Confpiracy was made 
him. But he was not capable of foUowir 
wholefome Advice, both Love and Hatred 
much blinded him, he hated his Enemies Vi 
great a Paffion to fatisfy them in this Poii 
he was yet more violently poflefs*d by Lo^ 
although this was dhrided towards difFen 
jefts, there 'was one ncverthelefs which i 
true Objeft of His tender Affeftiwis, to wl

from being able to break them, he had not the 
P#wcr to remove himfelf any Diftance from her. 

H E returned then to Loudun^ with a Branch Of 
Laurel in his Hand, as an Enfign of his Viftory. 
Perfons that were indifferently concerned, were 
fcandaliz'd at his Condudi, wherein he fhew*d fo 
little Modefty, his Enemies were enrag'd, and his 
own Friends difap^rov'd it. He took Poffcflion of 
his Benefices, and fcarcely gave himfelf leifure to 
breath, fo that being wholly fill'd with the Refent- 
ment of the Injury that had been done him by 
Duthibauty he begun his Suit againft him, and 
drove it fo far, that he obtained a Decree from the 
Chamber of Tmrnelkj whither Duthibaut was 
fent for, and reproved, and was condemned to di- 
vers Fines and Reparations, and to pay the Charges 
of the Procefs, 

Not fatisf/d with the Right hitherto done 
him in this Affair, he refolved to carry on his Re- 
venge as far as the Law would permit, and in or- 
der thereto began to fue his Enemies for Repara- 
tions, Damages and Reflitution of the Profits of 
his Benefices. It was in vain that his prmcipal 
Friends would have difluaded him upon the Con* 
fideration of what had already happened to him, 
which ought to make him know what his Ene- 
mies were like to do if he attempted every way 
to drive them to Extremities, and to diftrefs their 
Purfe, at which they would not be lefs fenfible 
than they had {hew*d themfelves in lyhat concem'd 
their Reputation, 
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But his Stars drew him to a Precipio 
vine Providence, whofe ways are impen 
would punifli him for his Pride and Debai 
and fuffer at the fame Time to appear up 
Theatre of the World, one of the tragica 
which felfe Zeal or Impiety caufe to be repr 
there from Time to Time ; and which ne^ 
to find in the Credulity of the People an 
bation and Applaufe, which the Experic 
what is pafled ought to hinder them from 
fo lightly, and which are the evident Signs 
Weaknefs of Man's Underftanding.

*T w A s believed that he kept fome of t 
pie and over-credulous Nuns in their Error, 
Fear which they had at firtt, and that by ] 
he infinuated into them, that which he \ 
firous they fhould at laft ftrongly believ 
which it was thought they really did : 
little Refcmblaace foever of Truth there ji 
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in this Impofture, he drew others into the Party, 
who had no Knowledge of it in the Be^nning. ; 
iie fecured himfelf of the Fidelity of all thofe who 
were engaged, as well by Oaths, as by the Con- 
fideration of die Intereft of the Glory of G o o, 
and the Catholick Churchy perfuading them that iC 
would draw great Advantages by this Enterprize, 
which would ferve to confound the HereticiSy of 
whom the Town was very full, and be rid of a 
pernicious Curate, who by his Debaucheries had 
difhonour'd his Charafter, who was alfo a fecret 
Hereticky and who drew a numerous Company of 
Souls into Hell'y adding, that their Convent would 
not fail to obtain, by this Means, an extraordi- 
nary Reputation, and that Gifts and Alms that 
would be bellowed wcmld bring a great Plenty, 
which was then^ wanting j in a Word, he forgot 
nothing that he believed would contribute to his 
Defigns, and when he few that the Bufinefs was 
very near to the Point of Perfeilion, which he 
wimed, he began to exercife the Superior, and 
two other Nuns^ 

The Report of the Nuns h6xig pojjiffed begin- 
ning to be whifpered about the Town, Mignon 
thought it high Time, to draw fome Affiftants into 
his Plot, at firft he call'd to his Exorcilhis Peter 
Barrey Curate of St. James of Climony and Ctf- 
nm of St. Meme. He was a Bigot and a Hypo- 
crite, almoft of the fame Character with JMignony 
but much more melancholick,: and more Enthu- 
liaftick, and who praflifed a Aoufand Extrava- 
gancies,, that he might pafs for a Saint. He came 
to Lauduny. at the Head of his Parifluoners, whom 
he led in Procefiion^ coming all the way on Foot, 
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that he might the better put a Glofi upon his Hy- 
pocrify. 

After that thefe two pretended Exorcijls had 
bufied thcmfelves together very privately for ten 
or twelve Days, they believed this J^ was in a 
Condition to be expofed upon the Stage^ to the 
Eyes of the Publicly and for this Effeft they re- 
folved to inform the MagiJIrates of the lamentable 
Condition of thefe Nuns^ to whom they emplored 
Granger^ Curate of Veiner^ a Man malicious and 1; 
impudent, fear'd and hated of all the Priefts in' the j. 
Country, becaufe beinfr in Favour with the Biftiop 
of Poitiers^ he many Times did them ill Offices 
with him : He had never any Difference with ^ 
Grandier^ but had even received fome Services from 
him, which did not hinder him fiom fuffeiing him- 
felf to be tampered with by Mignon and Trinquaitt^ 
and entering openly into the League with them. 

H E went then on Monday the nth of O^^&t, 
1632, to find WUiiarn de Carizni dc la Gueramm^ 
liiiliff of the Lcudunois^ and Leivis ChariveU 
Lie\itenr.nt-Civil, and he intrcated them, on the 
Behalf of the Excrciji^-^ to come to the Convent 
<>f the Vr/ulines^ to fee the two Nuns poficfledby 
Evil Spirits, reprefenting to thctn that it concerned 
'them to be prefent at the Excrcifms^ and to fee the 
ftrange and almoft incredible Effects of this Pof- 
fiffion. He told them that there wns One who 
unfwered in Latin to all Quefticns that cculci be 
put to her, although fhe had no Knowledge of l^c 
Languages before this Accident. The two M:i- 
giftrates went to the Convent^ either to affift ?t 
file JBKcrcifmi^ and to authorize them if they founo 
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themfelves obliged, or to ftop the Courfe of this 
5lufion, if they judged the Pojfejfmi to be feigned 
and counterfeited. 

MIG NO N met them with his Surplice and 
Tippit, he told them that the Nuns had been di- 
Ihirbed for fifteen Days with Apparitions and fright- 
ful Vifions, and that after that the Mother Supe- 
rior^ and two other Nuns^ had been wiSblypoJ/ifs^d . 
for eight or ten Days by Evil Spirits, but that they 
had been driven out of their Bodies, as well by 
the Miniftry of him, as of Barre, and fome other 
Religious Carmelites ; but that on Saturday Night 
the 1 6th of the Month, the Mother Superior^ 
iiamed Jane Belftel^ the Daughter of the late 
. Baron of Cofe^ of the Couhtiy of Zaintonge^ and 
a Lay-Sifter, the Daughter of Maignouxy had been 
tormented afrefh, and that they were pojjifs^d again 
by the fame Spirits ; that they had difcover'd in- 
their exercifing^ that this was done by a new Paft 
or Covenant, the Symbol or Mark whereof were 
Rofes^ as the Token of the firft had been three 
Black Thorns. That the Evil Spirits had not been 
willing to name themfelves during the firft Pqffef 
fion^ but that he who then pqffejjed the Mother 
Priorefs, called himfelf the Enemy of GOD ^ and 
faid his Name was AJlaroth ; and that he who 
pojfefs^d the Lay-Sifter, named himfelf Sabulun. 

A T laft he told them, that the Pojfefs'd were 
now taking their Reft, and he defired them to de- 
fer theii* Vifit to another Hour of the Day. Thefe 
two Magiftrates were ready to go out, when a 
Nun came to give them Notice, that the Perfons 
pojfejfed were again tormented. They went up 
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wth Mignon and Granger j into an upper Cham- 
ber, jfiirnifhed with feven little Beds, in one cf 
which lay the Lay-Sifter, and the Priorefs in ano- 
ther. This laft was encompafled with fome Car- 
metites^ with fome of the Nuns of the Convent^ 
with Matharin Rojfeau^ Prieft and Canon of St. 
Crofsy and Manouin the Surgeon. The St^erisr 
had no fooner difcovered the two Magiftrates, but 
flie had violent Commotions, and perfonned 
ftrange Aftions ; Ihe made a Noife which was like 
to that of a Pig ; fhe funk down into the Bed, and 
contrafted herfelf into the Poftures and Grimaces 
of a Perfon who is out of his Wits ; a CarmeiU 
Friar was at her Right Hand, and A^gnon at her 
Left, the laft of thefe put his two Fingers into 
her Mouth, and prefuppofing that fhe was poMtd^ 
ufed many Conjurations, and fpake to the DeuS^ 
who anfwered him after 'this Manner in thdr firft 
Dialogue. 

MIGNON demanded. Propter quam Caufam 
ingrMs es in Corpus hujus Virginis ?

This was again a Word which fhe pronounced not 
'till fhe had been very much urged to anfwcT. 
Q^Die ^ualitatemy Mention his S^aUty. A. &- 
iordos^ A Prieft.

Church f 
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Tlhurch ? h:^an£fi Petri^ Of Saint Peters. She 
uttered thefe laft Words very boldly. Q. ^a 
Perfina attulet Flares ? What Perfon brought the 
Flcwers ? A. DiaboUca^ A Diabolical Rerfon. She 
came to her Senfes after this laft Anfwer, fhe pray- 
ed to God, and flie tried to cat a little Bread, 
which was brought her, fhe put it from her how- 
ever a little after, faying {he was not able to fwaf- 
low it, becaufe it was too dry. There was brought 
to her liquid Sweetmeats, of which fhe eat but 
irery little, becaufe fhe w^ frequently perplexed by 
the Return of her Cont^ulfioiw, 

The Bailiff and Lieutenant, who flood near 
lier, and obferved with good Attention that which 
pafed, feeing that they gare no more any Sign of 
a Pofejfton^ withdrew towards the Window ; ifc%- 
mon came near them andfaid, that in the Aftion 
which was prefented, there was fomething like the 
-Hiftory of Peter Canfredi^ who was put to Death 
by Virtue of a Decree of the Parliament of Jix 
in Provence ; to whom there was no Anfwer made, 
but the Lieutenant Civil told him, that it would 
have been proper to urge the Priorefs upon this 
Caufe of Animofity, whereof fhe had fpoke in her 
Anfwers ; upon this he excufed himfelf, that he 
was not allowed to make any Queftions of Cu- 
riofity. 

The Lay-Sijler had alfo feveral Convulfionj, 
and the Motions of her Body feemed very extra- 
ordinary. They were defirous to propofe fome 
Queflions to her, but fhe cry'd out twice. To the

The next Day after, being the i2thofO^<;- 
her^ the Bailiffs and the Lieutenant Civil, ac- 
companied with the Canon of Roujfan^ add'fol- 
lowed by their Regifter, returned to the Convent 
of the Urfulines, upon tlie Knowledge that they 
had, that they did continue the Exorci/ms. They 
called Mignon afide, and remonftrated to him that 
this Affair would be hence forward of fuch Impor- 
tance, that it was ncceflary that they, the Magi- 
ftnitcs, fhould be acquainted when they would 
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proceed in it ; they added, that it was con 
that they fhould forbear to Exorcife^ and xh 
Exorci/ls fhould be called, to avoid the Su 
of Suggeftion, which his Quality of bein 
feffir might juftly give, by Reafon of the 
Hatred which had been between him, or f 
his Kindred, and Grandier^ who had been 
by the Superior^ as the Author of the Pa 
Magick which was now in Queftion, 

MIGNON anfwered them, that neitl 
nor the Nuns would be againft their being 
at the Exorcifings^ and declared to them that 
had exorcifed that Day, but he did not prom 
to exorclje any more for the future, alth 
that Time he had always abftained from ^a 
in Publick. Barre drawing near, told the 
ftrates, that in this Exorcifing there paft v( 
prizing Things ; that he had learnt from t 
perior^ that tfiere were in her Body /even 
whofe Names he had taken in Writing 
AJlutoth was the firil in Order j that Grant 
given the Pa£ls between him and the Devi 
der the Symbol of Rofes^ to one named Jc 
vart^ who had put tfiem into the Hanc 
Maiden, who had brought them to the ( 
over the Walls of the Garden ; that the j 
had faid that this happened to her on & 
Night, Horafecunda No6iurna^ at two oft), 
in the Morning^ which were the very Wo 
ufed. That fhe would not name the Maid< 
had named Pivart ; that he demanded of h 
that Pivart was ? And that flie anfwered hi 
pat^ Hdagus^ *Tis a poor Magician ; that 
vxjp^ her upoa this Wonl, Magus^ Ma^ 
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and that flie replied, Magicianus £sf Civisy Magi'- 
dan and Citizen. 

After this Difcourfe, the Ma^ilrates went 
up into the Chamber of the poffijfedj which they 
found fiU'd with a great Number of inquifitive Pcr- 
fons ; fhe made not any wry Face, nor did any 
Aftion of a Perfon pojfeffd^ neither durii^ the • 
Mafi which Mignon celebrated, nor before nor 
after the Elevation of the Sacrament ; they fung 
flfo with the other Num ; the Lay-SiJUr only be- 
ing fat down by the help of thofe who were neareft 
to her, had a great Trembling in her Arms and 
Hands. This is all that was obferved, and thought 
Pvorthy to be inferted into the verbal Procefi of the 
Rylorning Work of that Day. 

The Defign of the Judges, being to take an. 
jxaft Account of this Affair, returned to the Con- 
Vent about three or four o*Clock in the Afternoon, 
•rith Ireneus of St, Marte^ the Sieur Dejhunteaux ; 
Siey found the Chamber again fiird with People of 
all Conditions, the Superior had at firfl: great Con- 
VuUions in their Prefence ; fhe thruft out her 
Tongue, fhe foam'd and frofli'd at the Mouth well 
rfgh as if fhe had been really in a Fit of Madnefe, 
or was tormented by an Evil Spirit. 

■ BJRRE demanded of the Devil when he 
wcnild go out ? Thofe that were near heard this 
Anf^er, Cras Mane^ To-Morrow Morning. The 
Exorciji infilled and aflced him why he would not 

g> out of her then ? The Anfwer was Pa^um a 
otitra£f^ or it is a Contra^. The Word Sacer- 
As^ Prieft^ was afterwards pronounced, then that 

' ^1 
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of Finis J or Finite an End, or does End ; for tha 
good Nun or the Devil fpoke between their Teeth, 
and it was noteafy to underftand her ; Prayers 
were made, and Exorcifms and Adjurations, but 
ihe anfwered nothing. The Fix was put upon her 
Heady and this Aftion was accompanied with 
Trsiyers and Litanies, which had no Effeil ; only 
fome People obferved flie was tormented with 
more Violence, when the Names of certain Saints 
were pronounced, as St. Jugufiine, St. Jerome^ Su 
jfnthony, and St. Mary Magdalen. 

BAR RE commanded her at that Time (as he 
did very often fince) to fay that ihe gave her 
Heart and Soul to God; fhe did it freely and 
without conftraint, but when he bid her fay, that 
flie gave her Body, flie made Refiftance, and feera- 
cd not to obey, but by force, as if fhe were wil* 
ling to fay, the Devil poffefs'd her Body, but not 
her Soul. After ihe had made this laft Anfwcr, 
Ihe recovered her natural Condition, her Count^ 
nance was alfo pleafant and calm, as if fhe had 
not undergone any extraordinary Agitation ; and 
looking upon Barre, with a fmiling Countenance, 
ihe told him. That there was now no more ^ Satan 
in her. 

She was ask'd whether flie remembci^d the 
Queftions which had been put to her, and her Anr 
fwer was ? She reply'd. No. Afterwards fhe took 
fome Food, and told the Company, that the firft 
PaSf had been given her about ten o'Clock at 
Night ; that flie was then in Bed, and that tbeie 
were feveral Nuns in her Chamber ; flie felt that 
took one of lier fibuads, andbaving put 
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thifee Black Thorns^ they dofed it; that 
ig done, without her having feen any Per- 
was troubled, and feiz*d with a great Ter- 
ich made her call the Nuns^ who were in 
mber ; that they came near her, and found 
5 Thorns m her Hand. As (he continued 
, the taySiJler had fome Convulfiofis, the 
irs whereof the Judges could not take No- 
:aufe this happened whilft they went nigh 
nV, and were attentive to her I^courfe.

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Although the Impoftures of the Enemies 
f Grandier were not very ingenioufly contrived, 
could not but dread their Malice, their Impu- 
e and their Credit. He faw combined againft 
him the Lieutenant Criminle^ the Advocate and the 
i«^s Attorney^ Aftgnon^ and his Brother the Sieur 
la Coubi^ Prefident of the General Afleflbrs, 
ranger Curzte of Venter^ Duthibaut and Barot. 
t that which did terrify him moft, was thisy 
hat he had underftood, that they had engaged 
their Side Rene Menim Sieur de Silly^ Majpr 
the Town, a Man who had very much Credit, 
well for his Riches, as for the many Offices he 
flels'd, and above all for his Friends, amongfl: 
horn might be reckoned Cardinal Richelieu^ who- 
not forgot many lingular KindneEes which 
heretofore he had received of him in the Country, 
"^hen he was but a Curate or Prior, and which he 
3iad continued even fince his Elevation, and prin- 
cipally at the Time of his firft Difgrace. 

All thefe Confiderations obliged Grandier not 
to negledi this Affair ; and to this Effed, believinf, 
that he was tacitly referred by the Bailiff of Lou- 
dun to the Bilhop of Poitiers^ he went to find liim 
at Dijfai^ whither he was accompanied by a Prieli; 
of Loudun^ named John Buron. The Steward o?^ 
the Biftop, who was called du Pin, having told 
him that the Bifliop was indifpofed, he addrefs'd 
himfelf to his Almoner^ and pray*d him to let him 
underfbmd that he was come to prefent him the 
verbal Procefles, which the Officers of Loudun had

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banifhed the Exorcijls ; the NunSj inftead of feign- 
ed Tortures, fufFered real ones ; People opened 
their Mouths Very freely as to their lat^ Conduft, 
and Want and Infamy made them make pretty free 
with the Charafter of Mignon and his Aflbciates ; 
fliefe Men, tho* difappointed, had neither loft their 
Malice, nor their Cunning, the former put them 
upon exercifing the latter, they fent flattering Mef- 
fages to the Nuns to make them quiet, and began • 
next to praftife upon that wonder-working Mi- 
nifter, Cardinal Richlieuj who had Power to do 
any Thing, and a Confcience that ftuck at no- 
thing. 

. H o w a Man of his Eminence could be drawn 
to violate the Laws of God, of Nature , and his 
Country^ to proteft a Fraud the moft black, the 
moft impious, and which is ftilJ worfe, the moft 
bungling that ever was attempted, to perpetrate a 
Murder the moft barbarous in its Manner, the moft

^^ A Refolution had been taken in the Kin^s 
** Councils to demorifh all xbt Caftks and For- 
•* treflcs which were in the Heart of Prami^ and 
•* to preferye only thofe of the Frontiers. Car- 
^^ dinai RicbelieUj who was the Author of tbb 
*^ De/ign> was not willing to let the CaiUe of the 
^< Town of Lmdun ftand j for the demolifhing 
*^ whereof he had particukr Reaibns, and which 
*' he had very well purfued, by caufing one Part 
*' of the !Right and Jurifdi£Hon of Lmdun to be 
•* transferred and given to his Town of RidMeUy 
** although he fucceeded not in the Projeft he had 
^' formed, to oblige the better Sort of the Inhabi- 
*' tants to go and People his own Town, thofe 
*' who had a Mind to retire to change their Habir 
*^ tatibns, having chofe rather to feek for Places of 
*^ Protedlion and Safeguard any where elfe. 

"The Commifljon to Raze this Fortrefi, 
*' was given to Luuberdemmt. He was oae of 
** thofe Men who were abfolutely devoted to the 
^' Cardinal^ and whom he employed when he 
*< had a Mind to exterminate, ruin and (bed Blood 
«* unjuftly, by obferving nevertheleis the Forms 
*< of Juftice. He had been already made many

*' There was at that Time about the Queen- 
** Mother a Woiftan, named Hamm$nj who 
^^ pkas'd that Princeis upon an Occafion, in whieh 
*' Ihe had the Honour to talk to her j ihe was 
*' born at Lmdun^ amongft the ordinary People, 
** and there fhe had fpent the greater Part of her 
** Life J Grandiity who had bcai her Parfon, and 
*^ who knew all the ingenious Women in his 
, ** Parifh, was particTiIarly acquainted with her. 

** Therb had been publifheJ, under her 
** Name, a poignant Satjrr againft the Minifters, 
•« but above all againft the Cardinal^ whereby many 
^* Particularities of fai^ Life and Nfinifbry were laid 
♦* open, for which he fhewed much Difpleafure 
** and a very deep Refentment The Confoira- 
** tors judged it convenient to attribute this Piece 
** to GrandiiTj and to give out that he kept a 
" conftant Correfpondence by Letters, with the 
<* faid Hammm^ of whom he muft needs learn 
<< what was contained in that Satyr. There was

*' fo much the more Probability in this Accufa- 
** tion, that the Satyr had been publiflied during 
*' the Difgrace of the Cardinal^ who formerly 
" when he was but Prior of CouJJai^ had little 
** Piques againft Grandier^ who pretending him- 
«' felf the firft of the Ecclefiafticks of Loudun^ 
** would no ways yield in any Thing to the Prior 
« of Coujfai. \ 

*' This Contrivance was approved by LaU' 
** bardemont as very excellent, and likely to pro- 
*' duce in the Mind of the Cardinal an eager De- 
** fire for Revenge, to which he was naturally in- 
*^ clin'd. 

** They brought after this the Commiflary, 
*' to fee the Grimaces, Poftures and ConvuUions 
•* of the Nuns, who had by this Time acquired 
*' new Degrees of Perfection in their Man^e- 
•* ment, by the Pradlice of which they were 
•* found very dexterous and expert in the Art of 
•' counterfeiting Devils. Laubardemont at leaft 
** feemed exceedingly fatisfied, and promifed to 
*' fecond their Endeavours as foon as he was at 
•* Parity whither he returned as foon as the 
^' Caftle was entirely deriiolilhed. 

" A T his Departure he left at Loudun the De* 
** vils^ which his Prcfence had recalled thither, 
tho' they had been difperfed by the Prcfence of 
the Archbifhop of Bourdeaux, They returned 
then, as into a Houfe fwcpt and g^mlfh'd fit to 
receive many others, who failM not to accom- 
pany them thither. The Superior and Sifter 
^* Ckur had not the Honour only to receive theie

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** Guefts ; they took Poflefficm of five other 
** Nunsy befides fix which were befet, and two 
** bewitched. They took alfo a Turn to the 
** Town of Chinofiy where they lodged them- 
*' felves, as it were, in the Houfe of a FHend 
** and Accquaintance, with two very devout fe- 
*^ cular Maids, whole Confeflbr Bane was, as 
*' Mignon was of thofe of Loudun^ poflefled, be- 
^' fet, or bewitched, 

** There was written afterwards by thefe 
** Priefts, or by their Friends, a Book intituledi 
<« The Demonomar^a of Loudun^ wherein are con- 
♦« tained all the Names of the Devils j and of all 
*' the Maids who were tormented, whofe Pains 
*' and Suffermgs being therein defcribed, without 
*' ioubt, excited an extraordinary Compaflion in 
♦' the Hearts of all good Perfons who read it, and 
*^ gave Credit to all that was there related. 

** Whilst the Devils were thus employed, 
** to the great Aftonilhment of all People, who 
*' believed that they would never prcfume to re- 
** turn, and who could not comprehend or de- 
** vine upon what Ground they had that Confi- 
** dence ; Lauhardimont^ who was at Paris^ 
** made fuch high Ufe of his Credit and Appli- 
** cation in their Favour, that he received an Or- 
** der to go back to Loudun^ to be the Arbitrator 
** of their Pradiices, and prefide at all their Com- 
•* merce. He arrived there the 6th of December^ 
** 1633, at Eight <rf the Clock in the Evening, 
** and came to the Houfe of Paul Aubin Sieur 
^ de Bourneufy and Son-in-Law to Memin, 
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"His coming was fo fecrct, becaufe of the 
" Hour and Situatioci of the Fhce,, which was 
*' in the Suburb, that Grandier and his Friends 
•* had no Knowledge of it j Mtmriy HeiHe^ and 
*^ Mmuan^ being quickly come to him, he boaft- 
*' ed of his Cunning, in the Prepoffeffing the Car^ 
^^ dinalj who was highly proroked, and had put 
*' into his Hands the Care of his Revenge ; and 
*' afterwards gave them Proofs of the Diligence 
*• he had ufed, by (hewing theiri his Commiffion 
** dated but the laft Day of Nwimbir^ and the 
** GMitents whereof were as follows: 

** That the Sicur LMubcrdemont^ Cbunfef- 
^^ lor of the King, in his Council of State, and 
** Privy-Council, (hall go to Lmdutiy and other 
•' Places, as there fliall be Occafic^i, to inform 
*' with Diligence againft Grandier^ upon all the 
** Fa(5ts of which he has been heretofore accufed, 
•• and others which (hall be anew laid to his 
** Charge, concerning the Pofleffion of the CAy&-

** He fhewed alfo two Ordinances of the 
** King, fign'd Lms^ and lower Philippeaux^ 
** dated the fame laft Day of ihuemb^r^ ^^33- 
*' Ordaining thefeid Lauiardemont to caufe the 
** faid Grandier and his Complices to be Impri- 
•' fon'd, with the like Comihand to all the Mar- 
" fhals, Provofts, l^c. and other Officers and Per- 
" fons, to affift the Execution of the faid Ordi- 
•' nance, and to obey for the doing thereof all 
" the Orders that fhouH be given by the laid 
'* Laubardemonty and to the Governors, and 
** Lieutenant - Generals, to give all Affiffance

" This large and extraordinary Power which 
was given to Laubardemont^ very pleafinglvr 
furprized the Company which came to hear it 
*' readi but when it was publifhed, 'twas not 
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•* Icfs farprizing, although after a vcfy different 

** Manner to aH the honeft People who beheld, 

•* this Affair with a juft and difintcrefted Eye ; 

** they could not fufficiently wonder that he had 

** again been allowed to inform upon all the 

'* Fafts of which Grandier had been heretofore 

•* accufed, and upon thofe which fhould be laid 
to him again, as the Commiflion imported. 

••The Aftonifhment however increafed yet, 
when they faw witk what Violence they ufed 
the Authority they had ifl their Hands; for 
they began contrary to all the Rules of Ju- 
ftice, with the Imprifonment of Grandier^ be- 
fore they had made any Information againft 
him, to the End that this Blow might be con- 
fidcred as coming from the Hand of the King, 
or rather as an Anathema darted by the Car^- 
naly and which was f»iffident to dilhearten all 
the Friends of Grandier , encourage the Wit- 
nefles whom they woula produce againft him, 
and give the Nuns more Liberty and Confi- 
dence to 2£t the Parts which were appointed 
them.

« LAUBARDEMONT deferred not long to

" an Inventory of his Book», Papers, and Move- 

*' ablcs : He found nothing fufficient to hurt him, 

" but a Treatife againft Celibacy^ writ with his 

** own Hand, and two Sheets of French Verfes, 

*' which were never publifhed, but which his 

** Judges treated as Lafcivious and Immodeft, 

•' without declaring that they were writ, and 

'* much lefs compofcd by him. 

** They were not contented to feize theft 
** Pieces, they carried away all the Papers, Evi- 
** dences, Sentences of Abfolution, which the 
** Perfon accufed m^ht have made ufe of in Bis 
Defence, notwithftanding the Complaints and 
Oppofitions of Jane EJiicorey his Mother, then

** As they did not proceed continually, and

** This firft Information was not fo foon fi- 
" nifhed, but that there vf^ another made the 
** 19 th of the fame Month ; and the 30th they 
'' began to draw up in Wridi^ the Depofitions 
** of the Nuns, The Friends and Counfel of 
** Grandier^s Mother did their utmoft to c^ofe 
** the Torrent of fo ftrange and violent a Proce- 
*' dure : She prefented, by their Advice, the 17 th 
*' of Ds£embery a Petition to the Commiflary, 
" wherein (he appealed from him, becaufe he was 
** Kinfmanof the Superior of the Nuns j that he

^* him ; that he had made the Lieutenant of the 
** Provoft one of the AiEftants, who was CHie of 
*' Grandi£r*s mortal Enemies, when they feized 
*^ upon his Perfon ; that he had deprived him of 
*^ all Means to defend himfelf, by feizing on all 
•^ his Papers, and by caufing him to be carried out 
" of Loudun. 

*^ But 6r from allowing of fo juft Rea- 
** fons for an Appeal, This is the Order 
•^ which Laubardemont writ at the BottouxoC tba 
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Petition. That conjidering his Petition^ and nsi 
being informed from any other Part rf any juft 
** and true Caufe tofuperjedej he Jbmdd proceed U 
*^ the Execution of the Jaid Comnnjjiony notwith- 
** JIanding and without Regard to the faid Peti- 
•* tion^ and without Prejudice to the Petitioner^ td 
" addre/s herfelf to his Majejly^ if it Jball fern 
*' good to her Jo to do. They urged him to de- 
clare concerning the Truth or Falfbood, the 
allowing or difallowing of the Fafts contained 
in the Petition, but he would do nothing, and 
never anfwered but in general Terms, 






cc Without the Claufe which impowcr'd 
*' this Commiflary to proceed, notwithftanding 
'^ any Oppoiition, Appieal, or Recufadon, it is 
*' certain all his Proceedings would have beendif- 
" annuird. For befides the Caufes of Appeal be- 
** fore produced, there were every Day new ona 
^^ prefented which were lawful, mignon^ Mi^ 
*' miuj and Menuan^ Moujjaut and Heroe^ were 
*' always at his Elbow, and he made no difficulty 
'* to hear the Witnefles in their Prefence, There 
** were however fome who ftuck not to depofe 
^* for the Difcharge of the Perfon accufed % but 
*' Depolitions were not taken in Writing, and they 
*' were fent.away with many Threats, to the End 
** that thofe who were examined next (hould not 
*^ follow their Examples. 

" They publiflied alfo a Monitory, glol^d 
** with many Additions, done by feveral Hands, 
" and fluffed with infamous Fails, the Reading 
*V whereof one could not hear without Horror. 
^ The ISUnie o? GrancJier Ns^as mwtion'd therein. 
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^^ and the Crimes, the Knowledge whereof they 
^* fought for were fo foul and abominable, that 
" the Ears of all good Men were fcandalized, 

« MOTJNIER^ the Prieft, who had had a 
" Suit ^ainft him, and who had been a Witnefs 
^' in the firft Al&ir, of which mention has been 
" made before, was chofe to make this Publica- 
" tion, as if they had a Mind to make Ufe of 
" Perfons fufpeded, and that they gloried in tref- 
" paffing upon all the Tam&: of Juftice, and 
" Bounds oi Equitj." 

To dwell on all the extraordinary Circum- 
JBances, which attended the Profecution of this 
unhappy Man, would require much a laiiger Space 
than can be allowed here, I fhall content myfelf 
therefore with obferving, that thpfe who confpired 
againft this poor Man's .Life, went on openly, and 
without Caution, procuring an Order from the 
King and Council, to fupport their Proceedings, 
notwithftanding a,ny ,App€^ which might be made 
to the Parliament of Paris. 

An Order was alfo publiflied, prohibiting, un- 
der an exceffive Fine, any Perfon to fpeak flightly. 
of or difpute the PoJJiJfton of the Urjiiline Nuns, 
tho* the Pradtices made yfe of them to continue 
their ConvulfionSy and their Accufations of Gran-' 
iter were fo grofs, that Multitudes faw through 
them. 

Th^ Bifliop of PoiSlierSj when he faw the 
King and Cardinal fo violent, readily undertook 
10 ^£1 a Part in this Tragedy bimfelf, in Contempt 
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of his Ecclefiaftical Superior, the Archbifhop.of 
Bourdiux ; Jie caufed the Nuns to be exordfed in 
his Prefencc, and publickly declared he did not 
come to be fatisfy'd himfelf, but to oblige others 
to be (atisfied. 

At laft thefe Thing? grew fo flagrant, and 
Monf. Laubardemont and his Aflbciates went on 
with fuch Rapidity, that all^the People of Senleand 
Probity in Lmdun were not only offended, but 
terrified thereat ; they therefore wrote a moft hum- 
ble Letter to the King, reprefenting thetmc State 
of Things, befeeching his Majefty to put fuch a 
Stop to their Manner of going on, that People 
need not be in Fear of being reputed Sorcerers^ fisr 
not being in their Intereft. 

This had no Eflcft, Commiffioners wdl in- 
ftruded were fent down to hear and determine, 
and tho^ Grandier behaved with much Compofure 
and Refolution, tho' he took fuch Meafures after 
all his Sufferings, as woiild have efledlually con- 
vinced anv impartial Man of his Innocence ; yet 
after much Grimace, and pretending to a great 
deal of Charity and Regard to Juftice, they pub- 
lifhed the following extraordinary Sentence. 

Tjp^£ f^^nje declared^ and do declare^ the fmi 
^^ Urban Gnindier duly attainted and ccnvi^' 
ed of the Crime of Magicky Sorcery ^ and the Pof- 
feJftonSj happened by this Aet to the Perfons of fome 
Urfuline Nuns, of the Town of Loudun, and other 
Seculars y together with other Caufes and Crimes n* 
fiilting thereupon \ fir Sjeparatim whereof ive hcvt 
Mtdimned^ and do condemn the [aid Grandier to un- 
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Urgo /in honour ahU Amand, bare-Jjeaded^ a Rope 
%hut his Necij holding in his Hand a burning 
Thrchy of two Pounds weighty before the principal ' 
Door of the Church of St. Peter 5 in the Market^ 
md before that of Urfula in the faid Town, and 
there upon his Knees to ask Pardon of GO D^ the 
King, and the Court ; and this done^ to bs con^ 
du^ed to the pubUck Place of St, Crofe, and there 
to be tied to a Poji upon a Wood Pik^ which JbaU 
he made in the faid Place for this Purpofe^ and 
there his Body to be burnt abve^ with the Pa£ts and 
Magical Chara6fers remaining in the Regijiry^ to^ 
gether with the Manufcript by him made againfi-the 
Celibacy of Priefts, ccnd his Afhes to be call into the 
Wind. 

WE have declared^ and do declare all and every 
ef his Goods to accrue and be confifcated to tl)e King, 
after there has bj^en raifid by the Sale of them 150 
tivres, to be employed for buying a Copper-Plate^ on 
which Jhall be engraved the Extras of the prefent 
Sentence^ and the fame to befet in an eminent Place 
of the faid Church of the Urfulines, to continue there 
to Perpetuity. And before the Execution of the pre^ 
feht Sentence^ we command that the faid Gi:;andier 
fhall be put to the Torture ordinary and extraardina^ 
ry^ upon the Article of his Complices. Pronounced at 
Loudun to the faid Grandier, and drawn up the 
iSth of Auguft, 1634. 

Having given the Reader the Sentence, I ' 
{hall proceed with a very exadl Relation of all 
that happen'd to this miferable Man. to the Mo- 
ment he expired. On the Day the Sentence bears 
date* Francis Fourneau^ Surgeon, was fent foe b^

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Lauhardemont^ and although he was ready to obey 
willingly, and at that Inflant, neverthelefi they 
hurried him from his Houie, and carried him as \ 
Prifoncr to the Place where Grandier was detainedi 
having been introduced there into the Chamber, 
Grandict* was heard to Ipeak to JMannouri In thde 
Words ; Cruel Hangman^ artthm come to £fiatd 
me ? Thoti kmwejiy inhuman Wretch^ the Cruek} 
thou hajl executed upon my Body ; here continue ani 
mate an End efkilUng me. Then one of the Ex- 
empts great Provoft of the Hoftel, whomZtf«itfr<i- 
mofit ciufed to be called an Exempt of the King's 
Guards, commanded Fourneau to fhave GranOer^ 
and to take from him all the Hair upon his Head 
and Face, and all the Parts of his Body j /5wr- 
neau going to execute this Order, one of the 
Judges told him, that he ought alfo to take off his 
Eyebrows and his Nails. 

The Patient exprefe'd that he would obey, 
and let him do it j but the Surgeon protefted that 
he would not do any Thing in it whatfoever.Com- 
mand he might receive, and pray'd hini to pardon 
him if he laid his Hands upon him. I believe, 
■fiiid Grandier^ you are the only Perfon that has 
Pity on me ; whereupon Fourneau replied to him, 
Sir, you fee not all the World. There were feen 
upon his Body but two natural Spots, or litde 
Moles, the one placed near the Groin, and the 
other higher upon the Back, which the Surgeon 
found very fenfible. 

W H E K this was done, they gave him not bis 
cvm Cloaths, but others very bad ; afterwards, 
although his Sexvttw:^ ol Condemnation had been 
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tfxxunuaciKl in the Goxircnt of the CarmeUtes^ he 
ms coDdu£M by tbe £xempt of the grand Pro- 
foft with two of his Guanis, and by the Provoft 
>f Lmdun and his Lieutenant, and by the Provoft 
>f CbinoHy in a ciofe Coach, to the Palace of 
Lmdun^ where many Ladies of Quality were fit- 
ting on the Judges Sleats in the Chamber of Au- 
dience ; Laubardimonfs Lady taking the chiefeft 
Place, altho' flie was inferior to a Number of o- 
thers who were there prefent ; Lauhardemont was 
in the ufual Place of the Clerk, and the * Clerk of 
the Commlflion was jBtoling before him. There 
were Guards round the Palaoe, and all Avenues^ 
fet by the Major Mitnin^ who was alfo in the Pa- 
lace, ftanding near the King's Attorney of the 
Commii&on, and below the Ladies. 

When Grandier was entered into the Palace, 
they caufed him to ftay fome Time at the Bottom 
cf the Hall, near the Chamber of Audience, and 
a^er he bad been introduced, and that he had 
pdt the Bar, he fell upon his Knees, without put- 
ting off either his Hat or his Cap, becaufe he had 
his Hands bound. ^ 

* Ths Clerk havhig rais'd him up, to make 
him come near to Laubardimont^ he put himfelf 
again into the fame Pofl;^e, and the Clerk and 
the Exempt taking off brifldy, the one bis Hat, 
and the other his Cap, they caft them on one 
Side of Laubardetnont. La£fencf^ and another Re- 
cdleft, who had accompanied him from ibis Pri- 
fon to the Palace, were attired in their Albs and 
Stoles, and before they made him enter into the 
Chamber, they ^d exorcifed the Air, the £arth<^ 
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and the other Elements, as alfo the Patient him- 
lelf, to the End that the Devil might quit.lua 
Perfon. 

Being thus upon his Knees, and his Hands 
joined, the Clerk &id to him. Turn thee tbm 
wretched Man ^ adore the Crucifix ^ which is i^n 
the Judges Seatj which he did with great Humi- 
lity, and lifting up his Eyes towards Heaven, be 
continued fome Time in mental Prayer. 

Wh E N he had put himfelf into his firmer Po- 
fiure, the Clerk read to him his Sentence trem- 
bling ; but he heard the reading of it with great • 
Conftancy, and a wonderfiil Tranquility. Then 
he fpake and laid. My LcrdSj I call to fFitnefs 
GOD the Father, the Son, and the Holy Ghofi, 
and the Virgin Mary, my only Advocate, that I 
hav0 never b^efi a Aiagician ; that I have nevet 
committed Sacriledge j that I know no other Ma- 
gick than that of the Holy Scripture, which I have 
always preached ; and that I have bad no other Bt* 
Hef than that of our Mother the bofy CatboUcl, 
ApoJloUck and Roman Church. I Renounce the 
Devil and his Pomps ; / own wy Savimar, and 
befeech him, that the Blood of his Crofs may he me-, 
rttorious to me ; and you, my Lords, Ibejiicbyou to 
mitigate the Rigour qf my Punijbment, and put not- 
my Soul in DeJ>air. 

When thefe Words, accompanied with Tears, 
had been pronounced, Laubardemont caufed the 
Indies to withdraw, and all Perfons who out of 
Coriofity were in the Palace, and had a very long 
|2onver£ition Vf ith Grandier^ freaking to him foft- 
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\y in his Ear, whereupon the Patient defired Pa- 
per ; he did not caufe it to be given him, but told 
him aloud, in a very fevere Tone, that there waift 
no other Courfe to induce the Judge to remit 
fomething of the Rigour of the Sentence, But by 
ingenuoidly declaring his Accomplices j where- 
unto he anfwered, that he had no Accomplices, 
andprotefled fiis Innocence> as he had had always 
done before. 

HOUMAIN^ Lieutenant Criminal of Or- 
kam^ and one of the Reporters, ipake to him alio 
in private for that fame End, and having received 
a like Anfwer, they ordered him to be put to the 
Torture ordinary and extraordinary, which is done 
at Lmdutij by putting the Legs of the Patient be* 
tween two Planks of Wood, which they bind 
with Cords, between which they put Wedges, 
and make them enter by the Blows of a Hammer, 
to fqueeze the Legs, which are more or left ac- 
cording to the Bignefi of the Wedges that are 
iifed, which fometimes go fo far that the Bones of 
the L^ do crack and fall in Pieces when they are 
tmloos'd i and that thofe who have undcigone this 
Torture, die in a little Time after. 

I 

They gave Grandier two Wedges more than 
they ufually did to the moft criminal ; but they 
were not big enough to the Liking of the Monks ^ 
and Laubardemont^ who threatened the Man that 
had the Care of the Planks, and other Inftmments 
of Torture, to deal with him feverely if he did 
not bring bigger Wedges, from which he could 
not excufe himfelf, but by fwearing tl^at he had 
no bigger, 

N 3 "Yyl^ 
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with any Body, and fo he was not feen during 
the Space of almoft four Hours, but thrice by the 
Clerk of the Commiffion, by his Confeflbrs, and 
by Laubardemont^ who was with him more than 
tuo Hours, to force him to fign a Writing which 
he ofiered him, and which he conllantly reiufed 
u>£gn. 

About four or five in the Evening he was 
taken from the Chamber by his Torturers, who 
carried him upon a Hand-Barrow ; in going, he 
told the Lieutenant-Criminal of Orleans^ that he 
had faid all, and that there remained nothing more 
upon his Confcience ; Will you mtj fays this Judge 
to him then, that I pray to GOD for you? Tm 
will obSge me by doing //, reply'd the Patient to 
him, and I bejeecb you to do it. 

H E carried a Torch in his Hand, which he 
kified, as he went bom the Palace, he look'd upon 
all the Pec^le modeftly, and with a fettled Ccmn- 
tenance, and defired thofe whom he knew tlat 
they would pray to God for him. 

As foon as he was come out of the Palace, they 
read to him his Sentence, and put him in a kind 
cf little Chariot, to bring him before the Church 
of St. Peter in the Market, where Laubardemont 
caufed him to come down from the Chariot, to the 
End that he might put himfelf upon his Knees, 
whilft his Sentence was read to him once again ; 
but having quite loft the Ufe of his Legs, he fell 
flat on the Ground upon his Belly, where he tar- 
ried without Murmuring, or any Word of Dif- 
pleafure» till they came to lift him up ; afcer which 

he 
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le defired the Affiftance of the Prayers erf tjiofe 
hat were about him ; Father Grillan came to him 
It this very Time, and embracea him weeping j 
?/>, faid he to him, Remember that our Lord Jejiis 
thrift afcended to GOD his Father by Tor mentis 
%nd the Crofs ; you are an able Mattj do not Ruitt 
lourJelF^ I bring you your Mother^ s BleJJing-\ Jhe 
and 1 do pray to GOD that he would be merciful to 
^ouy and that he would receive you into hii Pa* 
radife. 

GRAN'D I JS It expreffci great Satisfaifiioii 
at the hearing of thefe Words, and his Counte- 
nance feemed very chearful j he thank'd the Cor^ 
delier with much Mildnefs and Serenity, and con- 
jured him to be as a Son to his Mother, to pray 
to Goo for him, and to recommend him to the 
Prayers of all his' Fryars^ afliirmg him that he went 
with Conrfort to die Innocent, and that he hoped 
that God would be merciful to him, and receive 
him into his Paradife. 

• 

That edifying Converlation was interrupted 
by the Blows that the Archery gave to Father 
Grillan^ whom they thruft with Violence into the 
Chunch of St. Peters, by the Order of their Su- 
pericrfs, and Father' Confeflbrs, who wotild'not 
ftiffer the Standers^by to be Witoeflcs, of the Coii- 
dition, m which the Confcience of th? Patient 
was.

Eicfted them to give him the Kiis of Peace* The 
ieutenant of the Proyoft would ask him PtadoD, 
Tiu bavi mijfindedy £ud be, ym bam dom but 
wbatjmir Offfci cbUged y$n t^ do. 

RENE BERNIER^ Curate of the Town 
of TrmfmmtierSj pray'd him alTo to paHc»i him, 
and asked him if he would not forgive all tusEne- 
mies, even all thofe who had depofed againft lum^ 
and if he would that he fhould pray to GrOD^for 
him, and to iajr next Day a majs for his Soul \ 
He anfwer'd him, Hf forgavi all bis Enmies 
tuhatjievfrj even as be defired GOD to pardon 
bim ; tbat' by all Means be would obSge iimy if 
praying to GOD for htniy and by remembering bim 
often at tbe Altar. 

T H E N the Execudoner put upon him a Hoop 
of Iron, which was faftened to a Poft, making 
bim to turn his Back towards the Clhurch of St« 
Crofi. The Place was filTd with People, who 
flock'd in Shoals from all Parts to tfaisdifmalSpeda- 
cIe, and came thither, not only from all the P^ 
vincct of the KingfJoai> but aUb fromfi^reigQ 
Countries. 



The Pbice smpointedfbrtbeEzecutioawasat 
hit fo craudcd, &t tfaofe who wtre to aflift there 
could not pot tfaemfehresiii Older, whatsoever £n- 
rfeaFom wAidi»«Mt9 wdntbe People re- 
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%e with Blows rf their Halbeft-Staves, they could 
tx>t effi^ it, and leis yet to drive away a Flock 
of Pidgcons, which came flying round the Pile q£ 
.Wood, without being fritted by the Halberts, 
with whicli they were Commanded to ftrike in the 
Air, to drive them away, or by the Ndfe that 
the Spectators mad$ in %ing thetn return many 
Times. 

The Friends of the PoJfeJJidn cried out, that it 
was a Troop of Deuih who came to attempt the 
Telcuing of the M^giciarty and were much trou- 
bled to abandon him. Others faid that thefe in* 
nocent D&vts came (or want of Men to give Te- 
ilimony of the Innocence of the Sufferer. 

All that one can alBrm here is, that all the 
Fafts, or at leaft die principal of them, are ge- 
nerally found in all the Relations that have beeit 
kept of them, that moft of the People of Loudun 
(who are this Day alive) have been informed of it 
by their Parents, who had been prefent, and that 
there remain fome ftill living in that and foreign 
Coimtries, particulariy here in England^ who can 
atteft it, by having been WitnejBcs thereof. 

The Fathers exorcifcd the Air, and the Wood, 
and asked ti|ie Patient aftcr\icar<}s if he would not 
ConfeB ? To whom he repiiod, TCkat It had no^ 
thing tmri to fay^ and that hi hoped to he this 
DayvHth his GOD. The Qeric then read to 
him bis Sentence foj: the fourth Time, arxi asked 
him If liepcrfifted in wfaat he had feid upon the 
Rack ? He anfwercd, That he f^rfijled therein^ 
that he iad nothing more to fay^ and that ali that 
^ ^ - ' N 6 thi 
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he had /aid was true. Whereupon one of the 
Monks told the Gerk, that be had made him fpeak 
too muchr 

The Lieutenant of the Provoft had promlfed 
two Things in their Prefence ; the firft that he 
fhould have fome Time to fp«Jc to the People; 
rlic fecond that he fhould be ftrangled before the 
iindling of the Fire. 

B u T to hinder the Performance of either oi 
thefe Piomifes, thefe are the Courfes which the 
Exorcifts took, when thev perceived that he was 
difpofed to fpeak to the People, they caft fo great 
a Quantity of holy Water in his Face, that he 
was thereby utterly confounded, and feeing that he 
opened his Mouth a fecond Time, there was one 
w^ho went to kifi him, to ftop his Words, he un- 
derftood the Defign, and faid to him,. There is a 
Kijs of Judas.. 

Upon which their Spite rofe to fo high a Point, 
that they hit him many Times in the Face with 
an Iron Crucifix, which they offered to him as if 
they had been willing to make him kifs- it, which 
obliged him to content hunfelf in defiring only a 
Sahe Reginay and one Ave Maria^ l^c. and to 
commend himfelf to Go d, and to the bol^ Virgin^ 
pronouncing thefe laft Words with joined Hands, 
and Eye* lifted up to Heaven. The Exorcifts 
returned to thebr Office^ and asked him once a- 
gain, if he would not Confefs ? My Fathers (an- 
fwered he) / havifaidaU^ I have fiid dl '^ I hepe 
in GOD^ and in Ins JMkrtj^

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These good Fathers, to hinder his: being 
ftrangled, according to the fecond Promife the 
Lieutenant of the Provoft had made him, had 
themfelves knotted the Roge when it had been put 
into the Hands of the Executtoner, who coming 
to put. Fire to the Wood-pile, the Patient cried 
out two or three -Times, Is this what I was pr$' 
mifed ? And faying thefe Words, he himfdf Itfted 
up the Rope, and fitted it. 

But Father La^ance took prefently a Wifp of 
Straw, and having lighted it with a Torch, he 
put it to his Face, faying. Wilt thou not Confefs^ 
wretched Matty and renounce the Devil ? 'Tis true^ 
thou haji hut a Moment to live. I know not the 
Devil (replied Grandier) I renounce him and all his 
Pomps ^ and I pray GOD to have Mercy on me. 

The n, without waiting for the Order of the 
Lieutenant of the Provoft, this Monk, taking up- 
on him publickly the Office of Hangman, put Fire 
to the Pile, juft before the Eyes of the Sufferer j 
who feeing that Cruelty and Unfeithfiilnefs, erf A 
out again» Ah ! where is Charity y Father Ladtancet 
Hois is not what waspromifed me. There is a GOD 
in Heaven who mil judge thee and me^ I Ji^mmm 
thee to appear before him within^ a , Months ^ Then 
addreffing himfelf to God^ he uttered thefe Wonds^ 
Deus meus ad te Figiloj mifireri met.

T H E N the Capuchins began again^ tp throw 
all the holy Water in his Face which they }iad in 
their holy Water-Pot% to prevent thefe lalt W^nls 
being heard by the People^ and their being edified

bv them. At laft, they faid aloud to the Execu* 
doner that he {hould ftnmgle hini) whidi 'twai 
impoffible for him to do, becaufe die Rope ml 
knotted ; and that he was ftopp'd by the incMh 
ling of the Flame, into which the Sufirar iidi, 
and was burnt alive. 



It would be an eafy Matter, were I not afiaid 
of tiring my Readers, to (hew from the fhangi 1 
and dreadful Deaths of feme of thefe mercileisand * 
vindidtive Pricfts, that they were thoroughly iatis* 
fied of Grandier"^ Innocene. Father La^fanaij" .: 
ing diiinidled, and under great Terrors of Mino, 
which the Bigots imputed to the Malice of tbe 
DivilSy and declared his Death wrought by their 
Means, and that he was a Martyr. 

Father Tranquille fell alfo into great Unca- 
finefs of Mind i yet the PoJJiffions at Loudun were 
ftill carried on, and Perfons of the liigheft Quality 
were prefent at the Exwcifms^ giving Certificates 
under their Hands, that they were convinced oi 
the Truth of what they faw, amongft thefe was 
GaftcnoiOrlianSj the King's only Brother, whofe 
Account is very particular, and fhews plainly that 
he firmly believed tbe Cheats that were impofed 
upon h^m^ for that they were no better. Time 
has made appear, and^ amongft other Proofs, the 
fotiowiDg diuft put It out <^ C^eftion. 

The Count du Lude was among the Num- 
ber of thofe who had heard and wcwnder'd at the 
Miracles of the UrJuKmSy he came to Loudun out 
of Curiofity, and having feen the Contortions and 
ConvuUSondof the Pif^ffid^ he feemed verj^ well 
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fatisfied, and told the Exorq/ts^ that he doubted no 
more of die Truth of the P^Jifim than that of 
die Go^l, Tvherewith die Fathm were rtty well 
contented, and they diou|^t him fidly perfikded. 

H £ told them after that, that be had iMXXight 
a Box of Reliques» which bad beeit. left him hf 
his Anceftors } that he really believed that there 
were fome true Reliques, worthy of Men's Vene- 
ration I but that there were fome alfo that were 
falfe, and that he would fully know of what Or- 
der his were, and whether they deferved his Efieem 
or Ck>ntempt ; that he had Hopes to know the 
Trudi inMiUy at Louduny becaufe^if the Reliques 
were true, the Devils would be fenfible . of the 
Virtue and Efficacy, and feem difturbed when th6 
Application {hould, be made. 

\ The Exmifts aiTured the Count that he could 
/not put his Rel^ues to a better Trial i wfaer6upoli 
;they took them from his Hand, and appl/d them 
\tQ the PriorifSj after having made a Si^ that fee 
(^derftood very well, but whereof the Count who 
>obferved tbem> had alfo taken Nodce. . 






She made at the fame Time hideou.^ Cries, 
•and frightful Contorfions i one would kive &kl 
that (he was confumed by an invifible Fire, jfo €^ 
tracMxlinary were b^ Torments, and her Agit»- 
ticms violent: In the height of that Fit pf Raqge 
the Box^of Reliquea was taken off her, and in an 
Inflant, Uhe feemed as cool and calm as ihe was 
befi»e. | 
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The Exwctft then turned himfelf to tfie 
Count, and faid to him, / dorft believe^ Sir^ that 
you qiufthn now the Truth cf your Relique5\ I 
doubt no more of it (repljr'd the Count) than of 
"ibe Truth of the PoJeJJion. The Fa±er expreffed 
that he defired to fee thofe precious Reliques, and 
the Spedlators fignified that they had the feme De- 
fire, the Count permitted it, the Box was opened, 
and the Exorciji confounded and nonplufsM, who 
found therein nothing but Feathers and Hair in* 
ftead of the Reliques he fought for. Ah ! Sir, 
faid he, why have you mocked us ? But Father^ re* 
ply*d the Count, why do you mod GOD and 
Men ?. 

The Death of Grandier^ and of the Reve^ 
rend Fathers La/fance and Tranquitte^ who both* 
died in an odd Manner, efpcciaHj, the latter whofe^ 
laft Words were. Ah how I Juffer\ I fufftr more" 
than all the Devils together ^ and all the Damned^ 

The Pojfeffion of Loudun came fhortly to an 
End, Madam de Combalet^ the Cardinal's Niece; 
reprefented to him, that the World talked loudly 
of the Injuftice done to the former, and of the 
ftrange End of the latter ; but above all flie puflie^ 
the bungling Manner in which this Cheat was 
-carried on, whereby flie procured the Peifcfion of 
4000 LivteSy allowed the Exorcijis^ to pc taken 
away, and this Supply cut oSy the Di 0vib d&- 
camped, i 

. ve • 
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A T Chimn^ however, they held up a little lon- 
ger, and therefore it k fit the Reader fhouH know 
how Thing? ended there likewife, becaufe this will 
give the fimfhing Stroke to the Hiftor)r of thefc 
Impoftors, and folly prov6 that the Devil had no- 
thing farther to do with thefe People, than by the 
Thoughts he fuggefted to thefe Priefts. 

I N the Year 1640, there was one of the Pof- 
fejfedj named Belloquinj who being provoked by 
fome violent Paffionagainft a Prieft, called Giloire^ 
or foUicited by fome of his Enemies, caufed a Pul- 
let to be bought, by a Woman, her Neighbour, 
and having let out the Blood, flie preferved it in a 
Viol, and eat at Night the Pullet, ia the Company 
of that Neighbour who bought it, and of anotb^ 
Man, one of her Friends, whom ihe had invited9 
to whom without doubt ihe did not impart nor 
pefign. 

The next Day fhe went very early into the 
Church of St, JameSj as it were^ to perfonn her 
Devotions, and finding no Body there, flie went 
to the Altar, and poured the Blood out of the Glaft 
upon the Linnen Cloth which covered it. 

When Barrcy the Curate of that Church, 
came thither, and went to, the Altar, he made 
great Enquiries to know how that Blood came 
there ; whereupon receiving no Information from 
Men, he interrogated the Devil of BeUoquirij who 
being urg'd by the Exorcifniy anfwer'd that it came 
from the Maid herfelf. That 'it was the Prieft 
Gihire^ who being informed by Magical Axt, met 
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the Maid in the Church very early in the Mom* 
ing, as fhe came to perform her Devotions, and 
that he had Ravifhed her upon the Altar. 

That Declaration, which caufed a Horror in 
all good Catbolicks, and which at firft held fome 
cdiers in Suipence, open'd the Eyes of her Ne^- 
bours, who had bought the Pullet ; fhe difcovered 
ber Sufpicions to anether Friend, who could not 
hold her Peace, fo that the Report tihereof began 
to ipread abroad, 'till it came to the Ears of the 
Lieutenant CrimineL 

This Magiftrate making a very ftrift Enquiry, 
came at laft to the very Rife of that Rqx)rt* The 
Friend and the Neighbour of Bethquinj who had. 
eaten the Pullet, were fent for, and interrogated ; 
they declared what they knew, and what Aey 
fcfpefted. The verbal Procefs of thdr Examinar 
tion was taken in writing, and fent to the Arch* 
bifhqp of Tmrs/ 

BELO SUIN^ who had Notice of it, took, 
at a Pewterers Houfe at Chinony a leaden Buckle, 
which fhe put uito her Matrix^ and bound it in 
with a Napkin, complaining bitterly of the P^ins 
fhe felt by Stoppage of Urine, which was caufed 
her by the Sorceries of certain Magicians. She 
defired afterwards of the Ecclefiafticks, who were 
Exorcijls at Chtnoriy to be conduced to T'ours^ be- 
fore the Archbifhop, to receive from that Prelate, 
bv the Authority of the Church, fome Relief to 
tne Runs fhe endiuedi 

But 
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But ibme Spies amcmg the Friends of Bih^ 
fuifiy having been miiinformed, gave her faUe Ad- 
vice, and the Archbifhop, favourable to the P^ 
feffiMy was not to be met with in his IXocefe. 
The Coadjutor^ who fupplied his Place^ heard 
quietly the afflidled Perfon, and promiied to aflSft 
her, and for that ESed toufe all the Means wluch 
ihould be in his Power. 

B£LO^INtco\ Courage again, an* com- 
forted herfelf for the unlucky Abfencc of the Arch- 
bifhop. The Coadjutor, to perform his Word, 
caufed two lufty and ftrong Men to be called, 
whom he commanded to hold her, and two Midp 
wives, whom he ordered to iearch her. 

That Search dlfcovePd the Cbea^ at whMi 
the Coadjutor being e5cceedii^y ofeided, caufed 
the pretended Ptffijjed to be put into the Prifcm of 
Chinotty and went himfelf quickly after to the iamt 
Town, where having made an Information agamft 
her, and againft all the C^bal of her Confederates ; 
be fent for the Judges of Richelieu and Chinon,, to 
proceed to Judgment in that Matter ; whidi was 
carried on with fo much Vigour, that none ooubt- 
ed but that the Guilty would be feverely and ex* 
cmplarily punifhed. 

But the SoUicitations of the Kindred of the 
pretended Poffeffedj the mdl Pzn whereof belong- 
ed to confiderable Families of Chtnimy and efpeci- 
ally to the Family of the CounfeUor Cbefhcn^ 
who was of the Ntimber of the Judges ; the Or- 
ders of Cardinal RicbeUeu^ who deiired that the

Bufinefs of the Pojfejftm fliould end without Noife, 
leaft it ihould call to Mind what had formerly hap<- 
pened. 

These Orders (I fa^) and thefe SoUidtations, 
hindred the Punifhment from being fo terrible and 
exemplary, as it would otherwife have been. 

BARRE was only deprived of his Cure, and 
his Prebend exiled out of tfie Diocefc of Tourainej 
and confinM to the Town of Mans^ where he 
iept himfelf concealed to the End of his Life, in a 
Convent of Monks ; and the Maids whom he ex- 
orcifed, were condemn'd to pals the reft of their 
Days between four Walls. 

To fliew the Senfe of honeft and mtelligent 
Men of- all Perfuafions, I will conclude with a 
JLetter of Mr. Patirh^ printed in the 130th Pagp 
of ^e Hague Edition of his Letters, and d^ted at 
Paris the 27A of December^ 1651. 

"The 9th of this Month, at Nine of the 
** Clock at Night, a Coach was fet upon by Rob- 
^* bers : The Noife which they made caufed the 
f* Townfmen to come out of their Houfes, as 
V well poffibly out of Curiofity as Charity. 

" Th E Y (hot on both Sides; one of the Rob* 
** bers, having received a Shot, fell to the Ground, 
** and a Lacquey of their Party was feized. The 
•* others fled. The wounded rerfon died the next 
** Day in the Morning, without fa)ring any Thing, 
" or comp^ining, and without declaring who he 
** was. 
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** However, he was known at lafkto be 
*^ the Son c^ a Matter of Requefts, named Lau^ 
** bardemontj who condemned to Death, in 1634, 
" the poor Parfon of Loudun, Urban Grandier^ 
'< and caufed him to be burnt alive, under the 
" Pretence that he had fent the Devil into the 
** Bodies of the Nuns of Lmduriy whom they 
*' had caufed to learn fome tumbling Tricks, to 
•* perfuade Fools that they were Demoniaeks. 

*' M A Y not this be taken for a divme Punifh- 
^* mcnt of God, upon the Family of that un- 
** happy Judge, to expiate, in fome Manner, the 
** cruel and mercilefs Death of that poor Rieft, 
J* whofe Blood Ml aics for Vengeance."

The Celebrated History^ Madam 
T I QJJ E T, who attempted to af- 
[ajfmate her Husband. 




^ H E R £ ibmelimes hai^ien loibn- 
in the World, of Peribns of 
f goodSenfecommittinggreatCriniES, 
i 'iuch beyond Queftion was the Cafe 
' of the Lady, of whom we are 
* now fpeakir^, who, in every o- 
ther Aftion of her Life, fhewed'oo wanj of Judg- 
ment, tho' never any Thmg was more wesi, or 
indifcreet, than the Attempt which deftroyed her : 
But it is my Buliods to relate, and not to Mo* 
talize. 

This Lady was the Daughter of Monf. Car- 
ftTy a Boekleller at Aietz^ who was fo Fortu- 
JBte in Trade, that he left bclund him a Rrmnd 
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Mllion, i. €. of French Livns^ or Fifty Thou- 
fiind Pounds. She was born in the Year 1657, 
and loft her Father when flie was but Fifteen 
Years old, having none to fhare with her the 
mighty Fortune 1^, except a younger Brother. 

A s to her Perfon, It was in every Refpefl: love- 
ly ; fhe had a fine Face, attradlive Eyes, a ma- 
jeftick Look, fine Air, tall in Stature, and exadly 
Shaped ; her natural Parts were fliining m them- 
felves, and had received all the Adornments which 
could be derived from Education ; thus accom- 
plifhed, her only Fault feemed to be a Haughti- 
neis in Behaviour, and a certain Arrogance in 
Words, which did not not become a Woman of 
her Birdi. 

I F this young Lady "had not been exceffively 
Rich, nor remarkably Witty, her Beauty alone 
would have engaged a Crowd of lx)vers ; but when 
her Charms were fet off by -the Endowments of 
the Mind, and the Favours of Fortune, what 
Wonder that fhe triumphed over a Multitude of 
Hearts. ' 

Among thefe was Monf. 7/^«//, Counfellor 
of Parliament, he niight in all Probability have 
fighed among a Train of hopelefs Lovers, if he 
had not made uie of Art m Love, as well as in 
Law, he praftifed on an Aimt, who had a great 
Afcendency over his feir Miftrels, and by a Pre- 
fent of Four Thoufend Livres^ fo efieftually per*- 
fuaded her of his PalEon, that fhe was continD^y 
dinning her Niece's Ears with bis Praife. 
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After fome Time attending, as the reft did, 
Jtf. ^quet hesgm to fancy, that with the AlEftance 
of his SoDcitrix, he had found a way to his Char- 
mer^s Heart ; He remarked in feveral of her Ac- 
tions an exorbitant Pride, and a prodigious Fond- 
liels for Magnificence and £jq)ence, he one Day 
therefore took an Opportunity of prefenting to die 
Lady a fine Nofcgay of Flowers, intermixed with 
Diamonds, to the Value of 15000 Livres \ thefe 
dazzled her Eyes, and wounded her Heart, that 
is to fiiv, they induced her to prefer M. Tiqiat to 
the reft of her Lovers, becaufe (he looked on him 
to be the moft Rich and Generous of diem all. 

The Aunt improved the kind Sentiments (he 
had for this Gendeman, while he on the other 
Hand never examined the Temper or Qualities of 
his Miftreft ; but, believing all Things about her 
were as fair as her Perfon, refolved at all Events 
to mariy her, if he could gain her Confent 

Assiduities like his are feldom continued 
long, without producing their Effeft; the Lady 
was not more inexorable than the reft of her Sex, 
and ±erefore her Aunt's Leftures, and M. Tiquef^ 
Prefents, at length fubdued her Heart, or to fpeak 
more properly, procured her Hand, which, with 
great feeming Tendcrneis, (he gave to M. Tiquet. 

This Marriage, concluded without Confidcra- 
tlon, tho* not in a Hurry, little anfwered the Ex- 
peftations of either of die Parties ; Madam 37- 
quet on her Part diought of nothing but her Hus- 
bwfs Riches, and Taoy^ Cas mv^x npt^.^^ them in 
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Subfcrviency to her Pleafurcs. The Counfellor 
was fo taken up with the Beauty and Fortune of 
his Wife, that he made no Queftion of her Vir- 
tue, which to his Coft he found afterw^ds was a 
Point he ought to have confidered. The Lover 
thought his Miftrefs Riob^ thus far he was right, 
his Milireis thought the fame of him, in this fbs 
was wrong, here lay the Source of their Misfor* 
times. 

.The firft'Months of their Marriage were full 
of Smiles, and over-flowed with Joys, the Lady 
was delighted with her new Husband ; if/. Tiquet 
fpoke in Raptures of his Wife, and to crown all 
this, (he brought him at one Birth a Son and a 
Daughter, to be the Pledges of their Love. 

These happy Times lafted not long, the cx- 
ceflive Expences of Madam Ttquet obliged her. 
Husband, who was &r fiom being Rich, to en- 
deavour to fet fome Bounds to diem, tho' againft 
his Will. , The Sieur Mongtorgey Captain in the 
Guards, a Perfon who liad all the Qyalities of a 
fine Gentleman, fo dazzled the Eyes of Madam 
Tiquet^ that her Hu^and appeared odious ; and fhe 
and that Officer quickly indulged to themfelves the 
Criminal Paffion they had for each other. 

The Jealoufy of the Husband, lighted up by 
thefe kind of Proceedings, heightened in Madam 
Tiquet the Averfion Ihe had conceived for her 
Spoufe. A Husband who crofles a Wife's Incli- 
xiation, and a Loyer who endeavours only to gra- 
tify, muft each of them make a great Progrefs in 
the Heart of a Won^^i the firft in im|>roviti& hec 
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Averfion, the other m inoeafog her MkB&cm^ 
and each contributes to the others Puipofe, with- 
out intending any Thing more than to go on in 
fcxs own Road. 

T Ji A T which was-moK fiirprizing, and wluch 
feems to I'ender the Condud; of Madam Tiqiut 
mcie incomprcheniible, was, that in the midft of 
her ardent Paffion for the Siiur de Mongmgi^ 
which ought wholly to have taken up her Heart, 
flie, to gratify a depraved Appetite, engaged in a 
Variety 'of mean Amours. 

I N the^midft of all thefe Diibrderis fhs knew 
how to preferve Appearances- perfe£lly- well, and 
to behave herfelf in fucha Manner, tint. Ihewv 
■very well received in the beft Companies, where 
ihe cxprefled herfelf in Converfation in fo Mvdy, 
and at the fame Time in fo fublime a Manner,- that 
no Body had the leaft Notion of her Foibles; in a 
' Word, her Soul and Charadler contained a fretful 
Mixture of Pride and JBafenefs, of Paffions -elevated 
beyond Defcription, and low beyond Expreffion. 

Monf Tiquet was over Head and Ears in Debt, 
and ki$ Deb^ were increafed by • the Expences he 
had gon& into, on Account of faia Marriage, he 
was now expoled to the Purfuit of his CrcditOR, 
"ivho, as is ufual in fucfa Cafes, were for being paid 
^ at once. 

This gave an Opportunity to his Wife, . to- 
fffocwsa SepelSiCion of Effedls, by ^ a Seotencc of 
tbtCbaiiUi. There were two Things which 
JBad^.tbb' 1^7' Jiot diflike^ ooly, b^t- a6hor her 
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Hbsband; oAe^S«rf be fed deceived her in Point of 
Fortune, the other, that his Jealoufjr- interrupted •- 
her. Pleafuces, hy wat<;biQg ber Steps as dofely as 
Mancpuld'do, * ' . . 

He r Hatred w?^ come io-fuch a Pitch, that it 
turned at laft to Fmy, and ihc was fo much irri- 
tated' agalnft a Spoufe, by^ whom fee thought her- 
fetf ill ufedi that ihc refolvcd to have him iflafli- " 
Tiated; 

N£ I T'H s R the Noife of foch an AAion, the . 
Ihfemy inftparabk from it, nor the prodigious 
Kifque flie raft' in the Perpetration of her Scheme^ 
could at all prevail upon herto befitatc, much left 
to defift. : She had fomc Knowledge of a Fellow, 
of vile Chara<5ter, one Augujius Catuhin^ who , 
uf^ to ferVe Straing^s. while* the ftav'd at Paris^ 
to this Min fee gave a confiderable ' Sum' of Mo- 
ney, , and promifed him more, in Cafe be would 
taie upon him tO" be ihe Minifter of her Ven- 
geance in deftroying her Husband* 

She gained his Porter by the feme Means, 
and drew him to be engaged with Cdtulmn in this^ 
deteftable Deififen. They took their Meaferes- 
wrong, and milled IWkh^" tiieir Bkw on Mz 27- • 
qiUU as he catae Home' oiie Evening, notwith^ 
Handing 4hey had drawn in fivetal Pbrfons to way- 
lay him, , . 

This Enterpriz^ having felled. Madam 5t?- 
^t ftill perfifled, flie -gave the Porter TCoA'CaHe-' 
hin a furither Sum - of MQhey; to bury ill Oblivion 
ibis daik.

M. Tiquet^ who fufpeCUd that his PcMter fa- 
voured his Wife's Commerce with the Sieur de 
Mongeorge^ difcharged that Domeftick^ and took 
Care of the Keys himfelf % he kept his Door al- 
ways (hut 'tQl Night, and no Body could get in 
without fpeaking to him ; when he went out in 
the Evening he carried it with him in his Pocket, 
and when he came back he delivered it to no Body, 
'till he went to Bed, and then he put It under bis 
Head. Monfiemr and Madam Tiqtut had by this 
Time feperate Beds, and fepenlte Apartments, fo 
tl^at they never faw eaph other but at Table.

I^eave to quit his Service, and as foon as he left 
the Houfe he made no Secret of the iniquitous 
Myftery he had difcovcred. 

. Thip irritated. the Liaidjr fo much, that flic 
deternr.ified with Kerfelf to find oiit a Ihort Reme- 
dy-y by KCunixjg tP U« fcft. Vtoj?ft \ however 
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IntqcdtoaSy (he opened her Scheme on this Head 
to her Porter, and directed him to find Perfon* 
who could execute it. 

One Day (he caftfe into^the Apartment of tfie 
Countefi ITAunoyy when there was a great de^l 

• of good Company there, her Countenance was fo 
difturbed, that fome Body, who was there, coufd 
not help taking Noticp of it, and asking her the 
Reafon of it ? / come (feid (he) from pqffing t%vo 
Hmts with the Devil With thfe Devil, Madam, 
replied the Countels lyjuncy ! fure you keep 
ftrange Company : ffn)en I fay the Devil (replied 
Madam Tiquet) I mean a eertain Forttine'Tellei: 
Well (cry*d the Cbuntefs lyAunoy) and what has 
Ihetold you? She has flattered me^ Madam^ in S' 
mofi extraordinary Manner \ for Jhe has told me^ 
jffaid Madam Tiquet) ^that in two Months I Jhall 
h out of the Reach of all my Enemies^ and that

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A 8 this ftrange Adt^cnture happened on the very 
Jpay of th« Attempt made on M$nf Tiquet^ when 
that was difcovered, it appeiared the more extraordi- 
nary, it may be, that the Story was a Faft, and 
that the Impreflion the Woman's Pt>edi<ftiou madfc 
on Madam Tiquefs Mind^ was ib ftrong, as to 
force her to this Declaration, or elfe, it may be,. 
(he framed this Tale upon the Spot, in order 16 
account for the Confufion {he was in on the near 

O 3 A5^tQt^\k. 
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ApprcBch of t&at Trs^y which Ihe was lefohfl 
ro execute. . ^. 

She then went Home to her Houfe, where 
file found Madam di SimnvilU^ one of her Inti- 
mates, who waited for her,, they fpent the Even- 
ing together, in difcpurfing of diffoent Things; 
and tho' it is not to be doubted^ but Madam Tifitff 
felt great Uneaiinefs-in her own Mind, when the 
Hour of Aflailination drew near ; yet it is certain 
that (be diHembled fo weH, kept fo fteady a Coun- 
tenance, and difcourfed with fo much feeming 
£afe and Freedom, that Madam dd SemftviUty 
who llaid late out of a -Womanifli Spleen, that 
flic might make M. Tiquet get out of his Bed to 
let her out, did not apprehend her Friend to be at 
all vexed or out of Order.

T'HiB XSommiffiiry of that Quarter of Hit 
Town came immediately to fee and to examme 
M. Tiquety as foon as his Wounds >n^ere drefled ^ 
the firft Quellion he asked him was, 5/r, whaf 
BnmiH tMiym? Tiie-poor Gentlenian anfwer^

The Difcourfe ran on this Subjcft for half an 
Hour, and tho* all Eyes were upon this unhappy 
Woman, yet neither her Loots, nor her Words, 
betrayed any Confiifion \ but rather feemed infpired 
by that Refolutlon, which is the Effe<5ls of Inno- 
cence. She went Home, and appeared there as 
composed as ever, notwithftanding that (he was 
every Day advifed to retire, and feek out ibme 
Place of Safety.

" T H I s Shame is one of the fecret Tre^ures

She had after this a moving Converfation with 
her Porter, who humbly befot^t her Pardon for 
any Share he might have in her Death ; fhe ah* 
fwered, that he h^ no Reafon to ask her P^on, 
fmce it was ihe only . diat was culpable tbwardt 
him, in drawing him into fuch a Contrivance,, and 
bringing him to a fhameful End, for a Life ^pent 
in her Service. They then exhorted each other td 
die wi± Chriftian Charity, is well as Conflancy i 
and the Language made ufe of by the Porter, on 
this Occafion, was much admired, becaufe he was 
aMan of Ho Education. 

Wh B N Madam Tifuet was come to die Place 
where (be W2is to fufier, there fell io great a> Rain^ 
they were obliged to defer the Execution 'tilhll 
was over.
